A FEW INDEPENDENT 
PUBLICANS LEFT. 

IHEY JOIN THE DEMOCRATS OF THE 
HOUSE AND 
**GaG LAW” TO THE MINORITY. 


WASHINGTON, Fob. 11.—The President to-day 
Bent to ihe Senate the following nominations:

There is some independence left on the Re- 
publican side of the House after all, although 
no one had suspected thatit would be asscried 
in so bold a way as it was thia afternoon, The 
demonstration was made with so little warning 
that it came like a flash of lightning out ofa 
clear sky, butit had all the prostrating effect 
“pon Leader Cannon and the Speaker that 
might have been expected if those two 
confident gentlemen had stepped upon 
a “live” wire. It was entirely unexpected 
to the Democrats, who had = =about 
mado up their minds that the will of the 
Speaker is supreme, and that his programme is 
at all times to have the binding force of caucus 
action upon the majority. If there is to be any 
repetition of the performance of to-@ay, it is 
possible that a great many schemes with money 
in them that the lobbyists thought wore sure to 
Mave an easy passage under Mr. Reed’s rules 
may come to grief before they go to the White 
House for the approval of the President, 

Tne House had met, heard prayer and the 
reading of the Journal, and the Democrats had 
objected by their silence to the approval of 
that record as made up by the counting by the 
Speaker of a quorum of non-voters on Monday. 


Mr. Cannon, in charge of the report of the 
Committee on Rules for the Speaker, and who, 
thoroughiy imbued with the Speaker’s notion, 
Was pushing them right through, even if he 
Wes not convinced that the Speaker was 


right in making too much haste, offered 
@ resoiution that all gencral debate 
on the rules be stopped at 1 o’clook 


to-morrow, and that the previous question 
shoulda be considered on their adoption at 4 
o’clock the same day. It was understood, of 
course, that Mr. Cannon had not ventured to 
offer a resolution to cut off debate so summarily 
without having received the suggestion from 
the Speaker. Mr. Cannon, left to himself, is not 
an unjust man. Personally ho would not be 
likely to oppress a minority, but he is under the 
domination pow of asuperior ludividuality, and 
lie can very properly make that plain to his 
constituents when he comes to account for the 
reverse that be met with at the hands of bis 
own party associates. It was not an agreeable 
experience, nor one easily forgotten. 

The Cannon proposition brought to their feet 
a large pbumber of the Democrats, Who were as- 
tonished at its terms. Mr. Springer was ap, of 
course, vociferous and irrepressible as ever, 
and with bim were McCreary, MeMillin, 
Hooker, Flower, Blount, and others, protest- 
ing in chorus against the suddenness of their 
proposed ‘taking off.” Mr. Cannon was well 
instructed, for in spite of the earpvestness of 
the Democratic protest, he kept on calling for 
the previous question. It was a demand 
for the application of the “gag law” 
that wes astounding, gnd it naturally pro- 
voked a good deal of the aspiusion on 
the partof the men who were to be gagged. 
that they manifested when the Speaker first 
began to play the part of dictator. The Demo- 
rrats heard the voice of Cannon this time, but 
they knew that the motion was the expression 
of the will of the Speaker. Apparently with an 
nbdsolute confidence that the result would be 
satisfactory to him, the Speaker put the ques- 
tion. On a division, when the yeas were taken, 
a large number of the Republicans kept their 
joats. When the othor side waa called, about 
forty Republicans stood up with the Democrats, 

t was probably a shock to the Speaker. The 
Cannon motion, or rather the Reed motion that 
nad been made by Mr. Cannon, was lost by a 
vote of 58 to 149. There was no use in calling 
for tellera or asking for the yeas and nays. 
Yhat would have made bad enough worse. The 
men who were voting with the Democrats were 
such as Burrows, Cutcheon, Payson—-strangely 
snough—and others who did not like the Can- 
non pian. The Massachusetts delegation was 
broken in two. Mr. Lodge, evidently aware of 
the necessity of supporting the Speaker’s 
spokesman, wade an eifort to hold the Bay 
Staite men together, but with a deplorable dis- 
regam for the advice of the young leader, and 
with a lively appreciation of the independent 
example of Wulker, there were five of the 
Nassachusetts members standing up with 
Springer and the Democrats for a fair hearing. 

The situation exasperated Cannon. Ordai- 
nary a good-natured verson. he lost his tem- 
per at once, and of course lost his grip. He 
would not yieid the floor to Mr. Springer, who 
rather assertively claimed it. proposing to find 
out if possible what time “this year” the gen- 
tlemen on the Democratic side were willing to 
close the debate. Asif his Republican frieuds 
had not sutticiently abased him already by vot- 
ing with the Democrats, they declined, when he 
rather heatedly insisted upon having the yeas 
and nays on his motion, sitting in their seats in 
such large numbers that the Speaker was 
obliged to declare that not one-tifth of the 
House had seconded the demand. Then the 
Democrats applauded. [t was hard on Can- 
non, and heteltin Ho gaveup the fight alto- 
gether and left it for his indifferent associates 
to carry on as they saw fit. 

When Mr. 8pringer, who really seemed able 
to take charge of the House, offered a resolu- 
tion that general debate be permitted to run 
until adjournment to-morrow night, ana that 
the code be then taken up under the five-minute 
rule and considered until Friday at 5, when the 
previous question should be ordered, it was 
accepted withoutresistance. Later on, when he 
had discovered that there were moreDemocracts 
who desired to be heard than he bad supposed, 
he procured # moditication of bis resolution by 
which an extra hour was secared for to-morrow 
morning, and a night session was aleo ordered 
for to-morrow. The vote wilibe taken on Fri- 
day. 

‘The Democrats bad won their point and been 
accorded all the time that they haa asked for. 
The discussion then proceeded. Mr. Payson, 
one of the most accomplished filibusterers on 
the Republican side, made a speech against 
filipustering, which he illustrated by references 
to all of the cases except his own that he could 
remember. Mr. Hatch of Missouri opposed the 
chief changes proposed by the Speaker, and re- 
peated some of the most poln charges that 
have been made against the Speaker. He ob- 
jected to the rules as removing the guards that 
have been placed around the Treasury by the 
Democratic majority, and predicted a carnival 
of extravagance as the result of the changes 
puggested by the committee. 


The story that has been told about a confer- 
ance between Mr. Blaine and the Republican 
members of the Ways and Means Committee is 
not without a foundation, although the pur- 


pose for which the conference was held 
was not correctly stated. Mr. Blatne 
did net call upon Mr. McKinley and 


his associates to revise the achedules of 
the Tariff bill, but in behalf of the International 
Conterence, Over which he is presiding. About 
the most important concession that the United 
States can offer to the South and Central Amer- 
icane in that conference is the removal of 
the import duties on sugar. About half 
of our imports of sugar come from thosac& 
20un Mr. Blaine sought the co-operation 
pf the committee in his undertaking, expresse- 
ing his belief that ibe countries that 
asked to have their raw sugars admitted 
free into the United States would in return 
make important concessions for Ameriozn prod- 
ucts. There Was substantial unanimity of 
opinion in the Ways and Means Committee as 
to the wisdom of meeting the reasonable 
request of the Pan-Americans, but there was a 
division of opinion as to whether the cut in 
sugar should be at No. 13 Dutch standard or 
whether it should go to No. 16. While that re- 
mains to be determined, there 16 no doubt that 
any tariff bill that may be reported will make a 
cut in sugar, and that raw sugars will go op the 
treo list. eta 
‘* 

When there are changes to be madein the 
Tariff bill, the chances are that so far as the 
Ways and Means Committee is concerned they 


will be made in the direction of higher taxes. 
That was the oase to-day in the action 
the committee. Several amendments 
were made in the upward direction. 
Takin Senate paragraph on china, 
poresiain, parian, and bisque, including 
a variety of decorated goods, upon which the 
Henate Committee thought that 55 per cent. 
ad valorem was enough, the Ways and Means 
Committee have advanced the duty to 60 per 
cent. The plain goods are advance1 from 50 
to 55 per cent.ad valorem. The paragraph 
that provides for ‘‘all other carthen, stone, 
and crockery ware,” in which goods are 
made dutiable by the Senate at 50 
per cent., chenged 80 a8 to make 
the duty 60 per cent. The bottle men have 
‘*got in their work,” a8 the first paragraph in 
the glass schedule has been reconstructed so 
as to make the duty apply to quart bottles 
holding “wore than one quart, and by pro- 
viding that bottles holding iess than one-quarter 
pintshall pay 50cents pergross. In order to still 
yartber «neourage the window-claes manufact- 
urers of the country, the grades of window 
glass were all advanced one-eighth of 1 cent 
per pound. {nm the sundries scbedule, lime was 
advanced irom 5centa per bh pounds to 





Jones of Arkansas mude a long argument in 
support of his bellef that Ssorgan is an 
unfit man for the office he holds, paying 
particular attention to the Commissioner’s wil- 
itary record, Mr. Vest also spoke against Mor- 
¢an’s confirmation, basing his opposition prin- 
cipally upon the charges that the Comumis- 
sioner has repeatedly discharged competent 
teachers and other employes in Indian schools 
simply because they were members of the Vath- 
olic Church, Some of the Senators have become 
very tired of the way the Morgan case hase 
dragged along, and after Messrs. Vest and 
Jones had made their arguments to-day it was 
suggested thatit was time to settle the mut- 
ter, Tho result was an informal agreement 
that, if possible, a vote should be taken on 
the nomination to-morrow. The Comunission- 
er’s friends regard this as very favorable, and 
to-night they are predicting that he will be con- 
firmed. The new charges, they say, bave not 
proved so much of astumbling biock as they 
Teoared yesterday. They are also greatly sn- 
couraged by the absence of Senator Plumb. 
The Kansas Senator began the fight against 
Morgau, aud has been very bitter in his oppo- 
sition. Morgen’s friends declare that Mr, 
Piumb has absented himself iu order to dodge 
the vote upon confirmation.

Hook, and No. 49 at Bush’s Bluff, Va. No, 48 
will replace the present Sandy Hook jightship. 
The stations of the others have not been lighted 
heretofure. The opening of bids for lteghtship 
No. 50, for the Pacific coast, has been post- 
poned until Feb. 25, in the office of the Light- 
houses Inspector at San Francisco. 


The friends of Col. Kodney Smith, the senior 
Colone! of the pay department of the army, are 
much encouraged as to the Colonel’s prospects 
of promotion to succeed Paymaster General 
Rochester, on the latter's retirement Saturday, 
by a statement made by President Harrison to 
au oflicer of high rank that other things being 
equal the appointment ougit to zo te tbe senior 
oilicer. This statement would seem to indicate 
that the claim that Lieut. Col. Terrell had been 
promised the place was a littie premature, and 
it may be that the protests that have been re- 
ceived at the White House and the War Depart- 
ment against the appointment of a junior oflicer 
simply because be is a peroonal triend of the 
President will have the eifect of putting him out 
of the race entirely and giving tne place to Col. 
Smith. 

Some of the Ohio Republicans in Congress are 
greatly disturbed by the supposed intention of 
the Ohio Democrats at howe, to redistrict their 


State in such a way that the State delegation in 
Congress will hereafter be Democratic by a 
large majority. They don’t lke the idea of 
being bowled out of Congress by a Democratic 
gerrymander of the State, and after much cogi- 
talion they have hit upon a plan to save them- 
selves and head off the Democraty. This pian 
was revealed in the House of Kepresentatives 
yesterday, when Mr. Wiekham introduced a bill 
providing that all members of the Fifty-second 
Congress shall be elected from the same Con- 
gressional districts as are represented in the 
present Congress. This, of course, 1s aimed di- 
rectly at Obio, but it has the additional merit 
in the eyes of Republicans that it would help 
a good deal toward keeping them in powerin 
the next House. A similar bill was otfered in 
the Senate to-day by Mr. Hoar, who was proba- 
bly selected to present it because of his fonid- 
ness for any scheme that savors of Govern- 
mental interference with elections. 


After an hour’s discussion the Honse Com- 
mittee on Elections this morning, by a strict 
party vote, decided to recommend that the 
Houre unseat Pendleton and seat Atkinson as 
the representative from the First West Virginia 
District. Chairman Rowell will present the 
majority reportto the House ag soon as the 
rules are disposed of, and probably Mr, 0’ Fer- 
rall will submit the views of the minority.

EXCITEMENT IN PORTUGAL. 








THE DEFENSES TO BE COMPLETED AND 
THE NAVY INCREASED. 

Lisron, Feb. 11.—The “Ministers of War, 
Mariue, and Finance have signed decrees au- 
thorizing the compietion of the defenses of 
Lisbon and the arming of the forts with guns. 
The decrees also provide for the purchase of 
torpedoes, the reorganization of the army, and 
the buying of cight warships. Bouds will be 
issued to cover the indebtedness thus incurred. 

The additions that the Government intends 
to make to the Portuguese Navy will include 
four cruisers and four gunboats. The Goverr- 
ment will send a floating dry dock to St. Paui 
de Loando and another to Mozambique. — 

It 1s a month to-day since the English ulti- 
mutum was presented to the Portuguese Gov- 
ernment and since Portugal tmmediately ac- 
Cepied if, The demonstration pilauned was 
intended as a celebration of the desperate 
objections to it, The police prevented 
the demonstration. The shops are now par- 
tially closed, ani the streets are patroliea by 
cavalry. Agitation, smothered for .he moment, 
is smoldering. 

An enormous crowd assembled to-day in the 
Palace Dom Pedro, and Kepublican orators en- 
deavored to haranugue various groups. But the 
police and Cavairy charged the Inass, wnich 
Was diapersed aiter some fighting. Tweuty- 
eight persons were arrested. 








TROUBLE AHEAD FOR STRAUSS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The Collector of Cus- 
toms at New-York has presented an interesting 
question to the Treasury Department in regard 
to Strauss’s celebrated Vienna orchestra, whica 
is expected to arrive at New-York in May under 
a contract to give a series of concerts in the 
principal cities. Looal musical organizations 
contend that their coming is prohibited by the 
terms of the alienlabor contract law, which 
applies to all classes of foreigners excopt pro- 
fussional actors, artists, lecturers, and singers. 

It 18 said at the department that the oniy 
question to be determined in this matter is 
whether the members of the Strauss orchestra 
can be regarded as “ artists’ withiu the mean- 
ing of the iaw, and the only precedent on that 
point is an opinion by Selicitor Hepburn thata 
musician ts not per se an artist, ‘nis opinion 
was givenin the cage of aband brought from 
Cuba to Key West, Fla, to play inacircus. It 
was ¢Glalmed that the members of the band 
were exempt from the contract labor law as 
“artists,” but upon the advice of the Solicitor 
the department decided otherwise.

CUSS THE PROBLEM. 


ALBANY, Feb. 11.—Tno result of the meoting 
of the Genoral Committee on the World’s Fair 
was known in this city by 5 o’clock this after- 
noon, and general surprise was manifest, ex- 
cept among the Fish-Gibbs people, who ha’ ex- 
pressed themselves as confident that their 
course 1n the Assembly would be heartily 
and emphatically indorsed. It must be 
confessed that the condition of the biil has not 
been improved. The Platt Senators hold the 
power in the Senate, and general inquiry among 
them to-nicht leads to the conclusion that so 
far as they are concerned any yielding or con- 
cession now is out of the question. 

Senator Fassett said this evening: “ We made 
every offer for compromise. The peuple in 
New-York have decided otherwise. We shall 
cling to our original position and stand by the 
Senate bill.” 

Hamilton Fish, Jr., the leader of the recalci- 
trauts and Chairman of the House conference 
committee, received by wire a copy of Mr. 
Root’s resolution read to the World’s Fair Com- 
mittee. He said: “This action of the com- 
mitteo is simply an  indorsement' of 
my position and of that of the fifteen 
gentlemen who are with me. We are not 
bolters or kickers. We have taken our position 
in justice to the city of New-York, which was 
willing to spend $15,000,000 for this fair. It 
proves that we were not wrong, and that our 
action was perfectly justitiable.” 

When asked what he thought of the chances 
of the bill to get through he replied: “I cannot 
feel confident that I see a way for the bill to 
reach the Governor, but I can only hope it may 
pass.” 

Senator Vedder, Chairman of the Senate con- 
ference committee, expressed the opinion that 
the conference committee would have to re- 
port to their respective houses their inability 
to agree, and that & new committee would have 
to be appointed to wring the kinks out of 
the tangie. He wascertain there would be no 
concession, no compromise, no bill, no fair, 
although be added, parentheticaily: ‘You 
know we all would like to see a World's Fair tu 
New- Yorkin 1892.” 

The news from New-York was a surpriee. 


‘From the favorable informatiou that has tloatea 


here since Saturday it was regarded as almost 
certain that somes agreement between the con- 
flicting legisiative elements would be reached. 
The conference committees will meetat9 o’clock 
to-morrow morning. Their session promises 
to be brief and eventful. The Republican sen- 
ators Vedder and Robertson are likely to stand 
together, although rumors late to-night place 
Judge Robertson as likely to stand by Cantor, 
who favors the original Assembly bill, un- 
amended, Judge Rovertson’s triends scoff at 
this imputation however, and assert that he 
will fight it out with his Republican colleagues. 
_ Even if the Senate committee should report 
in favor of the Assembly bill, there are not 
votes eneugh in the Senate to carry such a re- 
port through, for the reason that there ure but 
eleven Democratic votes in all, counting them 
xll ter the Assembly bill, while there are 
certain to be, at the least calculation, sixteen 
Republican Senators who will stand by the Sen- 
ate bill. It may be possible that a new coafer- 
ence Committee wil be demanded, but Gen. 
Husted, who is an authority, says there will be 
no necessity forit. When Gen, Husted, who is 
generaliy clear-headed and positive on all lee- 
islative matters, Was asked to-night what the 
chances tor a fair were, he replied: “It is some- 
thing far veyond me. I haven’t the faintest 
idea What will be done or what the upshot will 
be. It is a tangle which only time can straighten 
out. 

There is no question but that the Conference 
Committee of the Senate was made up ip the 
interest of the Senate bill and the House Com- 
mittee of the Assembly bill. Under no ordinary 
circumstances could an agreement be reached. 
If a new Contereuce Committee is appointed, 
both will be made up In the interest of the Sen- 
ate bill. 

The return to Albany of Senator Frank Hen- 
dricks, who has been contined to his residence 
in Syracuse for a fortnight with grip, has led 
toa circulation of a rumor that Mr. Fish will 
lose one and perhaps two members of the 
Onandaga delegation. 


CONTROLLER AND 


ALDERMEN. 


BOTH HAVE SOMETHING TO SAY ABOUT 
THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


Controller Myers sent a letter to Senator 
Ahearn yesterday thanking the only represent- 
ative that his organization, the County Demoo- 
racy, Das in the Senate for his effurt to get the 
Controller placed on the World’s Fair director- 
ate. In it he says that the Controller, caosen to 
his office in hke inanner with the Mayor, has a 


separate and direct responsibility in guarding 
the city’s financial interests, and that these in- 
terests must be largely affected by the fair. 

1t foliows, the Coutrolier continues, that the 
participation of the principal financiai officer 
of the city in the control of the enterprise Is as 

roper ag that of the Mayor, who, tu the regu- 
ar course of financial) management, is the co- 
ordinate rather than the superior of the Con- 
troller. Thata majority of the ineorporators 
should bo Democrats he thinks proper, but as 
the fair should not bs primarily a poiitioal and 
partisan uudertaking, he thinks 1t should be 
borne in mind that the munagementof the great 
manufacturing, transportation, and banking tn- 
terests, Which are linmediately connected with 
the success of the expoeition, are largely in the 
hands of gentlemen who are not of the Demo- 
eraiic creed. 

Lnerefore the Controller believes that gener- 
Ous consideration shouid be given to the ele- 
ments to which he refers, DOt on account of 
their political views, but of the great conse- 
quence to the fair of the interests wuteh they 
represent. speaking from the standpoint of 
tue city’s enie: tnancial officer, he recoxsnizes it 
as advisable to accord them tull consideration. 


The Board of Aldermen yesterday adopted a 
resolution requesting the Counsel to the Cor- 
poration to 1uform the board if it is not within 


the power of the corporate authorities of the 
city lo authorize tbe issue of bonds for the 
World’s Fair and the expenaiture of the pro- 
ceeds by a committees of their members, Tho 
Aldermen als0 waut the Counsel to the Corpo- 
ratiou to teli themif “itis not yet competent 
tor such corporate autborities to pledge the 
taith and creait of the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Commoualty of the city of New-York for tbe 
redemption of such Worid’s Fair bonds without 
first obtaining the consent of the Legislature 
of the State; also, if such pledge cannot be re- 
deemed by the city authorities if given without 
such legislatiye consent.” 





THE WHISKY TRUST A “ COMPANY.” 
Peoria, fll, Feb. 11.—The Distillers and 
Cattle Feeders’ Trust was to-day transformed 
into the Distillers and Cattle Feeders’ 
Company, with no more friction than 
the similarity of mames would indicate, 
Over one hundred members of tho 
trust were present, representing 291,578 
shares out of the 312,016 outstanding. Of these 
shares only 359 were voted against the pro- 
posed change, und they were hejd by ove man. 
The new corporation will have a capital stoek 
of $35,000,000, and holders of certificatesin the 
trust will be given one share in the new com- 
pany foreach certificate, The capital,amounting 
to nearly $4,000,000, will be used in the 
purchase or geal estate, aud the capture of 


outside distilleries. ‘Ihe distillers at the 
meeting believe that tne Shufeldt of 
Chieago and the St. Paul houses 


will come iuto the company. In that event the 
company will practically control every distii- 
lery West and nortn of the Ohio River. The 
ofticers of the trast from President J. B. Green- 
hut down wili occupy Nike positions in the new 
company. 





CORBETT TO MEET KILRAIN.

The seheme which 
was considered yesterday Is one to oppose 
the Standard, and {it einbraces some of the big- 
gest capitalists in the business, The big pro- 
ducers will be given an interest in the company 
and will help to make the venture a success. 
They will chen be independent of the Staadard 
and will not be in constant dread of a break in 
the market, as is the case at present.

HENRY FRASER, A FARM HAND, AR- 


RESTED ON SUSPICION.

ENCOURAGING IRON NEWS. 





MILLS RUNNING FULL-HANDED AND 


BUSINESS INCREASING. 

PitTspurG, Feb. 11.—All the Pjttsburg iron 
mills continue to run full-handed, and there is 
in s0me quarters an actual scarcity of men. 
There is still an increase in the demand for all 
kinds of iron and steel, and the galvanized pipe 
business has improved 2V per cent, over last 
year, The most interesting news comes from 
Andrew Carnegie’s firms. The amount of iron, 
steel, and pig iron produced by them last year 
has not been exceeded by any firm in exist- 
ence. In that time they expended $3,000,000 
for improvements alone, and at Braddock 
they built the new rail mill to the Edgar 
Thomson Steel Works and four new blast tur- 
naces, one of which is to be put iu dDlast next 
week, and over $1,000,000 was spent at the 
Bessemer mill at Homestead, one-half being ex- 
pended on the armor-plate train, the greatest 
traiu rolls in the world. Now they are bullding 
eight new open-hearth furnaces at the Hones- 
dale mlils. The volume of last year shows an 
output of 575,000 tons of pig iron from nine 
biast furnaces, which have an annual capacity 
of 600,000 tons, which wiil be increased to 
800,000 tons when the twe new oues are fia- 
ished. 

The finished amount of iron and steel reached 
nearly 600,000 tons in their milis, tacluding 
their Beaver Fali’s works. Just 550,000 tons 
were turned out in their four Allegheny iron 
and steel mills. The annual capacity of the 
tive works 1s 755,000 tons. 

Iron men are a littie sore at the advance of 
coke from $1 75 to $2 15 aton. They say the 
{ron warket will not stand it, and the result will 
be felt in thirty days. Coke operators say the in- 
crease Was made necessary by the advance in 
coke workers’ wakes.

THOUSANDS OF PEOPLE INSPECT THE 
LIBRARY AND MUSIC HALL. 
PItTsBuRG, Feb. 11.—The Carnegie Free Li- 
brary and Music Hal!, presented to Allegheny 
City by Andrew Carnegie, was to-day thrown 
open for the inspection of the publie. During 
the afternoon 25,000 persons passed through 
the grand entrance and over every section of 


the building. The centre of attraction 
was the art gallery, where 140 paint- 
ings, valued approximately at over $200,- 
000, and loaned by citizens, were 


on exhibition. In Music Hall the throngs were 
entertained by a concert programme upor the 


great Roosevelt organ. Rhinehart Mayer, Miss 
Kate k. Courtney, Charles C. Mellor, and 
Lsonard Wales, four of the leading organists in 
Western Pennsylvania, officiated for an hour. 

Mr. Carnegie was not present, but the tiret ob- 
ject that greeted visitors in the reception room 
was his familiar face done in oil by A. Bryan 
Wall, a Pitwsbure artiet, and surrounded by a 
frame of gold. Upon the formal opening, which 
has been postponed until the 20th, so that Pres- 
lient Harrison may attend, a golden key will be 
hung beside this portrait The building will 
again be open for inspectiou to-morrow, and it 
bas been decided to continue the art loan exhi- 
bition for ten days. Mr. Carnegie will deliver 
an address at the opening.

“ With a free ballot so secured, and the certainty 
of its being cast without fear or favor, and with the 
purity in office certain to result from office beiug 
unbought—the principles of the true Democracy 
must prevall—and to achieve this end we pledge our 
untiring effort.” 

Mr. Goff and Ernest Sebnabele made addresses 
in favor ot the resolutions. Mr. Newburger 
made an effort in defense of his position in op- 
posing them, They went through with a rous- 
ing chorus of ayes. A resolution opposing the 
McKinley bill was passed, and the meeting ad- 
joarned.

THE MORMON WATERLOO. 





EVERY LIBERAL CANDIDATE ELECTED 
IN SALT LAKE CITY. 


SALT LAKE City, Feb.,11.—It took the Lib- 
erals all day to recover rom last night’s cele- 
bration. To-day the official count was com 
pleted and certificates of election issued to all 
the candidates elected. The Secretary of the 
Territory, Elizeah Sells, who was appointed 
by the Utah Commission to canvass the 
votes and issue the certificates of election, 
completed his work this afternoon. As soon as 
the count was completed the certificates were 
made out and placed in the hands of the of- 
cers-elect, Who at once proceeded to qualify. 


Before dark every man had assumed the office 
to which he was chosen, and it was decided to 
hold the first meeting of the new Cuuncil to- 
morrow, although some favored holding the 
first meeting to-night. 

Before the certificates of election were issued 
one of the counsel for the Mormons appeared 
before Seeretary Soils and asked that thejcertiti- 
cates for the third and fourth precincts in the 
city be given to the Mormon Councilmen. He 
claimed that Salt Lake City was governed 
by the law passed two years ago by 
the Legislature. This act provided that 
1n Cities of the first-class, the vote for Counell- 
men should be by precincts, while the act of 
1878, by which the Liberals claim we are atill 
governed, provides that the whole city shall 
vote for precinct officers. Secretary Sells re- 
fused to grant the request. He said that the 
question raised was one for the courts to settle, 
and accordingly issued the certificates tu the 
Liberals. 

The Liberals claim that Salt Lake, never hav- 
ing complied with the conditions of the act of 


1888, 18 still governed by the old law. 
The Mormons had a majority in tne 
Third and in the Fourth Precincts, but 
under the law the Liberals claim that 


as the candidates voted for by the entire city 
had a majority, they are entitled to the certiti- 
cates. The Mormons are now considering tne 
advisability of contesting these two precincts, 
but they will not lay claim to any other offices. 

Every Gentile candidate in the city was 
elected. The majorities range from 808 to 420, 
Mayor Scott received the highest vote on the 
Liberal ticket and E. R. Clute, the candidate 
for Assessor and Collector, the lowest. The 
Deseret tvening ews, the official organ of the 
Church, says to-night it is ‘‘not a victory 
gained, but a robbery consummated.” 








FROZEN AND UNCONSCIOUS. 





WHAT TWO MEN FOUND UNDER AN 
EVERGREEN TREE AT NYACK. 


Nyack, N. Y., Feb. 11.—About 5 o’clock this 
morning two inan hurrying to the raiiroad sta$ 
tion heard groans issuing from a large ever- 
green tree on the premises of the Reformed 
Church parsonage. An examination revealed 
the presence of a large, well-built man lying 
under the tree, with nothing $n him but part of 
an undergarment and a pair of socks. The 
ground was frozen hard and the air was cold 
and biting. The man appeared to be nearly 
frozen and unconscious, He was removed to a 
Wwarw place and covered over with blankets. 

Two physicians made an examination but 
could find no bruises or other evidences of foul 
play.

The Arabic manuscripts consist of 
early legal treatises. commentaries on the 
Koran, theologieai and literary works. 

To the resources at the command of the Oriental 
scholars in this country this giftis an acquisi- 
tion of value. It comes justin time to give the 
Manuscripts thetr place in the general cata- 
logue of the Oriental manuscripts in American 
libraries which the American Oriental Society 
is now engaged tn compiling. 

Mr. Cotheal has been for Many years an en- 
thusiastic student of the Oriental languages 
and literatures and # successful collector of 
books and manuscripts in his favorite field. 
The gift of manuscripts to Columbia College Li- 
brary was aceompanied by a number of printed 
books in the same field. 


A CALL 10 GKEENBAOKERS. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—George O. Jones, the 
Chairman of the National Greenback Commit- 
tee, has issued a call to National Greenbackers, 
in the course of which he says:

TO ORGANIZE FOR REFORM 


CONNECTICUT’S PROPOSED 
- DEMOCRATIC CLUB. 

A MOVEMENT WHICH WILL AROUSE 
ENTHUSIASM FOR HIGH MOTIVES 
AND THWART THE SPOILSMEN, 


New-HAVEN, Feb. 11.—The new movement 
given the organization of a State Democratic 
Club is a significant one. To-morrow a meeting 
will be held in this city at the call of forty-six 
of the prominent Democrats of Connecticut, 
and at that meeting the club will be formed. 
The men who have issued the call for the meet- 
ing are among the most liberal in the party and 
include some who have been well known as 
Mugwumps. Most of them are prominent ad- 
vocates of civil service reform. Thsy have 
issued invitations to members of the party who 


are mostly in accord with their views, and those 
who are known as spoilsmen are excluded. 

The Demoocratie State Central Cemmittee, 
with headquarters in this city, is not in any 
way concerned in the movement, and the recos- 
nized managers of the party politics in this 
State are not among those who have issued the 
call. Chairman Swartwout of the State Central 
Committee to-day confessed that be knew neth- 
ing whatever of the movement, and had no idea 
what object the orizinators have in view. 

Prof. Simeou E. Baidwin, who is one of the 
most prominent leacers in the now movement, 
says that the club will be conducted on the 
principles of the National Association of Demo- 
cratic Clubs. The all-important object of the 
organization is to arouse the Democrats of the 
State to the best interests of their party. Prof. 
Batawin says itis unknown who will preside at 
the weeting to-morrow, and that no pisus have 
been prepared for the organization. He be- 
lieves that the Democrais of the State are 
heartily in favor of the scheme, and that there 
will be a large attendance at the meeting. 

The leaders have said nothiog of the motive 
for forming this club, but there is good reasou 
to believe that the organization will wield a 
healthy influence on the State politics. The 
political candidates who will receive the hearty 
support of this club must be of the Grover 
Cleveland stamp. There will be little chance 
for spoilamen, so far as the influence of this 
club can have eilect. The founders of the new 
club represent largely the civil service organi- 
zations of the State. They have ge great power 
pshind them with which they can easily pre- 
vent the success of any political imtrigues in 
the State by which the ultimate welfare of the 
party would be hazarded. No division of the 
State Democracy will resuit from the move- 
mont, and the possibility of such a calamity is 
only made more remote. 

Yhe Democratic managers of the State, in- 
cluding tbe State Central Committee, are sel- 
dom aroused to action quick enough to arrest 
some of theinsidious dangers that lic in ihe 
schemes of political aspirants or to offset the 
advantages that are gained by movements ef 
the Republican organizations. 

Since the campaign of 1888 a ceriain class of 
Democratic politicians have beea endeavering 
te promote the interests of Davia B. Hill in 
ti4s State. No notice has been takenof the 
work by the Democratic managers, put what- 
ever success the Hill boomers may have had 
will be rendered unavailing by the existence of 
this club. 

Auother important reason forthe formation 
of the new State clubis that the great advan- 
tages of organization have been well demon- 
strated by the Republicans. The activity of 
toe Young Men’s Republican Clubs in this see- 
tlou isan example of political energy, full of 
warning to the young Democrats, and the tre- 
mendous work done 1n the ijast national cam- 
paizn in Connecticut may form a text fur some 
of the speakers to-morrow. The Republican 
leaders in this State have been lavish in their 
praise of the excellent results accomplished by 
their party clubs, and toey are already becin- 
ning to start that machine aguin. In barmony 
with the State clubs local clubs in the various 
cities and principal towns of the State will de 
organized. 

HARTFORD, Feb. 11.—The Democrats resid- 
ing in this city wko have signed the call forthe 
meeting in New-Haven to-morrow for the 
purpose of organizing a State club to represent 
Connecticut in the National Association of 
Deruecratic Clubs, represent the vest ele- 
ment of tne party here. Ex-Lieut. Gov. George 
G. Sumner, whose name hexds the list, is a 
leader whose popularity in thé party is unsur- 
passed. George Eliot Sillis theson of the United 
States District Attorney of Connecticut, Georse 
G. Sill, and a graduate of Amherst College. 
The Hon. A. P. Hyde isa one of the most distin- 
guished lawyers connected with tne Hartiord 
County bar and senior member of the law firm 
of Hyde, Gross & Hyde.

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A RIOT IN HULL, ONTARIO. 





FRENCH CANADIANS ATTACK A BAND 
OF CHRISTIAN WOREERS. 
OTTaWwa, Feb. 11.—The religious differences 
in Canada are fast assuming a bad shape. On 
account of this difference a riot took 
place in Hull to-night. Hull is a French 
Canadian city right across the river 
from Ottawa.

INTERESTING CEREMONIES AT THE 
METHODIST PUBLICATION HOUSE.

A TROUTTING SCANDAL. 
+ 
THE NELSON INVESTIGATION STOPPED 
BY AN INJUNCTION, 


BUFFALO, Feb, 11.—There was a notable gath- 
ering of horsemen at the Iroquois Hotel to-day. 
The Board of Review of the National Trotting 
Association met to pass judgment upon what 
was seemingly one of the most gigantic 
frauds ever perpetrated on the patrons of the 
trotting turf, the victory of Nelson over 
Alcryon at Boston in the Balch Nationa! Stallion 
Race last Septetnber. 

Toe Judicial Board consisted of P. P. John- 
ston of Lexington, Ky.; John L, Mitchell of Mil- 
waukee, Wis.; Jesse D. Carr of Selinas, Cal.; 
M. J. Payne of Kansas City, Mo.; George W. 
Archer of Rochester, N. Y., and Goy. M. G. 
Bulkeley of Connecticut. 

The story of the alleged fraud is well known. 
Tie Balch National Stallion Race was trotted 
in Boston on Sept. 23, 1889. The purse was 
$10,000, divided after the usual fashion. 
Alcryon, Nelson, and four other stal- 
lions were eutered. Aleryon had Tre- 
cently defeated Nelson in the Charter 
Oak ten-thousand-dollar stake, and was ex- 
pected to repeat the performanes. Yet the 
early pools sold at $100 to SO on Nelson, 
and theu went down $100 to $25 on Nel- 
son, who took the first two heats 
easily. The judges suspected that something 
was Wrong and calied Robens, Alcryon’s driver, 
to the stand and warned him. Yet Nelson 
captured the third heat and the race with ease. 
Tne tirst money was $5,000, but it is claimed 
that both first and second money—$7,500— 
went to Aleryon’s owner, Frank L. Noble, of 
Grand Rapids, Mich., to throw the race. 

C. H. Nelson of Waterville, Me., was present 
in his own behalf. Noble and Robens are joint 
detendants and are represented by M. J. Smiley, 
a Grand Rapids (Mich.) attorney. 

In executive session it was decided that the 
claim that the association had no jurisdiction 
because Baleb, the lesseo of the travk, was not 
@® member, was not sulilicient, and that the 
board had jurisdiction, 

The board Was about to go ahead with the 
trial when an injunction issued by Judge 
Corlett of this city was served, temporarily re- 
straining the board from proceeding in the 
case. Tho board has engaged an attorney to 
look after its interests,

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12. SPRECKELS WANTS WAR 


NO QUARTER FORK THE SUGAR 
TRUST. 
HIS REFINERY PRODUCES A MILLION 
POUNDS Of SUGAR DAILY AND IS 
BEING INCREASED FOURFOLD. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 11.—Not only have the 
recont strenuous efforts of the Sugar Trust to 
capture Claus Spreckels, the California sugar 
king, failed, but Mr. Spreckels declares to a 
reprosentative of Tum New-York TIMEs that 
ho intends to fight the trust, and is ready to 
fight it harder than ever. 

Mr. Spreckels has hitherto refused to discuss 
his relations to the trust, but in this instance 
he speaks unhesitatingly and so forcibly as to 
show how deep-rooted is hia feeling of antago- 
nism toward the monopoly which, he declares, 
he can reut. He wants no compromise, he 
stys; he would rather lose some millions of 
money in a fight. 

Mr. Spreckels occupies luxurious apartments 
at the Hotel Stratford. With him are his 
daughter and histwosons. Heis a busy man. 
In the daytime he1s always at his big new re- 
finery on the bank of the Delaware River, 
where he watches his business interests close- 
ly, often giving his attention to the smallest de- 
tail. In the evening he works away at his little 
desk in one of the rooms of the hotel. Mean- 
time he smokes a great many prime cigars and 
cultivates an oven temper. His beard is white, 
but his skin is a healthy rose coior, and his form 
is stocky and strong. 

“Ts there any truth,” he was asked, “in the 
reports which crop up periodically that you 
have contemplated surrendering to the trust 
and making your Philadelphia refinery a part 
of it?” 

“Surrender!” he exclaimed, laughing. ‘‘Meo 
surrender? Not much. That’s not my style. 
Do you suppose that my eyes were closed when 1 
left California to come to Philadelphia? No, la- 
deed. I came here with my eyes wide open. i had 
to builda refinery in the East somewhere, or be 
wiped out by the trust, and 1 didn’t propose 
that that should happen. I came here to fight 
the trust, aud I have fought it, and I intend to 
keep on fighting it.” 

‘* Have any offers ever been made to you by 
the trust to purchase your Philadelphia re- 
tinery ?”” 

“Well,” he answered, “I have received a 
number of ofiers. Lut [ cannot tell whether 
they came from the trust or not. I think about 
a dozen men havecalled to see me about selling 
out, They did not say that they were acting for 
the trust, and I did not ask them. I have my 
opinion aboutit, though. One gentleman, who 
said he wanted to was here only last 
Saturday. ButI gave toom all the same nega- 
tive reply.” 

“Were the offers that were made to you good 
ones?” 

““Oh, yes, they were excelient offers. I 
could have disposed of my retiuery for as much 
again as it bas costme. I did not build the re- 
finery io sell, however. [ built it to refine raw 
sugar, and thatis whatIam doing. How high 
wre the offers? One of them was seven inill- 
ion dollars. Now, if Il thought of surrenderinyz, 
that would bea pretty profitable surrender, 
wouldn’t it?’

‘‘In splendid condition,” replied Mr. Spreck- 
éls, With animation. ‘ [I have the best refinery 
in the world. Itis as complete and compact as 
Armour’s concern in Chicago is. I have ten 
acres of ground and 3,120 feet of water front. 
There are three big wharves, one of them 4 
double decker. No hauling is necessary.” 

* What is the capacity ?’’ 

“ The capacity now is a million pounds a day. 
But I am putting up an addition, which will 
be completed iu March. Then the capacity will 
be increased to two miilions a day. I shail 
keep on increasing it, aud before another year 
+ ttle tu have itup to four million pounds 

olly.’’ 

‘ ‘* What course do you pursue, in fighting the 
rust.” 

* Why,” replied Mr. Spreckels, with a simile, 
“ when a nian fights he just fights, doesn’t he ?” 

“ By cutting prices ?”’ 

“Certainly. ‘The price of sugar is nearly 2 
cents lower since I made up imy mind to go into 
business in the East.” 

**Can you stand cutting prices as well as the 
trust ?”” 

“ Oh, it may costa million doilars or so, but 
I can stand it, I’m in business to stay.” 

‘*Mr. Spreckels, President Havemeyer of the 
trust accounts for hia receiving three times the 
value of his property in trust stock—” 

“Three times,’ interrupted the Western 
sucar magnate. “Someof them got six times 
as much as their plants were worth.” 

“Well, Mr, Havemeyer accounts for it in part 
by stating that the Havemeyer stamp ou sugar 
is worth one-sixteenth of a cent a pound.” 

**Pooh!” said Mr. Spreckels. He produced a 
little tin box filled with sample suyer. It was 
as white as snow. ‘ That,” said he, “is as fine 
sugar as ever could bs made. [have recently 
received a number of letters convratulating 
me on the quality of my sugar. They were 
from men who see the Havemeyer sugar, too. 
Why, then, should they congratulate me if the 
Havemeyer sugar is 50 much better?” ; 

Mr. Spreckels keeps himself well posted as to 
the affairs of the trust—that is, he watches it as 
closely a3 an outsider can watch it. He saia 
that reports of trouble in the trust and of the 
gzrumblings ana complaints among the stock- 
holders had been frequently called to his atten- 
tiou, and there was no doubt in his mind that 
the dissensions were serious ones. Anyway, 
the legal stumbling blocks in the path of the 
trust were sufficient to cause the ** kickers’’ to 
lift up their voices. Hoe did not state that their 
cries were music to bis ears, but the air of con- 
tentment which he wears indicates that they 
do not make bim lose any sleep. 

He was asked what he thought were the 
chances for a reduction in the tariffon raw and 
refined sugar, 

“T havo,” he answered, “no information on 
that point, and Ican make no predictions. [ 
do not believe in any change in the tariff. i 
think it would be vastl: better if the Govern- 
ment would apply some part of the surplus to 
the encouragement of beet culture. ‘There is, 
in my belief, no reason in the worid why every 
bit of sugar thatis consumed in the United 
States snould not be produced in the United 
States, ind [ believe it will bein years to come. 
Taking the duty off raw sugar would not b 
any means insure chéaper sugar here. What fs 
more likely than that, the countries from which 
we procure sugar would immediately clap on 
an export duty. And if the duty were taken off 
retined, or materially reduced, the industry of 
retining sugar would céaseto be an industry 
here. [ believe the Government should en- 
cournge the farmers to beet cujtivation by 
paying them a bounty. That would be 
a direct benefit totbem, and they must have 
some substantial encouragement or they will 
not make the attempt. The people of the 
western coast Were anxious to have me go into 
beet culture extensively. But it was impos- 
sible fer me to do it. Many factories were néc- 
essary, and I could not build factories every- 
where. The Los Angeles Board of Trade sent 
a delegation to me in regard tothe matter. I 
told them that 1 was perfectly willing to throw 
open the factory [ had already built to numbers 
of farmers’ boys, so that they could be instruct- 
edin the preparation of beet sugar. But be- 
yond that [was unable to go. The Govern- 
ment should, I think, take hold. All that is 
needed is encouragement, and with a judicious 
bounty the farmers would in a few years have a 
new and gratifying eource of income, 

“T shall,” concluded Mr. Spreckels, “devote 
my time hereafterto my Philadelphia retinery 
as long as Ican keep my health. My two boys, 
who are here, hsip me. I could not get on with- 
outthem. And lam not going to surrender to 
the Sugar Trust or anybody at all.” 

ltis possible that Mr. Spreckels may make 
his permanent home here. He may build a resi- 
dence. His daughter has already entertained 
handsomely at the hotel, and is very popular in 
Philadelphia socisty. 








TAHE UNITED HEBREW CHARITIES. 

The United Hebrew Charities during January 
acted on 462 new cases and made 384 rein- 
vestigations. The new cases included 1,992 
persons. Aid was given to 963 families, con- 
taining 4,402 persons, tv the amount of 


$4,186 50. Ninety-four transient persons wore 
assisted with $221 50, and 118 nights’ lodgings 
and 440 meals were given to homeless men. 
Transportation was furnished 144 persons. 
There were registered at Castie Garden 1,205 
immigrants, of whom 877 remained here and 
328 left the city. The society sent out 255 halt 
tons of coal, 614 pairs of shoes, and 1,436 
articles of clothing. it provided 243 persons 
with employment, issued 216 orders for medical 
treatment, and its nurses made 245 visits, 
Eighty-six bottles of liquor and cod liver oil 
were given to patients, 88 families were sup- 
plied with nourishment, 49 maternity cases 
Were attended, and 621 articles of clothing 
wore given to mothers and infants. The total 
disbursements for the month were $9,147 54.

The councils of the Royal Arcanum in and 
about this city held a big reception in the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House last evening, under 
the auspices of New-York Council, No. 348, for 
the joint purpose of swelling the funds of the 
organization and of promoting good-fellowship 
atmong its various branches.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


AT CHICAGO MEETINGS. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 11.—The Presidents of the 
lines in the liter-State Railway Association, at 
a meeting here to-day, unanimously accepted 
the resignations from the association of the 
Union Pacifio and Chicago and Northwestern 
Railroads, to take effect by the terms of their 
notices of withdrawal on Feb. 23 and 26, re- 
spectively. 

Ata meeting of the Western Freight Bureau 
to-day the Burlington and Northern Railroad 


asked permission to make a reduction of 3343 
per cent, in the rates in treigitt between Chi- 
cago and St. Paul. The application was rejéect- 
ed, and the General Manager of the road at 
once gave notice that he would make the pro- 
posed reduction at the end of ten days. 

At a meeting of the Southwestern Division of 
the Western Freight Association this afternoon 
Chairman Midgley reported that he had in- 
vestigated charges of manipulation by some of 
the roads at Southwestern Missouri River 

vints. The only roads exonerated were the 

hicago, Milwaukes and Sst. -Paul and 

the Missouri Pacific. The representative of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul at once 
proposed a reduction in freight rates from 
Chicago to Kansas City to the basis of 50 
cents first class, the present basis being 75 
cents. The object of this was to stop the 
irregularities complained of. Chairman Midg- 
ley ruled that the proposition could not be con- 
sidered. ‘The Missouri. Pacific appealea the 
matter to the Board of Managers ot tne Inter- 
State Railway Association. 





PSS eS 
TO AMEND A CHARTER. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Feb, 11.—Mr. Getty intro- 
duced in the Senate to-day a bill to amend the 
charter of the Washington and Cumberland 
Railroad so as to provide for the leasing of the 
Chesapeake and Onio Canal. The bill gives the 
company the right to constructa railroad with 
one or more tracks on the tow path or bed of 
the canal or upon adjacent land from Cumber- 
land to a point to be selected by the railroad 


company in or near Washington, with the right 
to connect With the lines of any other railroad 
or railroads. 

The road shall grant to the Western Maryland 
Railroad tue right to eonnect with its ratiroads 
and to interchange cars oyer its tracks upon 
the Same terms which may be granted to the 
most favored oustomer, s0 that the freest in- 
terchange of transvortation, both freight and 
passenger, may be waintained at uniform and 
equal rates pro rata upon the roads of both 
companies, At no time shall the road be owned 
or controlled by any railroad operating a com- 
peting, parallel, or nearly parailel road under 
uw penalty of the forfeiture of its charter. 

The company is authorized to issue bonds to 
the amount of $8,000,000.

Attorney General Whyte filed an opinion yester- 
day with the Maryland Legislatare. It is an official 
declaration that the bill to tax the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad is an iilegal proposition, and that 
should the bill be passed by the Legislature the 
courts would declare it inoperative. 

The Missouri Pacific has reduced the rate on grain 
about 10 per cent. from all Kansas points to 
Chicago. Under the order, which will be. effective 
on Fev, 20, the new rate must not exceed 25 cents 
per 100, or fall short ef 20 cents.

THE ANNEXATION QUESTION. 





MR. FARRER OF OTTAWA DISCUSSES THE 
MATTER WITH CONGRESSMAN HITT. 


OTTAWA, Feb. 11.—There is more of it.” 
That is what the Empire, the Canadian Govern- 
ment organ, says to-day with reference to evi- 
dence collected op the alleged annexation in- 
trigues of the Mail, one of the Opposition 
organs. This newspaper controversy is evi- 
dently not concluded yet. The Ampire to-day 
publishes more evidence conclusive, it says, of 
the Maii’s treason. 

Congressman Hitt, Chairman of the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, was interviewed 


by the spocial correspondent of the kmpire, at 
Washington. He gave the correspendent a cer- 
tain numberof facts and said he did not care 
who knew them. Representative Hitt said he 
knew Farrer, editor of and alleged emissary of 
the dail, He had met him at Washington sev- 
eral times. He spoke to Mr, Hitt about the re- 
lations between the United States and Canada 
with special reference to proposed reciprocity 
and the general subject of annexation. 

Mr. Farrer eaid, according to the Congress- 
man, that if reciprocity should be withheld 
trom Canada the latter would be willing to con- 
sent to annexation in order to secure free com- 
wercial relations with the United States. He 
submitted some statistical information bearing 
upon the subject. @That information was of a 
character which tended to support the state- 
ments which he made. 

This is regarded as & mostdamaging exposure 
by Government supporters here, and the future 
action of the accused Mail is looked forward to 
with interest. 

The imperial federation movement has found 
@ new champion in the upper house. Col. 
Boulton, Senator from the Northwest, gives 
notice ofa resolution that the time has arriveu 
when Canada should be accorded a representa- 
tion in the Imperial Parliament, and proposes 
thus: The Federal Government and each ot the 
Provincial Governments have power to appoint 
a representative to the Imperial House oi Com- 
mons; the Dominion representatives likewise to 
occupy a seat in the Imperial Cabinet. The 
privileges of these representatives, he urges, 
should be limited to voting and speaking on 
Canadian matters.

MAvDAM: I take pleasure in announcing to you 
that the new terpedo boat, launched on the 23d 
inst., has been named the Cushing in memory of 
your distinguished husband, the late Commander 
William 8B. Cushing. 

The high qualities displayed by Cushing during 
the war of the rebellion were filly recognized by 
Congress in the vote of thanks which he received 
by name at the age of twenty-two, upon the rec- 
ommendation of the Presideut—the highest honor 
which our Government can bestow upon its naval 
otiicers. Although at that time little more than a 
boy in years, he showéd in a series of arduous and 
successful enterprises, planued whoily by himself, 
and executed under his own eye ana hand, an un- 
surpassed bravery, @ marvelous coolness in mo- 
ments of danger, an unerring judgement, anda readi- 
ness and fertility of resource, which have made his 
career one of the most brillant.and lasting tradi- 
tions in our naval annals. It is due to him, and to 
the rising generation of ofiicers to which he fur- 
nished a bright example, that we should cherish his 
memory and keep aiive in the service the recollec- 
tion of that rare union of pradence with audacity 
and of consdmmate professional judgment with in- 
trepid courage. 

For these reasons the department has deemed it a 
privilege to give his name to this vessel, the first of 
ita kindin the navy, and the modern representa- 
tive of the type made famous by the crowning ex- 
ploit of Cushing’s career—the destruction of the 
Albemarle.

PROTECTION OF THE OYSTER 
From the Baltimore American, Fed. 8. 
The height of the oyster-packing season is 
nearly over, and in about six weeks the piles of 
oysters Will disappear, and the oyster be given 


another period of rest. The condition of the 
industry at this port this year has been rather 
disappointing, though not exactiy unprofitavle. 
The prices of the oysters have rauged higher by 
from 10 to 15 cents per bushel ail around than 
lust year. The question that mostly interests 
those whose living is dependent upon the oyster 
industry is, How ean the depleted beds be re- 
plenished and protected? The raw packers, 
stedm packers, end commission merchants have 
each organized a permanent association. Each 
of these associations has chosen @ Legislative 
Committee to push a suitable bill before the 
present Legislature. The only remedy upon 
which all are comparatively unanimous is a 
stringent law which shali compel, under 4 
severe penalty, all engaged in catching oysters 
to return those under a certain size to their 
native rocks. If such a law were in force, 
many oysters now caught which are too 
small to use and become the victim of 
the shell pile would be lett to grow 
to usefulness. This general conviction of the 
necessity of a culling law receives the hearty 
Sanction of the dredgers also. This oyster 
question presents a most interesting conun- 


drum of political economy, realizing which the 
Alumni Association of the Maryland University 
Law Schooi has taken it in hand, and, after 


several conferences with the various associa- 
tions, has decided to co-operate with them in 
securing proper legislation.

A BIG DEER PARK IN MAINE. 
From the Bangor (Me.) Commercial, Feb. 5. 
A gentleman who has returned from Wash- 
ington County describes the \deer park which is 
being established on Petit Manan Point by a 


Boston company, of which Mr. Abbott is Presi- 
dent. A section of the point of about cight hun- 
dred acres has been fenced off by a fence eight 
feet in height and from four to five miles in 
length. It is to be stocked with deer for private 
sport, the first animal to be introduced into the 
inclosure in about a week. The company owns 
about twenty-five hundred acres in all, and in- 
tend to erect a hotel in the Spring. It is thought 
that the park has already cost the Boston men 
from $35,000 to $40,000, but money is of no ob- 
ject to them.

OARLYLE AND AUGUSTA. 





INTEREST OF THE EMPRESS IN HIM—HIS 
UNCONVENTIONAL DRESS. 


The German translator of Froude's “ Life of 
Carlyle” has added to the work two short ap- 
pendices of considerable interest. One of them 
contains the letter which Bismarck wrote to 
Carlyle on the occasion of the latter’s eightieth 
birthday, and Carlyle’s answer, and was pub- 
lished for the first time in England in the Standa- 
ardin July, 1887, and duly eopied by THE 
Times. The other, it is believed, has never 
been printed in England. Here is the trans- 
lator’s statement: 

“The foilowing is all that I have been able te 
discover of Carlyle’s interview with her Majesty 
the Empress of Germany. During a stay of 
some duration in London in 1872 the Empress 
Augusta wished to make the acquaintance of 
the most gifted menin England. About twelve 
or fourteen of the leaders of English art and 
science, including Carlyle and Froude, wers 
therefore assembled one day in the house of the 
then German Ambassador, The Empress con- 
versed in the most amiable manner with each 
of them, especially with Carlyle. The following 
extracts from a letter which I received from 
the Cabinet of the Empress in Koblenz show 
how great was her reverence for the English 
historian apd philosopher: 

“ Koblenz, 3 Nov., 1886. 

“Her Majesty had long felt a special rever- 
ence for the famous English historian, and 
therefore wished, during a stay in Kngiand, to 
make the acquaintance of Thomas Carlyle. Her 
Majesty received him in the German Imbassy, 
and discerned from her conversation with him 
not only how he judged of the historical 
events in Germany with rare sympathy and 
clear understanding, and felt a real afiection 
for this country, but also how he did justice 
to the historical past of the Royal House of 
Prussia, and recognized its present task with a 
warmth of feeling astonishing in a foreigner. 
For this reason her Majesiy has also always 
regarded bim as specially fitted, by his pro- 
found knowledge of both countries, and his im- 
partiality favorably to represent the com- 
munity of interests between his fatheriand and 
Germany by the authority of his name, and te 
promote their mutual understanding. ~ * *” 

“The efforts made to diseover in the Beriin 
Order Archives Carlyie’a letter of thanks for 
his appointment as a Knight of the Order Pou? 
le Mérite have failed. The present Chancellor 
of the Order, Pref. Adolf Menzel, informed me, 
with regret, that the votes of the Academy of 
Sciences, by Which Carlyle, as a foreigner, wag 
elected, had been treated as asecret, and that ng 
publication or communication was made from 
the archives of the General Order Commission, 
Search had been made in the house of his prede- 
cessor, Von Ranke, but had, unhappily, proved 
equally fruitless. 

“Tmay add,” says the correspondent, “on 
the authority of the famous battle painter, 
Prof. Georg Bleibtreu, that the highly uocen- 
ventional charactor of Carlyie’s dress on the 
occasion of his interview with ihe German Em- 
press not @ little astonished the courtiers whe 
Witnessed it, and that the stew of his pipe was 
seeD protruding from his coat pocket.”

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TYING THE TRUST'S HANDS | 


A POINT SCORED AGAINST THE 
SUGAR BARONS. 
BUDGE O'BRIEN CONTINUES THE IN- 
JUNCTION SECURED BY RECEIVER 
GRAY OF THE: NORTH RIVER, 


Justice O’Brien of the Suprome Court yester- 
day handed down a decision making permanent 
the preliminary injunction granted by Justice 
Ingraham on Jan. 9, restraining the Sugar 
QRrust “from paying any moneys or issuing 
Yarther certificates in the way of dividends or 
from selling, or in any manner parting with, | 
aay of the assets, property, or moneys coming 

nto their hands by reason of the deed of trust | 
executed between the parties composing the so- 
‘walled ‘Sugar Trust.’ ” 

The action was brought by Henry Winthrop 
‘Gray, as receiver of tho North River Sugar Re- 
Wining Company, against the De Castro & Don- 
Wer Sugar Refining Company and others on alle- 
gations that the board created under the deed 
feof trust had made large profits and declared 
@ividends both in cash and scrip, none of which 

ad been paid over to the North River Com- 
pany or the receiver, and that the board of the 
®Bugar refineries company was preparing to 
transfor the trust or partnership assets beyond 
the jurisdiction of the court to a corporation 
organized under the laws ot the State of Con- 
necticut in May last. 

“The defendants,” says Justice O’Brien, 
“contest plaintifi’s position on many but 
principally on the grounds that the action 
itself is not maintainable, and, if it 1s, that de- 
fendauts are amply responsible; that on ac- 
count of the filing of certain lis pendens the re- 
finery properties cannot be withdrawn; that 
there is no intention of transferring the assets 
to another jurisdiction, and that an iniunction 
is both unnecessary and injurious.” 

The plaintiff's right tu maintain the suit de- 


ends, says the Justice, on the answer te vhe 

ollowing propositions: 

“ First—Does the deed of trust constitute a co- 
teeth tlre J agreement or combination between thie 

various corporations joining it? 

“Second—if so, was the copartnership as actually 
formed good for the purposes of this action, thoagh 
the act itseif be ultra vires? 

“ Third—Did the dissolution of the North River 
ugar Company work a dissolution of the alleged 
copartnership 

“ Fourth—Will the fact that the alleged copart- 
nerehip was formed for an illegal purpose, in which 
the corporation which the plaintiff represents par- 
ticipated equally with the defendents, prevent the 
court from interfering to do justice between the 
wrongdoers ¢” 

After declaring that itis not his province or 
purpose now to decide these questions, Justice 
O’Brien briefly considers them in detail, and 
holds that there is a very strong presumption 
that the trust deed created a copartnersnip. 
He quotes from the decisions of both Justice 
Barrett and Justice Daniels to maintain this 
position and adds: 

“The learned counsel for defendant, with much 
force, contended that no partnership was formed 
because the act of the corporations in that regard 
was ulira vires and the act itself was void ab initio. 

‘“‘The fact remains, however, that these corpora- 
tions did consolidate, yielding their property to ithe 
control of the trust board to be managed for the 
joint account and denetit of the certificate holders, 
‘rhe error one is apt to fall into in discussing acts 
ultra vires is to be found 1n the failure to uote the 
distinction between right and power. 

“Tno fact that the act was illegal or ultra vires 
and resulted ina judgment of dissolution does not 
necessarily relate back to the beginning or destroy 
the intervening corporate acts. So, with reference 
to the corporatious forming this very Sugar Trust, 
in the event of the Oourt of Appeals affirming the 
decree of dissolution against the North River Com- 
pepy, which may involve the corporate existence of 
the others participating, it is extremely doubtful if 
any court will go the length of declaring that this 
will work aforfeiture of the corporate franchise, 
extending back to the time of the illegal act so as to 
nullify and render invalid the mortgages, deeds, or 
other acts which may bave been performed during 
the period of consolidation.

il the decision of this case, the property, so far as 
consistent with the ordinary transaction of the 
Dpusiness of the corporations, should remain in its 
present conditicn, and within the jurisdiction of 
this court, 80 as to be amenable to the final jadg- 
ment. 

“* Detendants disclaim any intention of transfer- 
ring their property to the Connecticut corporation, 
and the act of the court cannot in this regard work 
any hardship. 

‘* While, therefore, Iam of opinion that the in- 
junction should be continued, it should not be so 
conditioned a8 to injure or embarrass the defend- 
ants in the prosecution of their business until sach 
time as the Court of Appeals shall have finally 

assed upon the main question involving the judg- 

1en6 of forfeiture. 

“ Till then they should be permitted to pursue 
their busiuess unmolested, to pay dividends out of 
their earnings, and to makes such payments as are 
Tequired in the ordinary transaction of their af- 
fairs, being prevented only from transferring or 
disposing of the corpus or assets themselves. 

“Atthe same time, it deing claimed that under 
the guise of dividends large sums in cash other 
than profits of the business have been and could be 
pela out tothe detriment and depletion of the cap- 

tal or corpus of the alleged copartnership, the 
court shouid exercise some supervision to the end 
that they should be prevented from doing indirectly 
Whatthe court would enjoin them from doing dl- 
rectly.

HOR A POSTAL TELEGRAPH. 
POSTMASTER GENERAL WANAMAKER’S 


BILL BEFORE COMMITTEE, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The subject of alim- 
§ted postal telegraph system was presented by 
Postmaster General Wanamaker before the 
House Committees on Post Offices and Post 
Roads to-day with his full indorsement of the 
scheme. It had been understood that the topic 
would come up and the committee bad invited 
Pr. Norvin Green, President of the Western 
Union, and President Chandler ot the Postal 
Welegraph Companies to be present. Neither 
pf them appeared. 

The Postmaster General submitted the draft 
of a bill which mct his views on the subject. 
The first section establishes the “ Limited Post 


and Teiegraph Service” as a bureau of the Post 
Office Department, and directs that all Post 
Offices in places where the free delivery system 
jpow exists or may be established shall be 
**posial telegraph stations,” together with those 
in any other places where, in the judgment of 
the Postmastor General tie wanis of the public 
»‘ May be supplied under the operation of this 
act.” It is then proviaed that the Postmaster 
General, with the concurrence of the Secretary 
of the Treasury and of the Attorney General, 
may sign contracts for ten years with any tele- 
graph company for the furnishing of lines 
r the transmission of dispatches, Dis- 
atches are to be sent in order of filing. 
hey may be prepaid by ordinary stamps 
if the words ‘‘ Postal Telegram” are clearly writ- 
ten upon the biank and dropped into any letter 
pox or Poet Ollice. Money orders are to be sent 
by wire as s00n as arrangemeuts can be mado 
under the proposed law for not more than dou- 
ble the rates now charged for domestic money 
orders in addition to double the charge for post- 
ai telegrams of twenty words. The amount 
is limited to $100. For twenty words 
the charge is te be not over 10 cents 
to a point within the same State as the 
efiice the dispatch is sent from, and not over 25 
cents for any distavee under 1,300 miles. For 
reater distances the charge is left to the 
ostmaster General’s discretion, The amount 
o be appropriated for establishing this branch 
os the service is left blank in the draft of the 
ill as proposed. 








RESISTLESS POWhR OF ICE.

HK HAS CLEARED THE DOCKET, 
IS PROMPT AND WITTY. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 11.—For the first time in 
many months the sriminal docket of this city 
is clear and the court has been obliged to take a 
recess because of lack‘of work. AJl the larceny 
and assault cases of grave import come before 
one court here and generally it is overrun with 
business. The } resent condition of affairs is 
due to Judge William A. Stewart. In 1883, 
when the new Judge movement reformed the 
city judiciary, his name was one of the strong- 
est on the ticket. He was a man of wealtn, a 
lawyer of ability, and a friend of everybody. 
His wonderful memory is a constantsurprise to 
the city and it is frequently said that he knows 
everybody in Baltimore, He has family history, 
local events, and personal anecdotes at his 
tongue’s end, and be never forgets a face or a 
name that be has once seen or heard. The 


Judge is benignant, of large proportions, 
smooth-faced, and serious. He never smiles, 
but poerpetrates a great many jokes in the 
course of the proceedings. His sessions at the 
Criminal Court are always well attended. He 
is the soul ef punctuality and a worker of great 
rapidity. The practice has been to wait for a 
lawyer, if he does not appear exactly at the 
time the case is called. Judge Stewart very 
promptly stopped that. 

“Itis not the business of the court to wait,” 
he said in several such instances, ‘Mr. Clerk, 
call the case.” , 

The jurors soon discovered what kind of a 
man heis. Last week he fined a juror a day’s 
pay for being absent ten minutes, He fined an- 
other the same sum for going out after a sand- 
wich, and when the man protested that he was 
huvgry he advised him to bring his sandwiches 
with him. 

To a prisoner who was convicted of stealing 
newspapers from dovrsteps the court said it 
was a terrible thing—one which would oreate a 
revolution quicker than anything he knew of— 
to deprive a man of his newspaper at the break- 
fast table, ‘“‘It causes a great deal of annoy- 
ance, and [know how I myself have suffered. 
Why, it puts me in a bad humor allday. I 
guess I’d better send you to jail for three 
months.” 

Judge Stewart has accomplished one good 
work during bis oceupancy of the benchin the 
Criminal Court. He has waged an earnest war- 
fare against the carrying of convealed weapons, 
which is an evil of very large proportions 
among the colored people of the city. His 
Severe sentences Caused mMavy a razor to be left 
at home by those who feared long terms in jail. 
In Baltimore the six Judges take turns in pre- 
siding over the difierent courta.

LIQUOR LICHNSE FEES. 





THE AMOUNT RECKIVED IN CONNECTI- 
CUT LAST YEAR. 


WATERBURY, Conn., Feb. 11.—During the past 
fiscal year Connecticut received a revenue of 
$552,460 83 . from 2,585 Nquor license feos. 
Of this number 119 were beer licenses. Two 
hundred and ninety-two licenses were granted 
to druggists. But the 2,124 general liquor 
licenses are the ones which fattened the Treas- 
uries of town and county and indicate the mag- 
nitude of the drink habit in Connecticut. 

The licenses are granted and regulated by the 
County Commissioners. It 1s not infrequent, 
theretore, to find a considerable variation in 
fees among the different counties of the State. 
Ninety-five per cent. of the license receipts ars 
paid into the town Treasuries, tae amount thus 
disposed of last year being $524,719 O4. The 
remainder, 5 per cent. of the whole, went to the 
couuty Treasuries. 

The license returns vary greatly among the 
different counties. In New-Haven County last 
yoar 1,025 licenses were issued, from which 
the receipts were $229,365; but in the axri- 
cultural counties of Windham, Litchfield, Mid- 
dlesex, and Tolland combined ouly 243 licenses, 
which yielded arevenue of $38,967 83. were 
taken ont. The county that does the second 
largest liquor busiuess 1s Fairtield, the licenses 
numbering 556 and the fees amounting to 
$140,923. Harttord County, with its 499 
licenses, which cost their owners $104,133, 
stands third, — 

The Commissioners in mostof the counties 
have wmuateriaily increased the fees for licenses 
the current year. This action bas in a measure 
lessened tae pumber of saloons, although the 
decrease is not marked. The system of high 
license coupled with local option is giving gen- 
eral satisfaction to the people of Connecticut. 








FREDERICK THK GREAT’S TOMB. 





STEPS NOW TAKEN TO CARRY OUT 


HIS OWN WISHES. 


Prof. Sello, who was commissioned by the 
Emperor Frederick to examine the history of 
Potsdam and Sans Souci, gives the following 


reasons why it would still be well to lay the 
remains of Frederick the Great in the spot once 
chosen by himself, and place there a mauso- 
leum worthy of his memory. When Frederick 
the Great died, in August, his body was bastily 
buried on account of the great beat in the 
Gurnisonskirche before his successor, Frederick 
William II., had been able to become acqnaint- 
ed with the contents of his will, which was 
not opened till the day after the burfal. It was 
then found that Frederick the Great wrote: 
“Bury me in Sans Seucion the top of the ter- 
race 1h a vault which I have had prepared for 
me,” and ‘Should ¢ die during war or on a 
journey, then bury my body in the next best 
place andletit be transferred to the above- 
mentioned place iz Sans Souci in Winter time.” 

Lhe wish to be buried there had beon ex- 

ressed by the King during hig lifetime, and the 
act that the terms of the will were afterward 
kept seerct seems to show that their neglect by 
the Court hak been disugreeably noticed, but 
explained away by “reasons of state.” Whe 
in 1791, an indiscretion betrayed the facts o 
the case, it was declared thata vault on the ter- 
race aid not seem dignified enough. The ar- 
tistic marble cofila which Frederick the Great 
had wished for was never made. The vault on 
the east side of the uppermost terrace ot Sans 
Souci actually exists, and is abeut 12 feet long 
by 6 wide, and more than 6 feet high. Aboveit 
there is a statue of Flora, by Adam, which was 
placed therein 1749. In a semicircle to the 
east stand copies irom the antique of Ceasar, 
Augustus, Tiberius, Caligula, Olaudius, and 
Nero. Prof. Sello thinks the place weil adapted 
for a small domed mausoleum. 








GLADSTONE’S LONDON HOUSE. 

Mr. Gladstone was to take up his residence in 
St. James’s-square, Londou, a few weeks ago, 
and public attention will, as a matter of course, 
be called to that locality more than has been 
the case formany years. His house, No, 10, was 
that to which the now octogenarian Lord Lore- 
lace brought in 1837 his bride, the only daugh- 
ter of Lord Byron. From Lord Lovelace (says 
the London correspondent of the Manchester 
Guardian) the house pasaed to the present 
leaseholder, Lord YTollemache, and both are 
seven years senior In age to the illustrious ses- 
sional tenant of the mansion. Writing of Lou- 
don as it was in 1685 Macaulay says that

I wanted to cet an account book last week. 
The manufacturer’s catalogue gave the price 
as $28 per dozen. I didn’t want a dozen, but 
only oue, and [ supposed the price would be 
one-twelfth of $28, which is, approximately 
(i say it under correction) $2 33. If the price 
had been $2 50, [should not have been sur- 
prised, a8 a single article is usually charged 
for ats higher rate than when anumber are 
bought. But instead of $2 50, or even $2 33, [ 
found that all [had to pay was $2 33 less 60 per 
cent, or 94 cents, less 10 per cent., or 85 cents, 
less 4 per cent, or 82 cents. The 60 per cent. 
and 10 per cent. were the ‘discount to the 


trade,” and the 4 per cent. was a “dis- 
count for cash.” So, instead of a fre- 
ceipted bill or memorandum saying sim- 


ply ‘‘To one account book, 82 cents,” a 
receipt was handed me for “1-12 dozen 844 
at 2,800,” with all the discounts following— 
something calculated to puzzle a decipherer of 
cuneiform inscriptions. In figuring up the dis- 
counts the dealer (as any one with a taste for 
vulgar fractions will see) bad managed to 
“shave” about 1 cent—probably to cover the 
time spent in computation; but as he had 
saved me at least $1 50, I did not call his atten- 
tion to it. The general effect of the memoran- 
dum he handed me was that of a plumber’s bill 
turned upside down—the figures growing fine 
by degrees and beautifully less, instead of dol- 
lar being heaped on penny’s head,

UP THE JUNGERAU. 


HERR TRAUTWEILER MAKES 
TO CRITICISMs. 


Herr Trautweiler, the author of the idea of 
building a railway to the summit of the Jung- 
frau, has published in the German paper, the 
Schweicerische Bauzcitung, a brief account of bis 
scheme in answer to the objections and criti- 
cisms. The railway would go from the valley 
below to the summit, and would be almost 


entirely underground. There would be several 
intermediate stations, from which convenient, 
well-arranged tunnels would lead to points on 
the mountain whonce the best views are to be 
had. Should stormy weather come oun, the 
Passengers could withdraw into the sbelter of 
these tunnels, The railway will be lighted by 
electricity, 80 that it may be used by night as 
well as by day, aud in all weathers. The jour- 
ney from endtoend will ocoupy about two 
hours. Objections had been made on arcount 
of the extreme cold. But tho mean tem- 
perature of the air at the summitis only from 
10° to 14° centigrade below zero; in the Sum- 
mer the mean temperature of the air is only a 
little below zero. The temperature of the 
ground varies from —2° to —6° centigrade at 
the top to -|-10° in the valley; and Herr raut- 
weller estimates the average temperature of 
the underground railway at about -|-3° centi- 
grade or about 374° Fahrenheit. The differ. 
ence of atmospherics pressure between the 
valley and the summitis about o third of an 
atmosphere, and passengers will become grad- 
ually accustomed to the change during the two 
nours’ journey. All precautions can easily be 
taken to seoure proper Ventilation, and to pro- 
teot the rolling stock, &c., from being frozen 
during the Winter,

ITS UTILITY AS A PROVING GROUND— 
ANOTHER RANGK MAY BE HAD. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In your issue of the 8th inst. reference was made 
to arecent report by the Board of Ordnance and 
Fortifications respecting the use of Sandy Hook as 
@ proving ground for testing heavy ordnance, and, 
among other things, it was stated that some difii- 
culty exists in procuring asuitabie range elsewhere 
at a reasonable price. A careful reading of the re. 
port in question scarcely justifios this conclusion, 
as from $10 to $16 per acre for land, in every way 
covering tho publishea requirements, cannot be 
considered excessive as to valuation, and sach a 
site is readily obtainabic within easy reach of New- 


York and Philadelphia second in extent and adapt. 
ability to none now in use by the most advanced na- 
tions of the world. 

tre Secretary of War, under date of Jan. 23, 1889, 
sald in a letter to Congress “that the Government 
reservation at Sandy :iook now used asa proving 
ground is entirely tov contracted in its dimen- 
sions,” &¢,, and the army oflicers in tho teport re- 
ferred to, dated Jan..18, 1890, admit that “soine 
difticulty is experienced in firing on account of fish- 
ing boats and other vessels getting within the dan- 

erous zones.” ‘The report recommends, however, 

hat the railroad now traversing Sandy Hook be 
removed in order to increase thé area available for 
Government use, but clearly this would be a difli- 
cult matter to accomplish, and if done would entail 
very serious losses upon people who have built up 
Summer homes along the ocean front depending on 
a line of travel established more than twenty-five 
years ago. 

‘the report of Jan. 18, in defining tbe requirements 
ofa proving ground, says: “ Unless the tract be 
separated by water from landin the vicinity, two 
miles is by no Means an excessive estimate for the 
width,” and yet Sandy Hook does notaverage so 
much as ‘200 yards wide, so that if ths whole pe- 
binsula could be made availabie not less than 1,160 
yards on each aside of the strip of land wouid be in- 
cluded within the “dangerous zone;” and as to 
length, several miles beyond the Government res- 
oo to the south would be directly in the line 
of fire. 

yt a the present water range at the point of 
the hook, if need be, for experiments with shell, 
water fuzes, and high explosives in water, there is 
no good reason why the provipg ground should 
net be removed to an inland site where three-quar- 
ters of all the firming could be advantageously done 
andthe Summer residents of the Highlands, Sea- 
bright, and Monmouth Beach be relieved of the 
constant booming of cannon from May to Cctober, 
As the size of ordnance increases and the concus- 
sions become even more pronounced, removal will 
be necessary, and with every year the cost of such 
removal cannot but be greater.

INFANTS MAY BE DOOMED 


SO AKkGULS ONE PRESBYTER 
OF NASSAU. 
BUT A MAJORITY OF HIS COLLEAGUES 
WILL PROBABLY VOTE FOR REVIS- 
ION—A DIG AT THE POPE. 


Tho Presbytery of Nassau mot at Jamaica, L. 
I., yesterday, and the question of the revision 
of the Westminster Confession was again dis- 
cussed. It was from the Presbytery that the 
first overture went to the General Agsembly, 
asking thatthe questions on revision be sent 
out to the Presbyteries all over the country. As 
the originators of the movement which has 
spread so widely and has attracted so much 
attention throughout the Presbyterian Church, 
the members of this Presbytery are, therefore, 
watched with interest, and the anti-revisionists 
look anxiously for a possible; change in the 
attitude of this body, 

At aprevious meeting of the Presbytery the 
questions of the General Assembly had been 
referred toa committee of four ministers and 
three Elders. The report of the committees was 
received yesterday and an all-day discussion 
took place upon that part of it which recom- 
mended that the first question of the General 
Assembly—Do you desire a revision of the 
Confession of Faith?—be answered in the af- 
firmative. 

The Committee on Revision consisted of the 
Rev. Samuel T. Carter, Chairman; the Rev. P. 
D. Oakey, the Rev. W. 8. C. Webster, the Rev. 
Georgo H. Payson, and Elders Joseph R. Hunt- 
ting, Seths&, Surdam, and William A. Torrey. 
Elder Torrey did not assent to the majority re- 
port of the committee, which was as follows: 

“Your Committee recommends that the Presby- 
tery answer in the affirmative tho first question 
of the overture. The Presbytery desires a revision 
of the Confession of Faith. 

“To the second quesiion: ‘In what respects 
and to what exteut? we recommend that the Pres- 
bytery auswer that it desires, according to its 
original overture, @ revision of Chapter 3, and of 
other sections related thereto, 80 that all may be 
brought into harmony with the chapter as revisea, 
said revision to set forth on the one hand the 
sovereignty of Goud, ana on the other most fully the 
love of God to man as it shines so brightly in the 
Gospel. 

*We also recommend: (1.) In Chapter 10 the 
omission of Section 8. ‘ilect infants, dying in in- 
fancy, and regenerated and saved,’ &o. 

“(2,) Lhe substitution in Chapter 10, Section 4, 
of the word ‘rejecting’ for the woras ‘not protess- 
ing,’ wheveitsays: *‘Others, not elected, although 
they may be called by the ministry of the word, and 
may have some common operations of the spirit, yet 
they never truly come to Christ, and therefore can- 
not be saved, wuch less can men, not professing the 
Christian religion, be saved in any other way what- 
soever,’ ao. 

**(3.) The omission of all of Chapter 25, Section 6, 
after the clause ‘there is no vther head of te 
Church but the Lord Jesus Christ.’ This reads: 
*Nor can the Pope of Rome in any sense be head 
thereof; butis that antichrist, that man of sin aug 
son of perdition that exalted himself in the Churou 
against Christ and all that is called God.’ 

“(2.) Lhe omission of these words in Chapter 24, 
Section 3: ‘And, therefore, such as profess the true 
reformed religion should not marry with iniidels, 
papists, or other idolaters.’ 

The Rey. L. C. Lockwood and the Rev. Peter 
D. Oakey spoke in support of the committse’s 
report in the debate on the first question. Their 
arguments were in much the same line aa those 
which have been offered in the New-York Pres- 
bytery. Lhe Kev. Mr, Hopkins then rose on the 
hexgative side of the question. Said he: 

“Thereisa lion roaring in the lobby of the 
Presbyterian Chureh; be careful how you iet 
him in! Tbe question before us ipvoives @ great 
deal beyond the present inteat. We are told 
not to coptradict ourselves and go back on 
our past record, but the question 1s one touch- 
ing the peace of our conseiences. We must 
Bot according to them. What will become of 
the bene/actions in our care given by the hands 
of those who are moldering in their graves, if 
the hand of the iconoclast is laid upon thie 
creed of ours? ‘The endowments which some 
may think of placing in the hands of the Church 
may be Withaold if we lower our stundards, I 
believe we should think of these things.” 

The Rev. 8 T. Carter, Chairman of the com- 
Mittee, made an able argumeat for tne revision, 
He thought that the money argument ought 
never to be mentioned. 

* Dowe mean to say we should hold on to 
what we don’t believe because there is money 
invoived?’ he asked. 

‘There are two siyles of Calvinism in the Con- 
fession, he Went un, and that symbol was meant 
to bea compromises between sublapsarlavism 
and supralapsarianism. The Churoh today does 
not believe in the latter. 

“Tne doctrine of supralapsarianism,’ be 
said, ‘teaches that God from all eternity chose 
to create meu, chose to redeem a portion, and 
chose to let the rest lie in their sin—scihuse io 
withbold His grace trom them and to doom 
them to eve: lasting punisiument whilo He was 
yet about to mike them. 

* Now it is said tbat the Confession dees not 
say anything about infant damnation; that the 
Westminster divines did not belleve tiat in- 
tants were lost. but they did believe it. Lhey 
believed that there were infants mhelk If 
need be, 1 can quote chapter and verse for this 
statement—they not only believed it, but there 
are passages describing the torments of infants 
and others. Now | dou’t like to have anything 
like this in the Confession.” 

Slaer Charles Brush of Northnort was decid- 
ed in bis opposition to revision, and thought 
that, If people did not like good, oid-fashioned, 
blue Preabyterianism they cought to go to some 
other church, Said he, I rewember a story 
told by old Dr. Hill. He said that on his way 
to his church one night he heard gome wild 
young men say one to another, * Whore shall 
we go for somo fun to-night?’ and one of them 
replied, * Let’s zo to old Hill’s church,’ and they 
dig, When ‘old Ail’ gotup to preach, ho saw 
the young men in the gallery, and immedi- 
ately turuing over his Bible read the text, ‘The 
wicked shall go Gown into heil and all nations 
that forget God!’ and turning to the young 
men he said, ‘There, young wen, there is some 
fun for you.’ The sirong dovtrines can be 
preached, and ought to be preached, just as he 
preached them.” 





The Rev. A. G. Russell declared himself in 
favor of revision, and showed that the Con- 
fession was the resultotf atime when men’s 


minds were turned from the beneficent side of 
God to the austere side, and when life itself 
was full of lashes, gibbets, scaffolds, and dun- 
geons, 

‘The Rey. James C, Hume spoke in the nega- 
tive. He attacked particularly the idea of 
taking from the Confession its characterization 
of the Pope. 

“The rebellious spirit of man is the cause of 
this disturbance in our midst,” be said. * And 
you sympathize with the Pope! Why, you will 
want the Church to marry him next! Asif the 
Papists were not continually attacking us 
through our public schools, calling our teach- 
ers godless and all that. By some secret 
method he has now got the Presbyterian Church 
by the ears, and is giving it a goou shaking! 
The Popes ot Rome!” 

The greatest sensation of the day was raised 
when one presbyter on the anti-revision gide, 
the Rey. Mr. Lewis, after a startling speech in 
favor of the doctrine that men suffer net of 
their own will but are damued even in the 
midst of good intentions, gave his views on the 
question of elect infants. Said he: ‘Is there a 
man in the Presbytery who dares to say that he 
knows that there are no infants a span loag in 
hell? I say no man dares to say here—dares, | 
say, to declaro that there are no intants a span 
long in hell!” 

Several presbyters jumped to their feet, say- 
ing, ‘‘ I dare to say so!” 

“Well, continued the, speaker, ‘you know 
nothing about it. You may believe there are 
uone. I do myself, but I do not pretend to 
know. Now tho Confession does not pretend to 
know, but it says that ‘elect infants’ are saved 
in a special way. If I had ten thousand votes I 
would cast them against revision.” 

-astor Hobbs of the Jamaica church spoke 
earnestly in behalf of revision, and said he 
thought the symbol unbalanced, Elder Torrey, 
the ene dissenting member of the committes, 
said that he once asked Col. Robert G. Ingersoll 
whether, if he believed in an omniscient God, 
he would not become a Calvinist, and {nversoll 
said, “I would, by all means.” Mr. Torrey 
wished the Confession to remain unchanged. 
There was no vote taken at the close of the de- 
bate, but au sdjournment was taken until this 
morning, when, from all indications, the con- 
vention willbe overwhelmingly in favor of re- 
vision.

THE CHARITY ORGANIZATION SOCIETY'S 
WORK AND HOPES. 


The Charity Organization Society of the City 
of New-York held its ninth annual public 
meeting last evening in Assoctation Hall. 

Robert W. De Forest, President of the soci- 
ety, Opened the meeting with an address, in 
which he set forth the need of proper protec- 
tion and guidanco to charitable societies ana 
individuals in a great city. He made the point 
that this protection and guidance could best be 
furnished by organized charity centred in one 
society, and to substantiate his statement said 
that in German cities where the plan had been 
tried, pauperism had been reduced 78 per cent. 
in fifteen years, in London 30 per cent. in ten 
years, in Buffalo 37 per cent. in three years, 
ot » Philadelphia it had abolished outdoor 

elief. 

The annual report of the society was read in 
abstract by Secretary Charles D. Kellogg. The 
one consumed the greater part of the meet- 

ng. 

The report opened with a statement that the 
society had never departed from its avowed 
purpose of inaugurating a system of mutual 
help and ©0-operation between hitherto inde- 
pendent charities. It avoids competition with 
reliet societies by refusing to dispense alms in 
any form from its own funds, while ¢o-operat- 
iug with all such gocieties by offering help to 
guide their benefactions into wise channels. 

Financially the report showed the society in 
better condition than at avy time since its or- 
ganization. At the opening of 1889 there was 
but $100 in the treasury. The income trom 
regular connens and interest on invested 
funds has Increased $3,333, or 10 per cent., be- 
ing $33,938, against $30,605 for the preceding 
year. ‘T'wo hundred and fifty dollars was con- 
tributed by a member as a memorial to a dead 
brother, and tga A was received from the 
estate of Miss Leonora Sophia Bolles of 
Astoria, IL. I. This last bequest de- 
serves especial mention, because although 
declared invalid by the court on a technicality 
the heirs unanimously directed its payment 
Four hundred and six new subscribers joined 
during 1889, and forty-nine new co-operating 
churches and societies contributed to the work, 
The entire number ot co-operators working 
with the society is 255, viz.: The Department 
ot Charities and Correction, 52 general relief 
societies, 7 national relief societies, 25 medical 
charities, 14 institutions, and 156 ehurches, 

There are 215 lagies aud gentlemen cvu-oper- 
ating with paid workers in district visiting. 
During the year these have cared for 6,483 
cases, besides investigating 1,520 for churohes 
and societies. One thousand three hundred and 
thirty-six persons have been aided in securing 
employment, while 94 have been given oppor- 
tunity to increase their skill or to start in busi- 
ness. One bundred and ten have been sent to 
tields where their labor would be in demand, 
legal assistance has been given in 31 Instances, 
293 persons have been placed in hospitals and 
institutions, reJsief was procured for 1,145 from 
churches, societies, and individuals, und in 
this latter class 291 cases were taken in sole 
charge by the churches, societies, or individ- 
uals to whom they were committed. 

‘The feature of our work for the year,” says 
the report, ‘“‘which has shown tie most rapid 
development is our Penny Provident Fund. In 
twelve months it has expunded from 14 stations 
and deposits of $881 by 2,431 depositors, to 45 
Stations and deposits of $4,665 by 11,831 de 
positors. These stations are chiefly in mission 
schools and boys’ and girls’ clubs, besides those 
at our own district oifices.” 

In such departments as its wood yard ana 
laundry the society has been able to give more 
men aud women temporary work than in any 
year previous. Jts ftresh-air charities have 
beuetited 3,836 sick women and children. The 
report greatly deplores the failure of the at- 
tempt to establish municipal lodging houses, 
such a8 Boston and Philadelphia have, where 
the homeless can obtain a night's lodging with- 
out being brutalized by the degrading surround- 
ings of police station lodgings. The society 
proposes to agitate the matter until the muniei- 
pal authorities provide lodging houses accord- 
lng to the terms of the bill passed by the Legis- 
lature four years ago. 

In Conclusion the Council gives the following 
as the three great deficiencies in the benevolent 
provision of New-York City: 

““A central charity building, where can be gath- 
ered under one roof as many as possible of the 
charitable activities of the city, this society’s regis- 
tration bureau forming the focus; where irtercom- 
munication, conference, and oo-operation will be 
easy and = and where resources for aiding the 
poor in the wisest manner may be coucentrated; 

‘Suitable provision for employment of the adult 
blind as the only means by which tbe distressing 
condition of the dependent persons of this class can 
be ameliorated and blind beggars be entirely re- 
moved from our streets; and 

‘More homes for the reception and care of the 
large number of convalescents of both sexes daily 
discharged as cured from our hospitals, as well ag 
those who have been sick in their own squalid 
homes, but who, from lack of shelter, rest, and 
nourishment, too often relapse into permanent 1n- 
validism aud dependence, 

The Rev. E. W. McDonald, D. D., spoke warm- 
ly in praise of the aid the society had been to 
him during eight years in his parish work.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, fair, slightly warmer 
weather. 








The bill to regulate immigration intro- 
duced in the United States Senate by Mr. 
CHANDLER would, if rigidly enforced, cer- 
tainly operate as a discouregement of 
undesirable immigration. That is not of 
itself objectionable, but it would be a diffi- 
cult matter to enforce the proposed law 
with entire equity. At several European 
ports it would add very heavily to the 
duties of the American Consul, for not only 
would every emigrant have to make a dec- 
laration before such official that he 
did not come within any of the pro- 
hibited classes and obtain a certified 
copy of his own declaration as a passport to 
come into this country, but all foreign trav- 
elers for business or pleasure visiting the 
country would have to make a declaration 
of their intentions before a Consul. This 
provision is of doubtful expediency, though 
it might be difficult to enforce the require- 
ment upon emigrants if travelers were ex- 
empted, as those who come to visit and 
those who come to stay can hardly be 
distinguished without a declaration of 
their purposes. An important  feat- 
ure of the bill is that which pro- 
vides for the administration of immigra- 
tion affairs at the ports of this country. 
It would create a board of three Commis- 
sioners for this city, with a Superintendent 
and five deputies, and apparently relieve 
the Collector of the Port of al! zesponsibility 
in connection with immigration. The bill is 
not one likely to receive ready approval, 
and will hardly be adopted without mate- 
rial modification. It will go to the special 
committee of the Senate on Immigration, 
which certainly ought to be able to devise 
something for a more reasonable regulation 
and restriction of immigration. than we 
nave ever had yet. 








At the hearing on the Rapid Transit bills 
beforo the joint Railroad Committees of 
the two houses at Albany yesterday, Mr. 
BEEKMAN appeared in behalf of the Mayor’s 
bill and Mr. BoarpMAN in behalf of the 
new commission bill, while Mr. DAvIEs op- 
posed both as a representative of the pres- 
ent elevated road monopoly. Defects were 
pointed out in both bills, but the radical 
difference between thom is in the manner 
of constituting a Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion. Itis upon this that tho contest will 
‘turn. The advantage of what is called the 
Fassett billis that the Commissioners are 





named and everybody can judge of their 
character and competency. The other bill 
leaves their appointment to the Mayor and 
leaves him as the sole support of pubiic 
confidence inthe measure until after the 
law goes into effect and the commission has 
been appointed. Considering his political 
position and associations, it1s natural that 
the measure should be preferred that does 
not leave the important matter of the com- 
position of the commission in the dark. 











When the farmers of Nebraska demanded, 
through the agency of Gov. THAYER and 
Attorney General LrEsk, that the railroad 
freight rates on corn should be reduced so 
that they could afford to send their grain to 
the Chicago market, they were told by 
some of their own journals in the West that 
they could gain nothing in that way. Said 
one of these journals: ‘There is more corn 
in the country than the country wants. It 
is being sent to market at the present 
rates in quantities which overtax the 
facilities of the railroads. Is it likely 
that increased ofterings would _ raise 
the price?” The railroads consented to 
make a reduction, and now the corn growers 
are no better off than they were before. 
The reduction is 10 per cent. ‘* At best,” 
says Gov. THAYER, “ it can be but a cent a 
bushel.” Ex-President Burrows of the 
Farmers’ Alliance, a resident of Lincoln, 
says that the reduction as affecting ship- 
ments from that point does not exceed 
“about one-half a cent a bushel.” The 
daily market quotations show, on the 
other hand, that in the last few days the 
price of corn at Chicago for May delivery, 
the most active option, has fallen one cent 
a bushel, and that the price for immediate 
delivery is lower by half a cent. It seems 
to be admitted that this decline has been 
caused directly and naturally by the de- 
mand of the farmers, the reduction ot rates, 
and the prospect of large shipments from 
the region affected by the reduction. 











Events are all the time happening to 
prove that NAPOLEON’s saying, ‘‘Scratch a 
Russian and tind a Tartar,” is not less true 
now than it was when it was firse uttered, 
There is nothing intrinsically improbable, 
and nothing unprecedented in the atroc- 
ities related by the cable of the prison at 
Kara in Siberia. There is no reason to 
doubt the story that a woman confined in 
that prison has been driven to suicide 
by the persecution of «her jailer 
and that her example has been fol- 
lowed by some of her fellow-prisoners. A 
final touch of savagery is added to the story 
by the assertion that the offense for which 
the suicide, a refined and educated woman, 
had been sentenced to penal servitude, was 
that of “having revolutionary pamphlets 
in her possession.” Such things explain 
and excuse Nihilism in Russia, though they 
neither explain nor secure the importation 
of it into this country. 














The proposition to authorize the enlist- 
ment of 1,500 men for service in the Quar- 
termaster’s Department of the army, to do 
duty as school teachers, clerks, mechanics, 
teamsters, and laborers, would partly remove 
the objections now sometimes made against 
employing soldiers for anything but strict- 
ly military work. But adrawback in the 
view of many enlisted men might be the 
provision abolishing the extra duty pay 
which some of them now prize very much. 
It is accordingly a measure that works 
both ways. One thing probable is that 
since all the proposed rates of pay are 
greater than those now paid to a soldier 
for miltary duty only, there would be a 
rush at least for the more desirable of the 
transfers to the new organization, which 
are to be thrown open to the enlisted men. 
It is provided that the men so enlisted or 
transferred shall not be required to per- 
form military duty except in case of emer- 
gency. One objection likely to be made to 
the billis that it practically increases by 
1,500 men the enlisted maximum now au- 
thorized, and it may be urged that if se 
great an increase is made, it ought to go to 
the line of the army in organized forms, 
even though itis obvious that the present 
bill would leave more men available than 
now for current military duties. 








THE COMMITTEE STANDS BY THE 
BILL. 

The World’s Fair General Committee has 
thrown the whole weight of its influence, 
without a sign of dissent and with an 
earnestness that ought to produce effect, in 
favor of the bill prepared by its Committee 
on Legislation with which small-souled 
politicians at Albany have been piaying 
the mischief for more than two weeks to 
the peril of the ‘whole enterprise upon 
which so much work has been expended in 
the last six months. The report of the sub- 
committee of the Executive Committee, 
which wasread by Mr. Evigu Roor and 
unanimously adopted, sets forth with 
admirable spirit the non-partisan charac- 
ter of the whole undertaking ths 
far and the necessity of maintaining 
that character. It shows that the 
committees appointed last Summer.and the 
commissions named, both in the bill at 
Washington and the bill at Albany, repre- 
sent the people and the interests of this city 
and State in a manner entirely satisfactory 
to the people, and calculated to beget and to 
sustain confidence in the management of a 
World’s Fair. Politics and partisanship 
were not thought of in constituting the 
committees and the proposed commissions, 
and it has been the firm purpose of all con- 
cerned tc manage the great trust which was 
committed to them with a faithful regard 
for the grand object in view. 

The report shows conclusively the im- 
portance of maintaining the non-partisan 
spirit which has heretofore characterized 
all the proceedings. It would not only be 
essential to the successof the vast under- 
taking that is contemplated, but it is abso- 
lutely necessary in order to insure action 
by Congress intrusting that undertaking to 
the people of New-York. Unloss assurance 
can be given to this effect by the Legislat- 
ure of our own State, we cannot hope for 
favorable legislation by the representatives 
of the Nation. Among the pledges given 
at Washington in behalf of the bill which 
Congress has been asked to pass was notonly 
that of a five-million guarantee fund already 





subscribed, and aten-million oxpenditure 
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by the city in support of the fair, but an 
administration that should be absolutely 
free from partisanship or political influence. 
The General Committee proposes that that 
pledge shall be redeemed, and the Legislat- 
ure of this State is asked to be faithful to 
it. The sub-committee in its report de- 
clares that to change the commission now 
““ would be a violation of the rights of the 
citizens of New-York who have contributed 
their money and their efforts to this enter- 
prise without respect to party, wousd be a 
violation of the principles upon which the 
enterprise ought to be conducted, and 
would and should be fatal to New-York’s 
prospect of success in obtaining the neces- 
sary legislation from Congress.” It de- 
mands that the Legislature permit the peo- 
ple of this city to ‘‘expend their own 
money for their own purposes through the 
agents of their own selection.” 

Not only was this report received entire 
with enthusiastic unanimity, but emphatic 
resolutions wereadopted in complete accord 
with its sentiments. Only one speech was. 
made in support of the report and the reso- 
lutions, and that came from WARNER MIL- 
LER, who declared his full confidence in the 
proposed commission and his unwillingness 


to serve upon one that should be made Re- 


publican in advance. No further speeches 
were needed, for the sentiments of the Gen- 
eral Committee found full expression in the 
report and resolutions, Not a voice was 
raised nor a sign made that indicated the 
smallest sympathy with the mischievous 
meddling of PLaTr, who discreetly staid 
away from the meeting, which was in efiect 
an indignant protest against his action. 

li remains to be seen now whether the 
majority of the Senate of this State pro- 
poses to represent the people, to heed their 
demands and regard their interests, or 
whether it will continue to be the subservi- 
ent instrument for mischief of one pletting 
politician, who stands absolutely alone and 
is execrated by every self-respecting citi- 
zen. The action of the General Committee 
yesterday makes one thing absolutely cer- 
tain—either the bill sent to Albany must 
be passed without the change of a name in 
the proposed commission or the World’s 
Fair project for New-York will be brought 
to its death. In the latter case the respon- 
sibility will be irrevocably fixed. There is 
no further excuse for hesitation or delay. 
The fate of the World’s Fair and of Tom 
PLATT may as well be decided to-day as to- 
morrow. Itisin the hands of the Repuh- 
lican Senators at Albany. 








A REBUKE TO MR. REED. 

The Speaker of the House received a 
severe rebuke from his own party yester- 
day, none the less severe because richly 
deserved and wholly unexpected. Through 
Mr. CANNON, the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Rules, it was proposed to shut off 
debate on the new code at 1 o’clock to-mor- 
row and to take the final vote before ad- 
journment. Anything more outrageous it 
is difficult to conceive. Of course, no such 
proposition would have been made by the 
Chairman of the committee of which Mr. 
REED is a member and the ruling spirit 
without Mr.jJ ReeEp’s full approval. 
Indeed, considering that the Speaker 
had it in his power, under the “ gen- 
eral parliamentary law” by which he 
cloaks the dictates of his own will, to bring 
the proposition to immediate and utter 
failure, it is not unreasonable tg suppose that 
it was made by his desire. It was certain- 
ly quite in the line of his recent conduct to 
ask the House to accept blindly, with no 
epportunity for any discussion worthy of 
the name, a scheme of rules that the com- 
mittee had been over two months concoct- 
ing, and that proposed very radical changes. 
His notion of managing a parliamentary 
body is embodied in the old schoolboy 
doggerel: 

** Open your mouth and shut your eyes, 


And I'll give you something to make you 
wise!” 


The House rebelled. Mr. CANNON’S impu- 
dent proposition was received with a storm 
of indignant protest from the minority. 
As the Speaker’s mouthpiece had not only 
proposed his arbitrary scheme, but had 
called for the previous question and was 
sustained by the Speaker, the minority 
naturally expected that it would be 
promptly adopted. To their surprise, as well 
as to that of the Speaker, and much more 
to their gratification than to his, only 58 

tepublicans voted in favor of the motion, 
and it was defeated by a vote in the ratio 
of 5 to2. Then Mr. CANNON angrily scold- 
ed the House and practically surrendered 
his charge of the code, and Mr. REED had 
the mortification of seeing Mr. SPRINGER 
assume it. Under the lead of the most ag- 
gressive and “ offensive” of Mr. REED’s op- 
ponents the House voted to give the Dem- 
ocrats all the time they at first asked for, 
and even to add to it, so that they will 
have to-day and to-morrow and an evening 
session and all day Friday until 5 o’clock 
before the vote is taken. No more stinging 
rebuke could be given to Mr. REED. We 
wish we could think that he was capable 
of profiting by it. Ifhe will not, there is 
reason to believe that it will be repeated. 








THE COURT TO BE ITS GUARDIAN. 

The decision of Justice O’BRIEN in the 
Sugar Trust case makes permanent the 
preliminary injunction granted by Justice 
INGRAHAM, but modifies the terms of the 
original order. Receiver Gray of the 
North River Company asked that the 
Trust should be restrained from paying 
dividends in money or certificates, and 
from parting with any of its money receipts 
or property. Justice O’BRIEN says that 
until the final decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals concerning the main question shall 
be made known, the Trust should be 
permitted to carry on its business, 
pay dividends out of earnings, and 
make such payments as are. required in 
the transaction of its ordinary affairs. 
But it should be prevented from transfer- 
ring its property to individuals or a cor- 
poration, and from paying in dividends 
anything more than the profits that would 
ordinarily be divided. The Trust must 
apply to the court for permission to pay the 
dividends, and, presumably, must convince 
the court by the evidence of its books that 
the profits of the business warrant the pay- 
ment of them. Under these conditions the 
restraining order is confirmed. and the 











Sugar Trust will hereafter carry on its 


| business under the supervision of the Su- 


preme Court, 

In cases involving combinations designed 
to suppress competition the courts of this 
State and other States have invariably 
held that such combinations were illegal, 
and that the aid of courts could not be in- 
voked successfully for the adjudication of 
any differences arising between the mem- 
bers of one of them. The Sugar Trust has 
been declared to be a combination that is 
not only illegal, but even criminal. Itisa 
curious feature of these proceedings with 
respect to an injunction that the Trust 
based its defense against Receiver GRAY 
upon the original contention of the 
people in the first suit against the 
Trust, that the several corporations had 
exceeded and abused their lawful powers 
by entering the combination, and had for 
this reason forfeited their charters—in 
short, that the association is an illegal one. 
It is also interesting to note that the plaint- 
iff in these injunction proceedings, Receiver 
GRAY, brought suit upon the assumption 
that the Trust agreement created a part- 
nership that should be recognized as such 
under the law, although the allegation of 
the prosecutor in the main suit was that 
the Trust was an illegal association, con- 
trary to public policy, and not entitled to 
be recognized as a partnership by the 
courts. 

These proceeding are not the result of 
a quarrel between one member of a combi- 
nation and the remaining members, (such 
having been the nature of a majority of the 
suits in which the courts have refused, 
heretofore, to assist either party,) but the 
complainant is the officer appointed by the 
courts to take charge of the property of a 
member that has been punished by a with- 
drawal of its franchise for having entered 
the ring. Under these conditions the atti- 
tude of the courts may reasonably 
suffer some change. Justice O’BRIEN 
holds that, while the association is 
an illegal one, the condition and 
interests of the complainant are such 
that in this case certain exceptional 
considerations may induce the court to in- 
terfere with an intention “to do justice 
between the wrongdoers.” At all events, 
he is of the opinion that the property 
should not be distributed or transferred, 
but should remain in its present condition 
until the final settlement ef the question 
by the court of last resort. 

With regard to the payment of dividends 
under Justice O’BRIEN’sS ruling, this ques- 
tion arises: Will the court authorize the 
distribution of profits known to have been 
obtained by methods that are not only held 
to be illegal, but have even been character- 
jzed as criminal by the Supreme Court in 
General Term? 








THE ORLEANS ESCAPADE. 

The escapade of the Duke of ORLEANS has 
attracted so little attention that it is over- 
looked how curious and instructive it 
really is. It is instructive largely by the 
very reason of the small amount of atten- 
tion that it has attracted. If this country 
had at any time had a reigning family, 
there might perhapsstill bea few ‘‘old fami- 
lies,” the members of which were anxious to 
testify to their antiquity by pretending te 
believe that the representatives of that 
family had some kind of right to gov- 
ern the country still Of course, nobody 
in his senses would believe this really, 
but the pretense of the belief would 
be like apiece of old silver, or any other 
heirloom, a curiosity to be shown with 
pride on proper occasions. In England it is 
notorious that the claim of divine and 
hereditary right was exploded by the act of 
succession, which shut out the divinely- 
rightful rulers, and made the occupancy 


of the English throne a mere mat- 
ter of political expediency. Never- 
theless, if even uow there were a 


lineal descendant of JAMES the Second 
who represented the Stuart dynasty more 
directly than it is represented by Queen 
Victoria, there are doubtless not a few 
people in England who would profess te ac- 
quiesce in the claims of such a pretender, 
upon the ground that their families had 
always been “loyal.” In fact, a clever 
novel was written not long ago which 
dealt with precisely this situation, and fig- 
ured the effect produced upon London soci- 
ety by the appearance of an authentic repy. 
resentative of the banished dynasty. 


Allegiance to such a pretender would be 
really something to vaunt in the way of 
hereditary loyalty. It is a little over two 
hundred years since the STUARTS ceased to 
reign in England, and only a little less than 
a hundred and fifty since the last rising on 
their behalf was attempted. A family must 
unquestionably be old which has been 
subject all this time to a yearning for 
the restoration of the Stuarts. The pre- 
tender would certainly have many din- 
ners given in his honor during the London 
season, and the doors of many country 
houses would be thrown open to him. 
Socially he would be taken very seriously 
and politically he would not be taken se- 
riously at all. Many men would spend 
large sums to vindicate their hereditary at- 
tachment to his family, while nobody who 
was left at large would subscribe a shilling 
to help him to an army or a fleet. Nobody, 
in fact, would consider that he had any re- 
lation whatever to current politics. 

The peculiarity of the case of the French 
pretender is that this is precisely the view 
that is taken of it by all adult Frenchmen 
of sound mind. It is only a little more than 
forty years since the house of ORLEANS 
ceased to reign in France, and the reception 
of this hot-headed young gentleman proves 
that, for all practical purposes, it might as 
well have been four hundred. The Duke’s 
claims upon the French throne do not dis- 
turb or alarm anybody any mere than the 
appearance of a SruartT would alarm the 
Prince of WALEs, or than the claims of 
the heirs of ANEKE JANS disturb tho 
present possessors of the property in 
this city against which tkose claims 
run. Since the dethronement of Louis 
PuHitiprz, France has had three Gov- 
ernments, and the existing Government is 
less than twenty years old. Yot it has had 
time so to establish itself that the attempt 
of the heir of Louis Purr, though

everybody as merely absurd. There is no 
question about the genuineness of the 
young man’s “claim.” He appears with 
all possible credentials, including the abdi- 
cation of his father, just after the attain- 
ment of his own majority, and it is auite 
the same as if he had not appeared at all. 
He unfurls his standard and nobody rallies 
toit. So far is he from having a party at 
his back that every anti-Republican poli- 
tician who desires to maintain a reputation 
for intelligence makes haste to disclaim 
any share in the adventure, which seems to 
have been instigated by a managing old lady 
and an unwise young man. It is really very 
much as if Mr. Warp MCALLISTER should 
present a candidate for Mayor of this city 
and pledge to him the support of such of 
the “four hundred” as are of the lawful age 
and sex for exercising the suffrage. 





So far the story is purely comic. The 
serious moral it seems to bear is that the 
republic is so strong that sensible politi- 
cians do not look beyond it. The collapse 
of Boulangism, which united all the ele- 
ments of opposition to it, has left it 
stronger than ever. The Count of CHAM- 
BORD might possibly have been a formida- 
ble factor in French politics ten years 
ago had he not lacked enterprise. His 
young successor assuredly does not lack 
enterprise, and yet what would have been 
possible ten years ago is ludicrously impos- 
sible now. Even the mistake of making a 
martyr of the impetuous young man could 
not galvanize the Legitimist claim into real- 
ity and importance. Nevertheless, it is to 
be hoped that that mistake may not 
be committed, and that when the young 
Duke has been convicted his unquestioned 
violation of the law will be pardoned as a 
youthful indiscretion. The consequences 
of his return, or rather its lack of conse- 
quences, indicate that the law he has 
broken might safely be repealed. Among 
the minority of 171 in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties in fayor of the repeal, against the 328 
opposed, it is more than likely that there 
were many Republicans who favored the 
repeal because the law had just been shown 
to be superfluous, 








A CHANGE OF NAME. 

The National Linseed Oil Trust follows 
the Cottonseed Oil Trust and the Distillers 
and Cattle Feeders’ Trust in seeking to 
evade the law and to conciliate and deceive 
the public by repudiating the name 
‘*Trust” and getting under the shelter of a 
corporate charter. The Linseed Oil Trust 
is about three yearsold andits certificate 
capital is $18,000,000, the certificates hav- 
ing been issued for three times the ap- 
praised value of the property in most cases. 
The official report of the President of the 
National Lead Trust shows that the certifi- 
cates of that organization were issued at 
the rate of four for one, ‘‘the aggregate 
valuation of the properties” being $22,361,- 
900, while the par value of the certificates 
issued and outstanding is $89,447,600. 
The rate in the case of the Sugar Trust was 
three for one, and the Cottonseed Oil Trust 
gave fourfor one in someinstances. The 
design was so to initlate the capital that 
the annual dividend yielded by the unlaw- 
ful suppression of competition should ap- 
pear to the public to be small. 

The Linseed Oil Trust’s managors explain 
that they have been induced to “ favor the 
change” by adverse legislation, public 
sentiment, the unpopularity of Trust cer- 
tificates with investors, and a considera- 
tion of the advantages enjoyed by stock- 
holders who have well-defined legal rights. 
But how great 1s the ‘‘change” that is 
contemplated? Isit anything more than a 
change of name ? 


We cannot discover that any one of these 
organizations which are now trying to get 
rid ot the name “Trust” intends to change 
its nature or methods. For example, this 
National Linseed Oil Trust purposes to be- 
come the National Linseed Oil Company 
and to continue business in the old way. 
It will apply to the Secretary of State in 
Illinois for a charter under the general In- 
corporation act, and probably procure one 
like that which was granted to the Chicago 
Gas Trust Company. It is announced that 
certificates of steck in the new company 
are to be issued in exchange for the old Trust 
certificates. The same course is to be taken 
in the case of the Whisky Trust, in accord- 
ance with the almost unanimous vote of the 
certificate holders, at the meeting held 
yesterday in Peoria. So far as the 
suppression of competition by a combi- 
nation of many corporations is concerned, 
or with respect to the restriction of produc- 
tion by the closing and dismantling of 
factories, there is to be no change. Indeed, 
the complete suppression of competition is 
more nearly to be attained, for it is stated 
that after the rejection of the obnoxious 
name, and on account of the rejection of it, 
certain troublesome independent manufact- 
urers are to enter the combinations. 

But do the managers of these Trusts sup- 
pose that the ‘“‘ unlooked-for public senti- 
ment” mentioned in the Linseed Oil Trust’s 
circular has been excited only by the use 
of the name “* Trust”? Do they believe 
that the ‘‘adverse legislation’ also men- 
tiened in that circular is aimed only at the 
use of that name? Do they think that by 
substituting the word ‘“ company” for the 
word ‘‘ Trust” they can avoid such legisla- 
tion and win popular favor? 

It is the suppression of competition by 
combinations of preducers that is opposed 
by the public and the law. This has been 
denounced as contrary to public policy 
and unlawful by the courts throughout the 
country. The combination of sugar re- 
finers has even been called by the Gen- 
eral Term of the Supreme Court in this 
State a ‘criminal enterprise.” The bill 
reported in the United States Senate by 
Mr. EDMUNDS and supported by the major- 
ity in that body makes participation in 
such a combination a penitentiary offense. 
It does not provide that any organization 
shall be punished for using the name 
“Trust.” If a combination of manufact- 
urers has raised the price of a staple 
commodity 40 per cent. by suppressing 
competition, it will not gain public 
favor by changing its name, nor will it be 
able, we venture to say, te continue its 
methods any considerable length of time 
under a corporate charter granted by the 





people and designed by them to be used for 
the public good. 








The attempt of certain ‘local musical or- 
ganizations” to protect musical ‘‘labor” in 
this country by preventing STrRauss’s 
Vienna orchestra from coming here to give 
concerts illustrates the most vicious prac- 
tice and principle of tradesunionism. A mu- 
sical organization that is willing to put in 
the degrading plea that its members are not 
“artists,” in order to induce the Treasury 
Department to decide that the members of 
a foreign orchestra must be excluded under 
the provisions of the alien contract labor law 
has reached a pretty low level. The theory 
of this action is, of course, that the public 
demands and will pay for only a certain 
fixed amount of musical entertainment, and 
that if, in part, its demand is satisfied by 
and its money paid to foreign performers 
by that much “local musical organiza- 
tions” are robbed of their just opportunity 
andemolument. This puts music upon the 
same level with street paving, car driving, 
and bricklaying, and it is the practitioners 
of the art who put it there. Musicians 
possessed of greater professional pride 
and sounder reasoning powers might be 
expected to welcome the Vienna orchestra 
onthe theory that its concerts would be 
likely to foster the popular taste for mu- 
sical entertainment and increase the de- 
mand for it. Butthe laborers of the “local 
musical organizations” who have appealed 
to the Collector for protection against the 
Vienna performers are naturally incapable 
of that kind of reasoning. Among them, 
we may be sure, and prebably in the fore 
front, may be found the organization which 
tried to estop THEODORE THomAs from em- 
ploying an alien oboe player, although none 
of the complaining laborers in the organ- 
ization was able to take his place and per- 
form acceptably upon the oboe. 











AMUSEMENTS. 
DALY’S THEATRE. 


The last of this season’s subscription per- 
formances was given at Daly’s Theatre last 
evening, when the Garrick-Wycherley comedy, 
“The Country Girl,” was revived and played 
with the elaborate finish and delicate apprecia- 
tion of its valuable antiquity that has always 
distinguished its performance there. Miss 
Rehan’s impersonation of Peggy Thrift is es- 
teemed by the larger portion of her admirers 
as her best work in the domain ef old comedy. 
Asa matter of fact, although it is incomna- 
rably brilliant in execution and unceasingly di- 
vVerting, yet it Dy no means reveais the best 
qualities of this gifted actress. Her exposi- 





tion of the nimbleness, shrewdness, comic 
audacity, and high spirits of the droll 
heroine keeps the most fastidious 


spectator leughing from first tolast. Itis an 
example of that rare kind of comedy acting, 
like Lester Wallack’s Wilding and Mark Smith’s 
Autolycus, whieh makes grave and upright 
folks, for the time being, feel that they actual- 
ly love a liar for the sake of the tibs themselves 


and the droll manner in which they are 
told. Peggy has a greater charm than 
the others, nowever, because she is 


a sweot girl, In spite of her outrageous 
deceitfulness, and she is indeed “hugeously” in 


love with witty Mr. Belleville. Miss Rehan’s 
delightful rendering of the “lesson in love,” 
(an excerpt from Congreve interpolated in this 
play,) and the famous letter scene should not 
be missed by any one who comprehends the aim 
and purpose of comedy, and her Peggy re- 
mains aiways in the memory as a charming 
picture of joyous, romping youth. 

Mr. Drew's Belleville is a oareful study, exe- 
cuted with the actor’s customary aptness and 
Jinesse, while Mr. Fisher’s Moody and Mr. George 
Clarke’s Sparkish are able and artistic por- 
trayals of rather unsympathetic personages. 
The farce called “A Woman’s Won't,” 


n which Mr. Lewis and Mrs. Gilbert 
were aS amusing as ever, was acted 
before the comedy.

been as successful, both as a fashionable en- 
tertainment and an artistic endeavor, as 
the experimental series of Jast season.

The third concert of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra at Steinway Hall last evening was 
attended by a large and enthusiastic audience.

The list oonsisted of 
Haydn’s symphony in G, No. 13 in the Breit- 
kopf & Hartel catalogue, Liszt’s A major piano 
concerto, Grieg’s “Peer Gynt’ suite, and 
Tschaikowsky’s overture-fantasy “Romeo and 
Juliet.” 

Rafael Joseffy was the soloist, and itis only 
necessary to say that this great artist did him- 
self justice. He was recalled five times ard 
tinally ecompelled to respond to the enthusiastic 
demand of the audieuce by playing a Chopin 
nocturne, The work of the orchestra through- 
out the evening was superb. The eriticism so 
frequently made in Boston that Mr. Nikisch has 
sacrificed some of the finish of this organiza- 
tion’s playing tuo dramatic expressiveness is 
undoubtedly true, but he has sacrificed very 
little and galned @ great deal. It is not likely 
that any save the keenest and most exacting 
hearers perceived mueh loss of polish in the 
rendering of the ‘* Peer Gynt’ suite, while the 
Splendid masculinity and vigor which the 
orchestra now has was enough to @arry so un- 
even and at times repulsive @ work as the 
‘Tschaikowsky composition.

WILLIAM H. WARING. 

William H. Waring, the well-known Jawye? 
and atone time an assemblyman from Brook- 
lyn, died on Monday at his home, 215 Greene- 
avenue. He had been ill for sometime. He 
leaves @ widow and eight children, all of whom 
are grown. The funeral is fixed for to-morrow 
morning at 11 o’clock in the Churen of the Mes< 
siah, at Greene and Clermont avenues. 

Mr. Waring was born in 1831 inan old house 
on Hicks-street, which his grandfather bought 
in 1803. He was educated at Union Hall Acad- 
emy, Jamaica, and at the Kinderhook (N, Y.) 
Academy. He then entered Harvard and wae 
graduated in 1852. His legal studies were por 
sued in the office of Wetmore & Browne, and in 
1855 he was admitted to practice. He had met 
Martin Van Buren while at Kinderhook, ang 
had traveled in Europe with him, and Mr. 
Waring became an active follower of the Frea 
Soil candidate. Thea he drop politios for a 
long time, finally getting back as the Repub- 
lican candidate for Assembly in the old Fifth 
District, Brooklyn. He was elected in 1877 


and in 1881 was chosen from what is now thd 
Eleventh District. 

In local politics Mr. Waring took a great in- 
terest, and was at one time an active member 
of the Seventh Ward Republican Association, 
the Republican General Committes, and the 
Brooklyn Republican League. In all charitable 
organizations he was a conspicuous figure, be- 
ing a Director in the Church Charity Founda- 
tion and the Sheltering Arms Nursery. He waa 
counsel! for the Frankiin Savings Bank of this 
city, and a member of the Long Island Hitstor- 
ical Society, the Society of Old Brookiynites, 
the New-England Society, the Brooklyn Choral 
Society, the Hamilton Club, the Oxford Club, 
the Lincoln Club, and the Union League Club,

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VICTORIA TO PARLIAMENT | 


THE QUEEN'S SPEECH AT THE 
OPENING. 


A LIVELY DEBATE OVER THE ACTION 
OF THE ‘“ TIMES” IN THE PARNELL 
CASE—THE GOVERNMENT WINS. 


LONDON, Feb. 11.—Parliament reassembled to- 
aay. The Queen’s speech opening the session 
was read by cominission. It 1s as follows: 


MY LORDS AND GENTLEMEN: 
other powers continues friendly. 

An armed force under a Portuguese officer was dis- 
patched during the Autumn from Mozambique into 
territory where British settlements had been 
formed, and where there are native tribes who have 
been taxen under my a. A collision at- 
tended by bloodsned took piace, and acts were com- 
mitted which were inconsistent with the respect 
due the British ti The Portuguese Government 
now, at wy request, has promised to withdraw its 
Military forces trom the territory in question. 

A conference of the powers interested in the sup- 
ression of the slave trade has been convoked at 

russels by the King of the Belgians. I earnestly 
hope the results of its deliberations will advance 
the great cause for which it 1s assembled, 

A commercial convention has been concluded with 
ths Khédive. 

A provisional arrangement for the adjustment of 
pressing fiscal questions has been made with Bul- 

aria. 

. The convention concluded by me with the Em- 
perorof Germany and the United States, with re- 
ppect to the Government of Samoa, will be laid be- 
tore you with the protocols cf the conference. The 
treaty concluded with the United statas for the 
amendment of the law of extradition will also be 
submitted to you. The latter awaits the ratitica- 
tion of the United States Senate. 

The disordered condition of Swaziland has ren- 
dered it necessary to provide a better Governinent 
there. The independence of Swaziland was recog- 
nized by the conveution held in Londop. I havo, 
acting in conjunction with the President of the 
South African republic, sent a commissioner to 
learn the views of the Swazis and white settlers. 

{ shall await with lively interest the result of the 
conference being held to discuss the 1mportaut 
question of the tederation of the Australian colo- 
nies. Any well-considered measure for bringing 
these colonies into closer union will increase their 
welfare and strength and will receive my favourable 
consideration. 

My Lorps AND GENTLEMEN: The continued im- 
provement of affairs in Ireland, and the further 
diminution of agrarian crime there has made it 

possible to very largely restrict the area where it 
qs necessary to deal with certain offenses by sum- 
mary process. Proposals for increasing under due 
financial precaution the number of occupying 
owners; for extending to Ireland the principles 
ot local self-government which already have been 
adopted in England and Scotland, so far as they 
are applicable to Ireland, and tor improving the 
material well-being of the population in the poorer 
districts will be submitted to you. 

The bill facilitating and cheapening the transfer 
of land in Engiand will be again presented. 

Provisions Will be submitted to you for diminish- 
ing the difticulty and cost which attend the passage 
of private legislation required for Scotland. 

A billimproving the course of procedure by which 
tithes are levied, and facilitating their redemption, 
will be submitted. 

I have appointed a commission to report the best 
means of improving the economic conditions which 
affect the inhabitants of some parts of the Western 
Highlands and the islands of Scotiaud. 

Your attention will be again invited to tho bill to 
ascertain the Mability of employers for accident to 
employes and to the measure improving the course 
of procedure for the winding up of the affairs of 
inzolvent companies under the Limited Liability 
acts. 

Bills will be submitted for your consideration for 
the consolidation and amendment of the iaws in 
respect to the public health of the metropolis and 
the dwellings of the working classes, and alsoa 
vill fer the better regulation of savings banks and 
friendly socicties, 

Your attentivn will be directed to the accommo- 
datiou provided in camps and barracks, and you 
will be asked to make better provision for the dis- 
tributioa and the health and comfort of my troops. 

I commend you earnestly in the discharge of your 
high responsibility to the care and guidance of 
Almighty God. 

GENTLEMEN OF THE HOUSE OF COMMONS: Thea 
estimates to defray the cost of my Government will 
be submitted to you. They are drawn with due re- 
gard lo economy, as well as to the necessities of the 
public service. 

In the House of Commons Sir James Fergus- 
son, Cnier Foreign Secretary, promised to lay 
on the table at an early date the papers relat- 
lng to Portugal and South Africa. | 

sir Michael Hicks-Beach, President of the 
Board of Trade, gave notice of the introduction 
of a Tithes bill. 

Mr. Balfour announced that on Monday next 
he wonld tniroduce the Irish Land Purchase 
bil One clause of the bill provides for tne 
creation of a Land Department. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt offered a mo- 
tion declariug that the London Jimes in pub- 
lishing the forged Pigott letters was gullty of a 
breach of privilege. Mr. Harcourt, speaking in 
support of his motion, contended that a breach 
of privilege committed during one session 
could be punished during another session. He 
said: “Since the suit for libel has been decided 
in tavor of Mr. Parnell, and since it has been 
admitted that the letters used as a cover to the 
assault on him were forgeries, the House 
is afforded an absolutely sare basis where- 
on to act. It is pow obvious’ that 
the object of the publication of the forgeries on 
the day when the Coercion bill had its second 
reading was to influence the division in Parlia- 
ment. It was a gross and palpable outrage 
upon the House. A more flagrant breach of 
privilege could not be conceived. Some repara- 
tion should be made for this use of poisoned 
weapons.” He urged that all sidesshould unite 
to brand with the stigma of Parliamentary 
reprobation this practice of the art of political 
forgery. [Cheers.] 

Sir John Eldon Gorst, Under Secretary for 
India, responced. He said the time was passed 
for the discussion of the breacn of privilege. 
Moreever, such a discussion would be inoppor- 
tune while the report of the Parnell Commis- 
sion was pending. He moved thet the House 
decline to consider the motion of breach of 
privilege. 

Sir. Gladstone, who was loudly cheered as he 
arose, spoke in support of the motion, He ssid 
he could not consider that the Zimes’s offense 
against the House had been purged by the 
apologies which had been made before the Par- 
neli Commission through Sir Richard Webster, 
which apologies grossly exaggerated the orig- 

ial otiense. [“Hear, hoear!’] Ho was sur- 
prised that Sir Richard Webster had allowed 

mself to be made the vehicle of such an apol- 
uy. bis was the earliest chance the House 
hud had, and it was the most opportune 
moment for it, to express its indignation 

over the publication of the _ forgeries. 
If the conspiracy against Mr Par 
nell had becn successful the result 
to bim would have been absolute political 
death, and the mortal biow struck at bim would 
have been felt throughout the Irish nation. 
[Cheers.} The Times had aimed to affect the 
judgment of the house and it had really had in 
that direction a temporary success. He did not 
wish to dwell upon the horrible and loathsome 
character of the whole affair. He trusted the 
Jlouss would vindicate its right to deal with the 
offense. The Government owed it to ituelf to 
deal fairly toward Mr. Parnell and the Irish 
people for the injustice done to both through 
ihe forgeries. Surely the House should not 
hesitate to express its full sense of the injus- 
tice. [Cheers.]} 

Mr. Balfour accused Mr, Gladstone of dealing 
in ilimsy fiction. He declared that the delay

was the fault of the Gladstone party 
alone, and said the charge that the 
imes had acted with a view to _ in- 
fluencing the judgment of the House was 
a calumpy. If that had been their object 


they would have had a better prospect of suc- 
cess by quoting freely from Mr. Gladstone’s and 
William Harcourt’s denunciations of Mr. 
Parnell and the Land League. He objected to 
the aucient, cambroue, and often misused ma- 
cohinery of the breach of privilege. 

Mr. Labouchére expressed his surprise at the 
petty and paltry arguments advauced by Mr. 
Baliour and Sir John Gorst. It had 
seen proved that the TZtnes had sup- 
pied Piggott with bank notes to ro- 
vide for his- family within ten ays 
of the time when he had _  absconded, 
lie could understand the reticence of Mr. Smith 
op this subject. He could not defend his old 
friend, Mr. Walter, and was rmaturally not in- 
clined to attaek him. He should remember, 
however, that he is the leader of the House of 
Commons 

Mr. Bradiaugh said that, as the Times assisted 
the Government to pass ite infamous measure, 
the breach of privilege was against the whole 
House a8 well as against Mr. Parneil. 

bir Eaward Olarke, the Solicitor General, ad- 
vanced numerous precedents for the course of 
the Government in this case, and declared that 
it was tnoonsistent with the prinolples of jus- 
tice to prosecute the Jimes again, for sucha 
proceeding would be a corollary of the adoption 
of the motion. 

Mr. Parnell, who was enthusiastically cheered 
as he took the floor, said Sir Edward Clarke had 
not ventured to present the delay a8 areason 
.gainst the vote on a breach of privilege, for he 
well knew that Hansard’s debates contained 
maoy precedente of the House, inquiring at 
vreat length and very carefully before inflicting 
the penaity for breach of privilege. ‘Why did 
not the Government appoint the committee of 
inquiry we asked for in the beginuing? That 
would have made it possible to preve that the 
letters were forgeries in forty-eight hours. 
I never determined not to submit thé facts to a 
jury, but alwaye considered it absolutely neces- 
sary to discoverfrom whom the /imes obtained 
‘ts letters. I recognized, however, that it 
was impossible to compel the Times to 
divuige this in an ordinary court of 

astioce. The case of O’Donnel versus 

Valter proved that I was justified therein. 
Without knowing from whom the letters came, 
I would not have been able to prove that they 
were forgeries, and Iebould have Leon left with 
the opinion of all trained experts In the coun- 
try axainst me. There would have been ouly 
my own word to convince a jury that certain 
jetters, advanced and printed as mine upon the 
great authority of the simes, were forgeries. 

“} think, therefore, I was wise in what I did. 
I asked for a select committee, because to com- 
pel its agents to testify before such a body was 
tho only method of forcing the Times to divalza 
that secret. As this was refused wo are not to 
blame for the delay. But who 1s to blame? Can 
you answer that? You wanted to use those let- 
Lers ae a politicalengine, not cating whether they 
were or were not forgeries. You saw that it 
was impossible fer us to prove that they were 
forgeries very speedily, and that mean while 
they would be useful to you in elections. You 
used them to make capital against us, and as a 
suitable engine for obtaining an inquiry into a 
muoh wider question which you would never 
havo optained apart from letters that wero 
forged tor the purpose.

Webster, Mr. Parnell continued: ‘I, the leader 
of a party that must always be in the minority 
here, should be sorry to. treat my most 
powerful opponents with the incredible mhean- 
ness and cowardice with which I have been 
treated by them. Even now I am further 
insulted by the terms of the amendment, which 
insinuates that the forged letters may, after all, 
be genuine. If you believe those letters were 
forged have the courage and trankness to do- 
clare it. I move to place the word ‘forged’ 
before the word ‘letters’ in the amendment to 
the motion.” 

Mr. Smith, in behalf of the whole Government 
and bis party, expressed himsolf satisfied that 
Mr. Parnell had proved the letters to be for- 
geries, and consented that the word “forged” 
should be tnserted'as Mr. Parnell proposed. 

The motion offered by Sir William Vernon 
Rarcourt was then rejected by 260 to 212, and 
Sir John Gorst’s amendment was adopted. 


HOUSE OF LORDS, 

In the House of Lords the address in reply to 
the speech from the throne was moved by 
Baron de Ramsey, and seconded by the Earl of 
Stradbroke. 

Earl Granville, after congratulating the 


Marquis of Salisbury upon appearing in the 
House in restored health, proceeded te criticise 
the tone of tho dispatches to Portugal as un- 
necessarily harsh, apd as having gune out of 
the way to provoke irritation in asmall and 
feeble nation that bad a great colonial history 
and was justly proud of it. He hoped it was 
not true that the naval mancuvres were to be 
practiced in the Mediterranean, as this must 
certainly vause additional friction. He aiso 
hoped the Government would explain the ex- 
act meaning of the mission of Gon. Simmons to 
the Pope, and wouid tell the House why in the 
speech from the throne no mention whatever 
was nade of the Parnell Commission. 

The Marquis of Salisbury defended the mis- 
sion of Ger. Simmons as necessary for the ar- 
rangement of questions affeeting the attitude 
of the Government with regard to the Roman 
Catholics in Malta. The Government, ho said, 
shared with the country the pain arising from 
the dispute with our ancient ally, the kingdom 
of Portugal; but when the House had read the 
papers it would tind that Portugal bad been 
Warned again and again within the last two 
years thet it was impossible for England to ac- 
cept or assent to her claims to the ownership of 
the territory of tribes that were under British 
protection, vr her settlements in the Shire 
and Nyassa countries; that we could 
not allow the natives within our protect- 
orate to be raided with impunity or our 
centres of colonization to be suppressed by 
violence. Prompt diplomatic action, he 
thought, was preferable in such a case tu dally- 
ing With a dispute, and to delay that would 
tend to excite the Portuguese populace and 
might thereby lead to resistence, whieh would 
produce bloodshed and increased complication, 
Decisive ciplomatio pressure presented the best 
course for the interest of Portugal and the in- 
terests of humanity. [(Cheers.} As to the re- 
portea naval mancuvres in the Mediterrenean 
he did not kuow that any were intended. 

Earl Granville asked 1f the convention for the 
suppression of sugar bounties would be ratified. 

Lord Salisbury responded that its ratification 
would depend upon the amount of co-operation 
we should have from the principal users of 
sugars. He thought the prospects for ultimate 
agreement unfavorable. Tbe French Gov- 
ernment bad expressed its distinct dissent from 
some of the provisions of the convention. 
The spirit of protection in America increased 
the ditheulty, and Brazil was also against the 
convention. After dilating upon the notable 
decrease of crime in Ireland he conciuded with 
a prediction that if just and firm government 
were continued harmony, love, and good will 
would grow fast-reooted among the people of 
that country, even after the lapse of gcnera- 
tions that had known only discord.

Hubert Herkomer in the Leader of Cleveland: 
“TI painted John Ruskin in 1879. It was in 


water color, 2 drawing of head and shoulders, 
lite size, painted at Denmark Hill, in the littie 
garret bedroom which had formeriy been his 
nursery. He seemed most anxious not to look 
at the painting until I quite finished 11. Whilst 
sitting he was theorizing about the methods of 
painting. I used in those days to paint ab- 
normally large water colors, and always covered 
the paper tirst with 2 wash of some ochre, or 
xray, then sketched the subject with charcoal. 
I would then commence with a hog-hair brush, 
working up the ground color with some tresh 
tones, and out ofa kind of artistic chaos produce 
a@ head. Ruskin queried even the possibility 
of this, and would hardly believe that my final 
outlines and delicate bits Of drawing were put 
in last. His theory was to draw the outline 
with the precision of an expert penman, then 
fill in with color. He has tried this method 
over and over again, but the result has never 
been satisfactory; the theory seems to hin 
right for ali that. I know he made repeated 
atiempts to paint himself, to prove this, be- 
tween bis sittings to me, but they were never 
openly shown.” 

Once &@ month the Studio blooms again into 
its oid state as a monthly; thrice a month it is 


a weekly. The special effort for February con- 
tains a print after Roger van der Weyden’s 
‘St. Luke Painting the Virgin Mary and Child,” 
one example of which is 1n Europe and the 
other at Boston, being the picture sold from 
the Dureal gallery. Other illustrations are 
prints on gray paper after a ‘Study tor an 
Angel,” by Bastien-Lepage, owned by Mr. Sid- 
dous Mowbray, and a drawing of the violinist, 
Pabio Sarasate, made by M. Paul Rajon.

bought, and artists so little known. This is in 
part because the Academy of Fine Arts, which 
ought to lead, does nothing to wake up the pub- 
lic, and has lost the place it ought to hold in 
educating puble opinion, as well asin educating 
or attempting to educate art atudents. But the 
lack of interest in #)1 art matters is also due to 
a community apathetic in art matters.” 

A dill is now before the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature embodying an appeal signed by a large 


number of citizens of Boston and by one artist,

The exhibition of the new Société Nationale 
at Paris is set for May 15. Foreigners are to be 


admitied by special invitation, and may be- 
come associate members if the society consid- 
ers them worthy of that honor. Having done 
well a8 associates, they may in time reach full 
membership in the usual way. 

The new Salon of Paris is to be called the So- 
clety of the National Salon, and its chiefs are 
Meissonter, Roll, Gervex, Besnard, Duran, and 
Cazin. They have already received a petname, 
Les Sociétuires, but the place for their first ex- 
hibition is not yet itixed. No medals will be given. 

The artist Uhl of Washington will soon be 
able to claim the title of Court Painter. He 
made a likeness of President Cleveland for tno 
Corcoran Art Gallery, and has begun with the 
present Administration by painting the Rev. 
Dr. Scott, the father of Mrs. Harrison, 

The Shakespeare statue for Lincoln Park, 
Chicago, will be chosen in a competitive exhi- 
bition of medels. Among the competitors is W. 
Ordway Partridge of Boston, a pupil of Welon- 
aky. 

The Buffalo Lxpress prints a view of a gallery 
in the Fine Arts Academy with the paintings 
by W. M. Chese exhibited. Strange to say, a 
number of these paintings can be recognized. 

Mr. A. E. Abbey is about to undertaks a very 
elaborate series of drawings to illustrate the en- 
tire bouy of plays by Shakespeare.

FRAUDS IN HUDSON COUNTY 


THE BEGINNING OF THE 
HEARING AT TRENTON, 
REVELATIONS OF THE BALLOT BOXES— 
MANY UNMILLED BALLOTS—VaARI- 

ANCE OF THE DIAL AND LISTS. 


TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 11.—At 11 o’clock this 
morning the Senate Committee on Elections 
began its work of investigation into the mys- 
teries of the Hudson County ballot boxes. The 
dveary little committee room, opening directly 
from the Senate Chamber, was crowded to sufto- 
cation with the members of the committee, the 
contestants and counsel, and the usual curious 
throng. 

Senator Gardner presided. The other two 
members of the committee are Senator Adrain, 
a Democrat, and Senator Roe. William H. Cor- 


bin appeared as the representative of the con- 
tostant, William & Stuhr, and Senator McDon- 





ald’s lawyers were Meéssrs. Vredenburgh 
and Garret & Son or Jersey City. 
William HH. Dougherty represented John 


Roche, who is contesting the election for Di- 
rector at Large of Hudson County. Ex-Judge 
Jonn A. McGrath, counsel for the Board of 
Freeholders, looked after the interests of Dt- 
rector at Large August Bruggorman. Senator 
Edwards appeared for Jorsey City. 

City Clerk Scott was ordered to produce the 
ballot box of the First Precinct of the First Dis- 
trict of Jersey City from the vault in the ceilar, 
where it had been hidden away with so much 
ceremony and care last week. Mr. Scott then 
produced his books, showing the hour of its 
receipt on election day and the hour of the 
receipt of oach of the otner boxes. Dennis 
McLaughlin, Clerk of Hudson County, was next 
called, and produced the Key of the box. It was 
opened by him and City Marshal Long of Jersey 
City. The dial on the box showed 504 bailots 
passed in. The poll books showed 258 voters’ 
names, while the tally sheet of votes suowed 
430 for McDonald and 69 for Stuhr, the two 
candidates for State Senator. 

the pallot boxes used in New-Jersey are the 
Cinciunati boxes, spoken of as the Wood or For- 
aker boxes. hey are expected to mark every 
ballot that goes into them in three ways; first, 
the ballot is punctured with a needle; second, 
itis pierced witha row of smalier needies, and 
third itis stamped withink. The piercing with 
little needles 18 called milling. Mence every 
regular ballot taken from @ box should be 
punctured, milled, and stamped. ‘ho stamp on 
the Jersoy City ballots is “Jersey City, N. 
J.” It immediately appeared on examin- 
ing the ballots from this box that 
tue small or ‘joker’ ballots were neariy 
all punctured, milled, and stamped. The stamps 
upon them were very plain, and indicated the 
use of plenty vf ink, ‘bhe large ballots, on the 
other hand, were either marked very faintly or 
not atali, The most of them showed no ink, 
ands magnifying glass had to be procured to 
search for milling. Even then it could not be 
always found. 

The interence that was drawn by all except 
the ring men from tbis state of things was that 
the sinall, or “joker,” baliots had all been run 
through a box and thoreughly marked before 
election and then voted inside of larger 
Dallots or pitched in by the hancful. 
The large ballota were not marked, because 
the marking apparatus of that particular box 
did not work weil on that day. Of course that 
theory was not fully proved, but it appeared to 
be the only explanation that really ex- 
plained, As the count proceeded, toward the 
end of the string, it was seen that the 
stamp on the small pallot differed from 
that on the large ‘The type which 
tormed the stamps was clearly of two kinds. 
The letters were differently made, moreover, 
while between the words ** Jersey” and * City” 
onjthe small ballot there was a perfect ellipse; 
on the large bailots tnere were the outlines of 
a broken circle. This was proof positive that 
the ballota in this parlicular box were not all 
marked by the sume apparatus, 

The result of the recount of this box was to 
show a totalof 503 ballots, the same as the 
offigial return, but as agalust 258 pames on the 
poll list. The number given Stuhr was 70, 
against Gd in the oiiicial count. The num- 
ber 3, of small or “joker” ballots, all 
for McDonald, was 146. Tf all the 
small ballots were voted inside others it wouid 
still leave about 100 more yotes than names, 
but 1b 1s believed that frauds were practiced by 
other meens than **joker” ballots. It was gen- 
erally remarked that the showing indicated 
rottenness, and the suggestion was mado that 
all such precincts ought to be thrown out when 
the count was made. 

The Second Precinct of the First District 
showed a different state of facts. The number 
of votes indicated by the dial was 277; the of- 
flicial retura is 291; the names on.the poll book 
which were regularly written and numbered 
was 207; the certificute indicated 297. These 
discrepancies were not accounted for, and when 
tho string of ballots was taken outof the box a 
further complication appeared. ‘here were 
14 ballots loose in the box, 2 of which were reg- 
uiar size and 12 of which were ‘‘jukere.’”’ These 
had uever been struag, and part of them had 
not been punctured, milled, or stamped. No 
one could explain them. Examination of the 
ballots on the string showed a state of things 
directiy opposite to that existing in the first 
box. 

The large or regular ballots, Republican and 
Democratic, were nearly all pluiply wmailied, 
puoctured, and stamped. The marking apes. 
rutus on the box had apparently worked all 


right, but the ‘*joker’ pallots, which had 
been so plainly marked in the tirst box, 
were in this box hardly marked 


at all. With a few oxceptions they bore no 
sort of mark. Occasionally one would have a 
little mark near the edge as if it had gone 
through the marking apparatus nearly but not 
quite covered up. ‘The inference in this case 


was that the ‘“joker’ ballots for this 
recinct had been voted inside the 
urge ballots without any previous 
marking. There appeared to be no honest way 


that they could have been gotiuto the box. The 
result oi the couut of these ballots was: 82 for 
Stuhr, againat 81 in the official return, and 207 
for MeDonald, as in the official retura. The 
pumber of joker ballots was 25. 

The ballot box tor the Third Precinet of the 
First District showed Many irregularities and 
indications of fraud. The dial indicated 27 
when the box was opened. No poll book was 
found ip it, and the committee was obliged to 
procoed withoutit. The ee, sheet showed 322 
votes for McDonald, and 124 for Stuhr, which 
is the official vote. Three tickets, of which two 
were “jokers,” were loose in the box. After 
proceeding a little way with the count Chair- 
man Garduer called attention to the fact that 
the ballots bad been strung more than once. 
He asked if the box haa beeu opened before and 
the clerk said no, 

Proceeding further it was seen that the stamp 
on the tickets of regular #1ze was distinctly dii- 
ferent from the stamp onthe “joker” tcketea. 
Only one of the ** jokers’? was stamped in the 


same wsy as the regular ticket. The 
other “jokers” were stamped with dit- 
ferent type and bore an ellipse instead 


of the broken circle. The ink on the two kinds 
of tickets appeared to be different. Moreover, 
the regular tiokets were punctured in the cen- 
tre of the broken circle; the ellipse of thea 
“jokers” was not punotured in any case. This 
seemed to make it clear that the jokers wore 
prepared beforehand, and fraudulently put into 
the box. 

In some instances tickets were punctured 
and bore no other mark, as mixht have been 
the case if they had gone into the box folded 
within other tickets. Whén the count 
got above 211, the nundreds figure was 
dropped and tbe tickets appeared numbered 
simply as 12,13, 14, &o, up to near the end of 
that hundred. ‘'hat is an old trick and enabies 
the counters to drop out a eonsecutive hun- 
dred if they choose todo so. Other irregular- 
ities in the numbering also appeared. 

During the examination the question was 
raised whether the “ joker” ballots were openly 
used in the Jersey City election. Mr. Corbin 
Said so far as his personal knowleage went they 
Were not 80 used. Counselor Garretson thougnt 
they were openly used. The result ot the count 
was: McDonald, 321, and Stuhr, 125. There 
were 175 small or “joker” ballots. 

The examination goes on to-morrow.

SPECULATORS AT WORK AND A FULL 
SUPPLY WILL BE HAD. 


WHITEHALL, N. Y., Feb. 11.—Ten years ago, 
when the ice crop on the Hudson failed, 
the New-York dealers were first compelled 
to visit Lake Champlain. Several local 
speculators made some money at that time, 
and the present failure of the crop Das 
created the greatest excitement all 
along the lake. Ice men are arriving here on 
every train, and the fever of speculation is run- 
ning high. All sorts of combinations are being 
made—capital is combining with labor, and 
New-Yorkers will have ice if they have money 
to pay for it. 

The ice companies learned something when 
they were here before, and they are pursuing & 
different course this year. Then they were 
compelled to pay two prices for what they 
bought. The lumber dealers put up their prices, 
the farmers charged fancy prices for hay, and 


straw for packing purposés. Now the compan- 
ies are not putting up their own stocks—they 
are letting contracts to local men for ice put up 
in stacks and covered so that it will stand until 
summer. : 

While the excitement extends from Whitehall 
to Piattsburg, Whitehail is the main point. 
Contracts for no less than 100,000 tons have 
already been let in this place alone, and every 
day adds more contracts to the number. 

The ice is of good quality, fully ten inches 
thicx. The Mutual Benetit Iee Company of 
New-York has staked off a claim 200 feet wide 
by amile long. It is alongside the Delaware 
and Hudson Railroad cox) trestie. Slides have 
been built upon whieh the huge cakes are 
hoisted directly into the cars. About thirty cars 
aday are being shipped by this company at 
present. Next week they will begin shipping 
twenty cars a day to Philadelphia, and twenty 
cars to New-York. 

South Bay is the scene of the greatest activ- 
ity, however. ‘This is a great arm of Lake 
Champlain, two miles from Whiteball. There 
are no currents there, and the ice does not 
go out until late in the Spring. The bay 
is about five miles long and from a half to one 
mile wide. [ts snores are already dotted with 
piles of new lumber, and houses are being put 
up as rapidly as carpenters can put the lumber 
together. 

‘iheroe is a great demand for lumber, and the 
mills here cannot get it outfast enough. Labor 
also isin demand. ‘here are no idle men in 
this section if they desire to work. For hauling 
‘the ice in the channels, cutting, plowing, and 
guidiag, $1 50 per day is paid; tor inside work 
in Gare, $1 75 is paid. 

W. B. Eddy of Whitehall was one of the lucky 
speculators ten years ago, and he has secured 
some good contracts this year. He is putting up 
large quantities for the Knickerbocker Company 
ot New-York. He is operating here and also at 
Ticonderoga, where the company will aleo put 
up a big stock onjits own account. At Rouse’s 
Point F. W. Myers & Co. are shipping large 
quantities daily to the Mutual Benetit Ice Com- 
pany. 

Shipments are being made by railfrom Platts- 
burg, Port Henry, Putnam, Dresden, and Crown 
Point. At Larrabee’s Point, opposite Ticon- 
deroga, the Cheney Ice Company is making 
arrangements to put up 50,000 tons. Ex-Con- 
gressman Hi. G. Burleigh of Whitehall and the 
Hon. Smith M. Weed of Plattsburg expect 
to put up 100,00v tons near the same place, 
where Mr. Burleigh is a large real estate owner. 
They will erect an elevator, and have the latest 
improved machinery. The Knickerbocker Ice 
Company wiil begin shipping by railfrom Ticon- 
dersga as soon as it can complete its arrange- 
ments. 

GLENS FALLS, Feb. 11.— The recent cold 
weather has covered all the lakes and streams 
in Northern New-York with plenty of gooa 
clear-water ice. Persens in Sandy Hill have 
contracts with New-York dealers for 5,000 
tons. Ticonderoga men are cutting and stack- 
ing ice on Lake Champlain for New-York 
dealers. 

Iee is being cut all the way from ten to six- 
teen inches on lakes and streams in this vicin- 
ity. 

It is reported here that a Glens Falls firm 
has secured @ contract to furnish a firm of 





New-York dealers with 160,000 tons at 
$3 a ton. At Westport Lake Champlain 
wus not frozen over until yesterday. 


Now the waters of the lake are covered with a 
thick sheet of clear crystal-waterice. There 
is ice enough in Northern New-York to supply 
all the dealers in the city south of us.

LIVE MEXICAN TOPICS. 

MEXICco, Feb. 11.—The special commission ap- 
pointed by, the Government is making a care- 
ful study of the condition of the Mexican Na- 
tional Railway and will report to the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. 

It is rumored thatan attempt is being made 
to secure the privilege of building the Eads Ship 
Railway across the Isthmus of Tehuantepec by 


Mateo Clark, a large Chilian and Argentine oon- 
tractor now here. 

London advices announce the incorporation of 
several large companies, in which are interested 
some otf the leading financial people there. 
This bears out the predictions of well-informed 
local bankers that English capital will continue 
to pour in here during this year. 

General business is good and large orders are 
being received here from the interior. 

The International and Mortgage Bank, in 
which New-York capital is largely interested, 
will now begin active operations. Much inter- 
est attaches to the operation of this institation, 
as itis the first toissue notes based on actual 
bullion. 

The National Bank of Mexico is likely soon to 
raise the rate of discount, owing to the great 
demand and comparative scarcity of money, 
which is the principal feature of the financial 
situation. The country appears to have outgrown 
its supply of currency, and the continual ex- 

ortation of dollars as merchandise tends to 

eep the supply limited. It is not improbable 
that the Government will adopt general bank- 
ing laws, as the matter is under study.

Princess Lucy, aged seven months, and weigh- 
ing two pounds one ounce, was buried yester- 
day morning. The parents are Mr. and Mrs, 
Samuei Skipper. The father is a boilermaker, 
and well proportioned, and the motber ts of the 
average 81ze. They are in poor ciroumstan¢es, 
the father being out of work, and thelr baby 
girl had oceasioned so much comment that 
they were induced to place her on exhibition. 
It was one of twins, the mate, a male, baving 
died at birth. Monday was the first day of ex- 
bibition of this midget. It was 14 inches long. 
Its hand measured 11 Inches, the foot 1% 
inches, the ankle and wrist 144 inches.

She must have 
caught a cold on Monday, for on Tuesday she 
was dead.

MUCH RAPID TRANSIT TALK 


MR. BEEKMAN ORITIOISES THE 
FASSETT BILL, 
A SPAT BETWEEN HIM AND LAWYER 
BOARDMAN—ABRAM DISBECKER RE- 
APPEARS AFTER FOUR YEARS. 


ALBANY, Feb. 11.—The joint hearing before 
the Railway Committees of the Senate and 
House this afternoon produced several remark- 
able features. One of them was the reappear- 
ance in Albany of little Abram Disbecker, 
who has not been seen around legislative halls 
since tue memorable railway legislation of 
1884, which led to the exposure of Jake Sharp 
and the downfall of the Broadway Surface Rail- 
way conspirators. 

Ex-Corporation Counsel Beekman appeared 
in behalf of the Corporation Counsel of the city 
of New-York, Julian T. Davies for the elevated 
railways, William C. Trull for the surface roads, 
and Melville Smith for the defunct Arcade 
Road, Albert R. Boardman, of the law firm of 
Tracy, Boardman, Macfarland & Platt, ap- 
peared for the representative business firma. 
Senator Fassett sat alongside of Mr. Boardman 
to coach him at critical points. 

Mr. Beckman was the first speaker. He gave 
a history of rapid transit legislation, the law as 
it is, and dwelt upon the difficulties undor 
which the city of New-York labors wherever 
improved transit facilities are required. The 
Mayor's Rapid Transit bill had been drawn 
with the greatest care. Ho analyzea it in 
detail, section by section. Tho difficulty in 
obtaining Rapid Transit Commissioners he de- 
clared was that almost every man who was 
competent to serve was identified in some way 
with some railway corporation. Hence tbe 





necessity for having a couple of Commis- 
sioners who were not residents of New- 
York. He praised the Sinking Fund 


Commissioners, who, under the Mayor’s bill 
were to pass upon the work of the Rapid 
Transit Commissioners. All the meetings of 
this board are open. He did not think it wise 
to let the Common Council absolutely control 
legislation. Every one was familiar with the 
scandals that had taken place in the past in the 
granting of franchises. Thedanger of scandal 
by the Mayor’s bill had been redaced to a mini- 
mum. 

“IT oppose the Fassett bill,” be exclamed, 
‘on principle, The Ddill departs radically 
Irom every other kind of legislation. The Court 
of Appezxls bas held that a municipality has no 
power to create an exclusive frauchise ior 
railways.” 

Personally he had nothing to say against the 
Commissioners named in the Fassett bill. Lhey 
were ali educated and polished gentlemen, but 
the pena} of naming Commissioners in a bill 
was radically wrong. It was a violation of 
home rule. There was no public exigency for it, 
and it was a reversal of sound principle of leg- 
islation. : 

**If,” asked Mr. Boardman, ‘* Mayor Grant 
should appoint in the Ives bill the same Com- 
Miasioners named in the Fassett bill would you 
not regard it as all right?” 

“Ifwe had a despotism and made George 
Washington a despot would you not agree to 
despotism,” was Mr. Beekman’s retort. 

_“*Why does not the Mayor name his Commis- 
sioners in the bill?” inquired Boardman. 

‘Because it is in detianee of home rule,” an- 
swered Beekman. ‘One of the most vital de- 
tects of this bill is that it makes no provisions 
for the removal of the Commissioners, The 
law of 1875 gives the Mayor power to re- 


move the Commissioners after they have 
been given an opportunity to be heard. 
I don’t know whether the men who 


drew this bill meant this as un inadvertence 
or as intentional. In another respect this bill 
departs from all others of the same kind. By 
the law of 1875 all the plans must be com- 
pleted before the Commissioners certify to 
them. On that point this bill entirely fails. 
The bill 1gnores the rights of the local authori- 
ties and the rights of the abutting property 
ownere.”’ 

Mr. Beekman spoke for two hours and a half, 
and when he sat down Mr. Boardman sprang to 
his feet. 

“So then,” he exclaimed, “the opponents of 
this bill this afternoon are Mr. Beekman, who 
appears for Tammany Hall; Mr. Julien ‘f. 
Davies for the elevated railway companies, 
and Mr. Trull for the norse-car companies.”’ 

“Do youthink that is decent?’ exclaimed 
Mr. Beekman indignantly. ‘‘ lappear here, as 
I said before, in the interest of the Corporation 
Counsel, of the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common- 
alty of the olty of New-York, and I do not want 
any such injection as that proposed by Mr. 
Boardman injected into this hearing. I have 
no affiliation with Tammany Hall, and I do not 
think 1b the thing for a counsel to begin his re- 
marks by this personal attack.” 

Mr. Boardman read extracts from all the pa- 
pers published 1n New-York favoring the Fas- 
sett bill, and ashe finished Mr. Beekman sala: 
“Now, Mr. Boardman, you have told us whom 
we represent. I shouid like to know whom you 
represent. Is it Mr. Platt?” 

“I don’t represent Mr. Platt,” retorted Mr. 
Boardman. 

“Whom do you represent?” repeated Beek- 
man. ‘I will give you a minute or twoto think 
it over” 

“I represent,” said Boardman, ‘‘about fifty 
men, representative men, who have had signed 
& petition containing 5,000 names.” 

Reverting to the Mayors Rapid Transit bill, 
he said: **Why did the Mayor exciude Broad- 
way from the operations of his bill? The 
Legislature has passed the Arcade bill three 
times, and if rapid transitis sincerely desired 
in New-York, I do not understand why that 
thoroughfare should be exempt. One great 
benetit of our bill is that stock must be paid forin 
cash, You Can’t pay it in paper. Why is the 
Mayor’s bill silent on that important head? 
Under the Fassett bill you can’t turn the stock 
of the company over to a construction company 
which can sell the shares at 50 cents on the 
dollar, as was the practice under .the old 
condition of aifairs. We are willing that rapid 
transit shall take the best shape to mako it 
successful. We are willing that the Legislature 
shall appoint the best committee possible. We 
don’t propose, however, to put the whole thing 
in the hands of Tammany Hail. In his last 
message the Mayor declared that there was 
urgent need for rapid transit. The Commission- 
ers named under the Fassett bill consist of two 
Republicans, two Tammany Hal! men, and two 
County Democrats. These Commissioners rep- 
resent the best men in the city of New-York. Tt 
the Mayor is not satisfied with them let him 
say who he wants, and we will give him what 


be wants. have nothing against Mayor 
Grant, but a great deal against the 
system he represents. ‘Tammany is a 


great machine, which looks after its own fel- 
lows. That is why Mr. Crain was appointed 
Chamberlain, why Mr.Croker was made Chamber- 
lain, and why Mr. Gilroy, one of the ablest lead- 
ers in the organization, became Commissioner of 
Public Works. Is it fair to ask this Legislature 
to give to this Tammany Hall Mayor the au- 
thority to name Commissioners when never, 
with but one exception, has bs been known to 
appoint to office any man but a Tammany 
man?’ 

Julien T. Davies, the representative of the 
elevated railways, declared that he was not 
here in a position of unqualified opposition to 
these bills, but he hoped neither one 
would become a law until the elevated 
railways were sufficiently protected. He 
criticised the six Commissioners named 
in tne Fassett bill on the ground 
that not one of them was a railroad man. None 
of them knew anything about railroads except 
Mr. Canda, who was one of the Commissioners 
of 1875. There was an insutticient number of 
railroad men in the commission. 

‘Isn't that a recommendation for the bill,” 
asked Mr. Fassett, ‘‘on the ground that It ts 
impossible to find men who are not in some 
way involved in railway Watters?’ 

“You van find plenty of men who are well 
informed in railway matters without entang- 
ling alliances,” said Davies. “The Fassett 
bill treats us better than the Mayor’s bill. The 
pes would crush us out of existence. It 
wou 
and development.” 

W. C. Trull declared that the bill ought to be 
amended to protect veated rights. 

The hearing was then adjourned until next 
Tuesday, Feb. 18, at 2:30 o’clock.

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A MURDERER AT LARGE: 


THE MAN WHO KILLED GOUFFE THE 
PARIS BAILIFF. 


MONTREAL, Feb. 11.—Under the date Sept. 8, 
1889, there appears on tbe register of the 
Richelieu Hotel of this city the name “ FE. B. 
Van Aerd and daughter.” When that name 
was inscribed in the hotel register no one 
in Montreal knew that the man who 
wrete it was a murderer and a fugitive from 
justice, Tho man was Eyraud, the murderer of 
Gouffe, the Paris bailiff, and the woman his 
accomplice, Gabrielle Bonaparte. ELyraud, or 
Van Aerd, claimed to be traveling in the in- 
terest of bis house in Paris, and tnat he was 
then on his way to establish a branch at 
Vancouver, British Col umbia. 

Van Aerd was @ hail fellow well met and 
made several friends, to whom he introduced 
the woman who was traveling with him simply 
as ‘My daughter.” But it was to a bookseller 
that Van Aerd opened himself. He visited his 
store several times, always remaining to chat 
with the proprietor, Mr. Chapin. He began by 
lirat buying English gramniars for his daughter. 
Then he inquired tor the fetit Jour- 
nai of Paris, as his daughter was read- 
ing a seriat in that publication, and 
had, of course, been unable to finish 
it. It was not remarked then, Dut it has since, 
that at the very time Van Aerd expressed so 
much desire to furnish his daughter with the 
continuation of her serial story that that paper 
was publishing the history of the terrible crime 
of which he was the perpetrator. 

AS be was about to leave Montreal he had the 
bookseller forward himn succeeding numbers of 
the paper to a Vancouver hotel soon after he 
had left for Vancouver. 

About the end of January Van Aerd returned 
to Moutreal and registered at the same hotel. 
He was then alone. In tact his accomplice was 
at that time in Paris making her confession. 
He seems to have been aware of her move- 
ments. He only remainea here a few 
days, hardly leaving his room, only for meals. 
Ho§ received several cipher telegrams while 
here, which he said related to business in con- 
nection with his house in Paris, but which un- 
doubtedly warned him of Gabrielle D. Bona- 
Parte’s movements. 

On the lst of February he left by an early 
morning train for New-York, and 2 few days 
later proof arrived in Montreal connecting him 
a crime to which his accomplice has con-

PROVISIONS Or SENATOR 
CHANDLEWS BILL 
RESTRICTIONS THAT, IF ENFORCED, 


WILL DIMINISH THE NUMBER OF 
IMMIGRANTS WONDERFULLY. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 11.—Senator Chandler has 
prepared a bill to regulate immigration into tho 
United States, which will go for consideration 
to the special committee ot imwigration of 
which the authoris Chairman. It is a compre 
hensive measure, and is intended to include 
the best features of the various bills now pend- 
ing in Congress on the subject. 


‘ihe iirst soction provides that “no alien shail be 
aimitted into tha United States who is an idtot, in- 
sane, a paupor, or liable to become a pubtic charge, 
or who has been legally convicted of a felony, other 
infamous crime, or Misdemeanor involving moral 
turpitude; or who is ®& polygamist, Anarchist, or 
Socialist; or who is afilicted with auy loathsome or 
coubagious disease; or who has entered into con- 
tract, express or iunplied, oral or written, to 
periorm labor or service for any person, firm, 
company, or corporation in the United States 
or cdoing business therein; or who comes or 
undertakes to come ou a& prepaid ticket, 
or who recoives the money with which 
to prepay his passage, on & promise, understanding, 
oragreement to labur fer any person, firm, corm- 
pany, or corporation within the United States, ex- 
cept as provided in the Alien Labor aet of 1885, nor 
shall ang other alien Jaborers than those in said act 
excepted be admitted into the United States to 
labor fora limited time with the intention of re. 
turning, provided that this section shali not apply 
to prefessers in universities nor ministers of the 
Gospel. 

Section 2 provides that alion laborors may be ad- 
mitted whose passage is prepaid by the head of the 
lamily, or seme member thereof, proviously a rosi- 
dent of the United States, the person prepaying the 
pasvaye thereby becoming responsible fer the care 
oi the immigrant fer two years after his entry in 
cass ho becomes a public charge, : 

Section 3 provides that every person intending 
to oniigrate to the United States shall m4ke under 
oath & deciaration and schedule before the con- 
aular representative of the Cnitea States at the 
port from which he sails, that he is not prohibited 
Irom ontering the United states by any of the 
provisions of Section 1. The form of declaration 
is set forth in the bill; also the Dilauks to be used 
by the consular officers. This deciaration shall be 
returued, when executed, to the person making it, 
and shall constitute a prima facie right to enter 
the United states. With exceptions thereinafter 
noted, the bill provides that no navigation or trans- 
portation company shall transport or bring into 
the Unite! States any person net provided with 
this declaration. 

iy Seetion 7 it is provided that the previous pro- 
Visions of the bili shall not apply to aliens entering 
the Uuited States tor travel, pleasure, or temporary 
residence; bub such persons botore entering the 
United States shail make a declaration of their in-

for the Violation er evasion of this section. 

Scetion 12 sets out with the mode of procedure 
in case an alien’s declaration is attacked. ‘the 
proceedings shall be had before a Commissioner 
of the United States court, Whose decision shall 
be iiual, unless in his opinion some question is 
involved that should be heard vy tie court. He 
is authorized toorder the accused person to ce- 
part from the conntry, and iz the alien cannot pay 
tho cost of transportation the Marshal of the dis- 
trict is authorized to remove him at the exponse of 
the United States, 

Authority is given under Section 14 for the issu- 
ing of tomporary peroits to resiteuts of adjacent 
foreign countries Who have occasion frequently to 
Visit ihe United States. Section 13 imposes a pen- 
aliy of £1,000 (one-half to go to the informer) upon 
any person, tirm, company, or corporation in the 
United States who shail employ or attempt to em. 
ploy an alien 1p Violation of the provisions of this

To grant this would cost 
not to exceed $140,000,000, about the sum re- 
ceived for taxes on liquorand tobacco, ‘* Main- 
tain this tax,” said he, “pass the Service Pen- 
sion bill and Congress will be relieved of the 
pressure of private claims, Which now take so 
much time for consideration.”

IS FIRM ASSIGNS TO MAJOR 
EDWARD H. HOBBS. 
THE LIABILITIES PUT AT FROM $300,000 
To $400,000—BaD DEBTS IN HAYTI 
GIVEN AS THE CAUSE. 


Franklin Woodrutl and Frank W. Farnham, 
pomposing the firm of F. Woodruff & Co,, deal- 
ers in fish and salt at 202 Produce Exchange 
Building and Storage in Brooklyn, mado an as- 
signment yestarday to Eaward H. Hobbs. The 
firm gave preferences for $37,100 and Mr. 
Woodrutt made individual proferences for 
$26,300. 

The firm preferences are a3 follows: Execu- 
tors of the estate of Mrs. Harriet W. Starr, bal- 
ance of deposit made Deo. 31, 1884, $12,000; 
Florence Starr, balance of deposit since March 
1, 1883, $1,000; William G. Starr, balance of 
feposit Feb. 1, 1883, $13,000; Samuel M. 
Glover, batance of deposit Nov. 1, 1884, $4,000; 
Phebe J. Woodruff, for value of bonds of the 
Kings County Elevated Railroad and stock of 
the Empire Warehouse Company, loaned Sept. 
1, 1£89, and pledged by the firm as collateral, 
$5,500; Mary F. Lelaud, balance of deposit 
Jan. 1, 1888, $800; Arthur V. S. Woodruff, bal- 
ance of deposit June 1, 1889, $800. 

Mr. Woodrufi’s individual preferences are all 
for borrowed money, as follows: W. GQ. Starr, 
$4,000; estate of Harriet W. Starr, $10,000; 
Phebe J. Woodruff, $4,300; Albert P. Woodruff, 
$5,000; Sylvester W. Clark, $1,000; E. Nodiah 
Clark, $1,000; the Rey. Edgar F. Clark, $1,000. 
The Mesers. Clark reside at Staiford Springs, 
Coun. All the other preferred creditors are 
residents of Brooklyn. 

Franklin Woodraif, the senior partner and 
Capitalist of the firm, has been in the storage 
@ud salt and fish business many years. He was 
of the firm of Wuodruti & Robinson, which dis- 
solved March 1, 1875. He continued alone 
until May 1, 1876, when he formed the firm of 
Franklin Woodratl & McLean, the junior part- 
ner being Samuel McLean, the dry goods mer- 
chant. They dissolved partnership Jan. 2, 
1883, and were succeeded by the present firm. 
R. M. Winans was a partner but withdrew 
March 1, 1886, and Henry 8& Woodrull was ad- 
mitted to an interest Jan. 2, 1884. 

The firm importea salt trom Europe and the 
West Indies auc did a large tish export business. 
Mr. Woodruff is a very large individual owner 
of Brooklyn storage property, owning the Wood- 
ruff and l'ranklin stores. in March, 1887, he 
stated to Lradsilreet’s that the storage property 
‘belonging to the firm was worth about $1,100,- 
000 and was mortgaged for $450,000 and the 
investment netted $75,000 a year. The tirm be- 
Jongs to the Nagiouai Storage Company, the 
“Storage Trust.” it 1s said that the mortgage 
on the storage property is held by the Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, which loaned also 
550,000 more Sept. 3 last to Mr. Woodrui. Mr. 
Woodruff claimed a vapitalin business of about 
$600,000, but conservetive bankers regarded 
this amount as too high, and the firm, it is 
Bald, found coustderabdle difficulty in selling its 
paper lately. Most of the liabilities, it is said, 
‘fare due to the bunks for advances and also on 
discounted notes. 

A TIMEs re/orier saw Mr. Woodrnff last night 
this house, 106 Remsen-street, Brookiyn, but 
@ Would not speak of nis difticulties. sis as- 

Bignee, Major kdward H. Hovbs, was more com- 
miunicative. The assignment, Major Hobbs said, 
Was caused primarily by dir. Woodruff’s inabii- 
Aty to collecL about $200,000 due from mer- 
chants in Kkayn. These bills have beea payable 
for neariy two years. 

“Mr. Wocairuft,” said Major Hobbs, “was the 
argest handler of dried tish in the world, and 

is firm supplied the island of Hayti with that 
commodtiy. He has veen unable to collect his 
Dilis there, and so his money bas been tied up. 
in addition, he locked up a great deal of cash 
wheu he tixed up his warehouses and leased 
om tv the Empire Warehouse Compauy or 
eudt.” 

Major ‘Hobbs could give no firsures in connec- 
tion with Mr. Woodrulf’s aceounts, but said that 
he supposed be owed something like $300,000 
or $400,000. ‘ibe assets, he felt certain, would 
exceed this, but he had no detinite knowledge 
On the subject. 

* People will say,” he went on, “that Mr. 
Woodralt has spent money in politics, put that 
is notse, ‘nis assigomeutis a bona fide busi- 
bess transachon.”’ 

A proimiuent Brooklyn lawyeratarted a rumor 
that Woodruil’s assignment would be found to 
have something to do with the fact that he was 
on“ Ai” Daggett’s bond for the performance of 
the latter’s postal card contract to the extent of 
$50,000. This seatieman said that there was a 
stroug probability that Daggett would be de- 
clared io have forfeited his coutract on account 
of the poor quality of cardboard he is turnish- 
ing the Government. Daggett’s iong stay in 
Washington, he said, was m reference to that 
matter. If such a thing is done Woodruff would 
jose ut least a portion of the penalty of his 
bond. Major Hobbs was questioned about this, 
but he denied that the story had any founda- 
tion. 

“T don’t believe it,’ hesaid. When asked if 
Buch 2 method was not the only way in which 
Woodruff could get off the bond, he admitted 
thatit was. It is an open secret that for weeks 
Woodrulf has been endeavoring to get out of 
his reaponsibility for Dagyett, and that the 
authorities in Washington have refused to let 
him of. 

“Or course,” said Major Hobbs, “when the 
Government tinds that Daggett bas an insolvent 
man on his bond, steps will be taken to compel 
him to get some one to replace that insolvent. 
But stch wus not Mr. Woodrutt’s motive in 
making this assignment.”

FUNERAL OF MR. HAUSELT. 


TWO THOUSAND PERSONS ATTEND THE 
SERVICES AT ST. MATTHEW’S. 


Two thousand persons attended the funeral 
services of Charles Hauselt, held yesterday 
afternoon in St. Matthew's Church, of which he 
was & member for a quarter of a century. There 
were not cnough seats to accommodate all who 
desired to remain until the benediction, and 
several aged Germans were s0 much overcome 
by the close atmosphere that they had to be 
assisted to the open air. 

The Rev. John H. Seiker officiated, assisted 
by the Rev. A. Feth. ‘The former preached a 
sermon in German and the latter spoke In teng- 
lish, and both paid eloquent tributes to the 


memory of the dead man. There was a special 
musical service for the occasion. While the 
coffin was being oarried Into the charch an 
adagioin C minor, composed by C. Rinck, was 
played on the organ. The congregation sang 
one stanza of the old hymn which was a favor- 
ite of the dead man, ** Wer Weiss Wie Niahe Mir 
Mein Ena.” After the addresses the choir sang 
**Blessed Are They who Die in the Lord,” to 
music by J. G. Heinrich. While tbe friends 
were passing by the coffin the organist played 
a funeral march in C minor, by Alexander Guil- 
mant 

On the lid of the casket was placed the deco- 
ration bestowed upon Mr. Hauselt in 1886 by 
Emperor William. Several of the floral de- 
signs were remarkable in size, and included 
tokens from the German Society, the Lieder- 
krauz, the [rish Emigration Society, and frienas 
in Castle Garden. 

The honorary bearers were Carl Schurz, Os- 
wald Ottendorfer, ox-President Krutina of the 
German Liederkranz, Ernest Steiger, Secretary,

THE FREE ART LEAGUE. 


THE WORK IT IS DOING OUTLINED AT 
ITS ANNUAL MEETING. 


Tho annual mecting of the National Freo Art 
League was held last evening in the hall of the 
University Building in Washington-sguare. The 
matin subject under discussion was the abolition 
of the tariff on worls of art. Messrs. J. Carroll 
Beckwith, William A.-Coffin, and Kenyon Cox, 
who, on Dec. 30, appeared before the Commit- 
tee of Ways and Means at Washington, on be- 
half of the league, submitted their report in 
which they said that their efforts were attended 
with good results, 

Count Keratry of Paris, who isin this country 
as the representative of the French Govern- 
mentin the interest of an international copy- 
right law, and also to represent the French lit- 
erary and artistic societies in tho advancement 
of the cause of free art, spoke at length upon 
the subject. The repeal of the tariff on works 
of art here, he thought, would be a good thing 
in its influence on France, because France 
might take up America’s example, were it con- 
tinued, and enact retaliatory taritfs on all 
American products. 

Various plans were suggested by Messrs. 
George De Forrest Brush, Robert V. V. Sewell, 


Richard Watson Gilder, Kenyon Cox, F. Rou- 
del, and Eliphalet Andrews, Prinoipal of the 
Corcoran Art School of Washington, by which 
the results sought might be obtained. 

After the discussion the old Executive Com- 
mitteo was re-elected by acclamation. The Na- 
tional Free Art League now numbers about 
twelve hundred members, at least nine hundred 
of whom are artists from every portion of the 
Union. 

Tt was announced during the moeting that a 
bili had been prepared to be presented to Con- 
gress for the repeal of the obnoxious tax. The 
members of the league say that heretofore 
their efforts to reduce taxation have been met 
with the objections of protective industries, 
but in this case that opposition is withdrawn.

SOME OF THE PIECES DISPOSED OF AT 


THE BARLOW SALE, 


The sale of ceramics which belonged toS. L. 
M. Barlow was continued yesterday in the 
American Art Galleries, and included the fam- 
ous How-Qua-Forbes Sang de Bout vase, about 
which so much bas been written aad said. The 
price which it brought was very much of a dis. 
appointment, the vase, after half a dozen bids, 
being knocked down to William Friend of this 
city for $900. Mr. Friend declared that his pur- 
chase was for another, the actual buyer being a 
resident of the West, “ between San Francisco 
and Chicago,” but further particulars Mr. 
Friend would not give. 

Mr. Friend also bought, for the same princi- 
pal, the figure of the “ Dead Christ” in ivory 
which was purchased in Pisain the first half of 
the seventeenth century by Jacob Meerman, a 
diamond merchant of Holland, and, accord- 
ing to the catalogues, ‘* was believed to be the 
g200 of the nmmortal Cellini.” This brought 

The sale yesterday afternoon was confined 
principally to Chinese ceramics, and in the even- 
ing to engravings, water colors, and paintings, 
in the afternoon the prices received were 
very good, the purchasers betne prineipalliy 
cealers. ‘There were a great many examples of 
Yung Cheng porselain, and a few tine sveci- 
mens of Ming. Plates wore in a decided ma- 
jority. There were 270 lots sold, bringing in 
the neizhborhood of $6,000. The most 
notable pieces, other than those mentioned, 
were a missionary vase, shagreen body 
and European landscape panels, twenty 
inches : high, $100; a similar one, which 
was declared to be perfect, $160; an enamel 
vase of intricate work, landscape panels, $100; 
white vase with greon dragon, 19 inches high, 
$148; imperial yellow vase, decorations in re- 
lief, 24 inches high, $100, and a female figure 
in ivory, Italian of the sixteenth century, 1345 
inches bigh, $155. YVhis and anivory-carved 
tankard which brought $150 wero bought by 
D. Appiston. 

Among the other purchasers were Mr. Pratt 
of Brooklyn, Miss Bosworth, C. E. Anderson, 
and James Pendieton. 

The picture sale in the evening was only 
moderately well attended, the buyers, as in the 
afternoon, boeing principally dealera. ‘There 
were fifty-seven lots bringing about $2,700.

JOHN A. FOSTER DEAD. 


THE SAD FATE OF A ONCE BRILLIANT 
LAWYER AND A BRAVE GENERAL. 


Gen. John A. Foster, a lawyer whose office 
was at 229 Broadway, died of heart disease 
Monday nightin the rear of 1,784 Broadway, 
a two-story frame building behind the insar- 
ance office of Hermann Albert, who was his 
Orderly when he was a soldier. His end was 
extremely sad, as he was alone, and the place 
was about as dreary a2 one as can be found in 
New-York. 

Gen. Foster, who is rememberod as a brilliant 
and honest advocate and a brave soldier, had 
been mentally irresponsible since 1887. Two 
yoars ayo, without reason, he abandoned his 
young wife and their two daughters and wan- 
dered about aimlessly, lodging at haphazard. 
In September Albert permitted bim to stay in 
the rear of his office on chairs covered with an 
army blanket. Monday, Gen. Foster complained 
toat he felt ill, and Albert remained with him 
until 10 P. M., when he went asleep in a chair. 
Yesterday, at 11:30 A. M., when Albert opened 
his office, he drew aside a canvas screen, which 
separated it from the back room, and saw his 
former commander dcad on the floor. 

Deputy Coroner Donlin gave a permit for the 
removal of the body to an undertaker’s. The 
interment will be at Woodlawn Cemetery on 
Thursday. Whenayoung man Mr. Foster at- 
tained prominence as a lawyer and a campaign 
speaker for the Republican Party. When the 
war broke out he organized the One Hundre 
and Seventy-fifth Regiment of volunteers, an 
went to the frout with it as Major. He became 
its Colonel, and for conspicuous bravery at Port 
Hudson was gazetted Brigadier General. Sub- 
sequently he was Assistant Judge Advocate 
General under Secretary Stanton, and held that 
position at the close of the war. He returned 
to practice law in New-York, and subsequently 
became Assistant United States Distriet Attor- 
ney, and was a member of the law firm of Fos- 
ter, Glassey & Thomas, 

Mrs. Foster, who is now a city missionary, 
heard of her husbana’s death while on mission- 
ary Visits, and came to the dingy place where 
he died with a large bouquet of roses and other 
flowers. While giving her testimony to Dr. 
Donlin she falnted away, and excited much 
sympathy.

COOL, BURKL’S DEFENSE. 


A SINGULAR STORY OF MISGUIDED CON- 
FIDENCE, IF TRUE. 


SAN Josh pr Costa Rica, Feb. 1.—Col. Edward 
A. Burke, formerly State Treasurer of Louisiana, 
and now wanted in New-Orleans to answer s6- 
rious charges connected with the alleged ques- 
tonable manipulation of certain State coupons 
during his official term, has been some time in 
Central America engaged in forming a syndi’ 
eate to develop the rich mining concession 
which he secured ut the hands of President 
Bogran of Honduras some years ago. His visit 
here would appear to have been a successful 
one, a8 he is accompanied by the chief engineer 
of a prominent English mining company, for- 
morly operating in South Africa, which with a 
capital of £150,000 has been reorganized for 
the express purpose of taking in hand Burke's 
concession. A full staff of assistants came with 
thom; some machinery has already arrived, and 
a numberof expert miners are expected from 
California by the next steamer. 

Col. Burke brought with him and has placed 
upon deposit in a Tecucigalpa bank for account 
of the enterprise £50,000 in coin. The corre- 
spondent of the Press News Association met 
him at the office of the Hotel Americano just 
as he registered his name, 

“Yes, you May announce by authority,” said 
he, “that I shall not return to the United 
States for some months. My presence is re- 
quired here. [ must discharge my obligations 
to Honduras and to Gen. Kogran, to whom my 
word was pledged to develop these concessions 
standing in my naine; also to those in England 
who have made large advances and freely in- 
vested their money upon my personal repre- 
sentations, When this enterprise is well under 
way, however, 1 shall return to the Creseent 
City to give sowe attention to private matters.” 

“Have you no statemeat to make, Colonel, 
with reference to the charges preferred against 
you there ?”’ ‘ 

‘No; here, none! Itis purely a judicial ques- 
tion, largely complicated by political ant- 
inosity, and can only be explained in America, 
where [ can meet fuce to race those who have 
made the attempt to ruin my reputation. [ am 
placed in a puinful situation, it is true, but I 
must bear all the odium foratime. Meanwhile 
I shall do my duty as I understand it.” 

An old Louisianian, a friend of Col Burke, 
was met later, and was more eommunicative. 
This gentleman now occupies a confidential po- 
sition on President Bogran’s staff, but was 
formerly ini Burke’s employ at New-Orleans, 
where the alleged fraud is claim to have beon 
perpetrated in the State Treasurer’s oliice. In 
reply to inquiries he said: 

*“*Whatever was done was from purely patri- 
otic purposes, and Burke’s hands are morally, 
if not legally, clean. It was done to tide the 
exp osition over a critical period in its financial 
affairs under peculiar circumstances and with 
supposed ample guarantees. And when the 
story is laid bare in court a jury cannot be 
found in New-Orleans which will convict my 
friend of any great crime, especially as 
several high State and eity officiale, his col- 
leagues at the time, were equally implicated 
and fully indorsed the scheme whereby, under 
assurance made by one or two leading bankers 
and several of the wealthier prometers of the 
exposition that everything should be made 
zood, Burke, to save the fair a crash and New- 
Orleans the disgrace of its failure, reluctantly 
permitted the placing as collateral of certain 
papers, as a mere matter of form, in other than 
the State Treasury safes. 

“And if Kaward A. Burke must go to jail in 
the end,” continued the speaker, “he will not 
occupy the prison coll alone. These ungrateful 
wretones, who after they had led him into their 
power made @ soapegoat of him for political 
purposes, may also—a tew of them, at least— 
have the opportunity to wear striped suits at 
the State’s expense.” 








BALLOT KEFORM IN JERSEY. 





THE LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE GIVES 
ITS FIRST HEARING. 


TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 11.—The special commit- 
tee on ballot reform held its first public meet- 
ing in the Senate Chamber after the adjourn- 
ment of the houses this afternoon. 

J. T. Altemus presented a series of petitions 


from labor organizations and ballot-reform as- 
sociations. 

Ex-Assemblyman Kane (Democrat) of New- 
Brunswick spoke for the exclusively official 
ballot and its distribution by sworn officers of 
the law within the polling places. 

R. Wayne Parker spoke for the Newark Board 
of Trade and presented its memorial urging a 


registry system that will enable an investiga- 
tion of the list before the voting begins, elec- 
tion officers chosen by the people, simpler and 
quicker means of contesting elections and re- 
counting votes, reforms that were not embraced 
in the Australian system of voting. 

The committee will meet again to-morrow. 

Gov. Abbett sent a sealed envelope marked 
“Nominations” to the Senate this afternoon. 
When the seal had been broken in executive 
session it was found that he nad renominated 
Judges Van Syckle and Scudder for new terms 
on the Supreme Court Bench and had thus set- 
tiled the whole of the judiciary question. Gov. 
Greeno bas now no chance of climbing to the 
bench unless he waits for Chief Justice Beas- 
ley’s shoes two years hence. 

Mayor Cleveland’s bill, juggling into his own 
hands the powers that seemed on its faee to be 
given to three Commissioners to build a new 
City Hall in Jersey City, has been recalled by 
Senator McDonald from the House tor amend- 
ment or indefinite postponemnet. The grasping 
nature of this act was expesed in THE New- 
YORK TiMES of Monday. Senator McDonaid 
says that Mayor Cleveland asked him to intro- 
duce the bill, explaining that it merely supplied 
some little defects in the original bill for the 
erestion of the new City Hall. 

Mr. Boyle (Democrat) has also withdrawn a 
second vicious bill, to which THE New-York 
TIMES has drawn attention. It is that which 
divested the Jersey City Board of finance of 
the power of concurrence in the action of the 
Street and Water Board of the city. 











ITS PRINTERS STRUCK, 
AND NOW THE PHOTOGRAVURE COM- 
PANY WILL DROP THE UNION. 


The members of the Roller Association of 
Plate Printers who have been employed by the 
Photogravure Company of 137 West Twenty- 
third-street are outon strike. When the com- 
pany moved to its present quarters from Brook- 
lyn a mooth ago, it applied to the union for 
more men. As the union failed to meet the de- 
mands made upon it, the Grand Master wag 
notified that the company would be obliged to 
secure printers elsewhere, and a young man 
not a member of the union was employed. 
Then the union sent several men, Who were also 
given employment. 

Matters ran on smoothly until a few days ago 
a walking delegate called on the firm and per- 
emptorily ordered the discharge of the non- 
union man. On Monday the delegate called 
again, and upon the refusal of the company 
to comply with his demands he ordered the 
union men out, and they auit work. Mr. Ed- 
wards, Manager of the concern, said yesterday 
toa TIMES reporter: ‘We will not submit to 
the unjust demands of the union men and are 
rapidly filling their plaves with good men who 
are not above working beside & non-union man, 
which was the reason given by the delegate for 
the strike. We have a large amount of con- 
tract work on hand which must be finished, and 
the action of the union men in quitting with un- 
finished work on hand has ocoasioned us much 
loss. Hereafter we will not be bound by any 
association, but wiil continue to pay union 
prices to our employes, whether union men or 
not.”’ 











DIXEY ON THE RAOK. 

Comedian Henry E. Dixey was examined in 
supplementary proceedings yesterday in the 
City Court, before Judge Van Wyck, to discover 
ifhe had enough available assets to satisfy a 
judgment of $220 46, which was obtained 
against him Oct. 21,1889. Arthur L. Briggs ts 
the holder of the note. 

Mr. Dixey testified that since the suit had 
been begun he bad paid $100 on the note, and 
that he intended to pay the rest. All the reve- 
nue he now had was froma percentage of the 
receipts of ‘‘Yhe Seven Ages.” He received 10 

er cent. on the groas weekly receipts up to 
$4,000, 20 per cent. on the next $2,000, and 
3315 per cent. on all weekly receipts over 
$6,000. His income amounted to about $300 a 
week, out of which he had to provide for his 
wite and two children ana his mother. He 
had to pay Mr. William Gull, the author of 
the play, $100 a week, he aliowed his wife and 
onilares $100, his mother #50, and to his dresser 
at the theatre he paid $20. His own necessary 
expenses amounted to $75 a week. Judge Van 
Wyck denied a motion to punish the actor for 
contempt in having disobeyed a former order of 
the Court. 





TO THE BOTTOM OF THE WELL. 

While two laborers were clearing the tracks 
of the horse railroad in Duane-street, opposite

THE BANK-WRECKING PLOT 


PROGRESS OF CLAASSEN’S EX- 
AMINATION. 

SCOPE OF THE INVESTIGATION 

UNFORTUNATELY LIMITED—COLSON 
AND HEPBURN TESTIFY. 


Piece by piece, with much repetition and 
frequent halts and delays, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Mitchell is worming out of the 
actors in the remarkable bank-wrecking case, 
and the almost as remarkable reconstruction 
of those banks, the facts that have been so 
studiously withheld from the public. 

Tho Distriét Attorney is hampered exceed- 
ingly by the narrow bounds to which the pres- 
ent invostigation is limited. The testimony 
thus far adduced is sufficient to satisfy any 
reasonable and unprejudioed person that the 
raid on the Sixth National Bank was the result 
of a conspiracy. 

The District Attorney’s questions led up nat- 
urally to important facts in the conspiracy, 
and these scem upon the point of revelation 
when it is found that the fact has no direct in- 
culpating connection with the offense with 
which Accomplice P. J. Claassen stands speeitic- 
ally charged, and therefore the line of inquiry 
has to be abandoned, and some other of the 
many tangled threads of the conspiracy has to 
be taken up. If the charge were conspiracy, 
and the actual conspirators were all charged 
with it, the District Attorney would have the 
whole field of the crime, if crime it was, open 
to him, and every witness eould be compelled 
to tell his whole story of the affair. 

Conrad N. Jordan appeared long enough yes- 
terday morning to explain tnat he had “ forgot” 
the statement he was to produce, having inad- 
vertently left it at the Equitable Bank. He 
desired, furthermore, to say that he had ex- 
amined the transcription of his testimony of the 
day before and found it full of contradictions 
and mistakes, With the privilege of counsel 
he would make the proper corrections and 
write out his testimony as itshould be and 
submit it under the same solemnity of the 
original e@xamination-that of an oath. He 
would prepare a tabulated statement of the 
securities taken from the Sixth National Bank, 
all particulars relating to the stocks and bonds, 
their amounts, to whom sold, and what was 
done with the proceeds. This statement he 
would prepare irom information which he 
would receive from three persons. A fourth 
source he could not control, but, having the ex- 
planation of the three, the facts relating to the 
fourth source could be made from inference 
and deduction. 

Cashier Colson was the next witness. Beyond 
what has already been revealed be added but 
little to the present stock of knowledge relating 
to the affair. In substance be testified that 
when the checks ror $60,000 each to John Sat- 
terlee & Co., James A. Simmons, and Pell, Wal- 
lack & Co. were made out by him in obedience 
to the orders of President Claassen he askeii 
Claassen what kind of security he was going to 
receive. Claassen said: “Oh, New-York Cen- 
trals and Delaware and Lackawannas and other 
stufi that’s just as good.”’ Claassen took the 
checks and the notes and went out with them 
immediately. This was Jan. 22. On Jan. 
Claassen brought the notes back without 
the collaterals. On Jan. 25 or 27 he brought in 
now notes with the wild-cat securities pinned 
to them and took up the original notes. ‘The 
checks the witness did not see again until they 
were presented for payment. The Pell, Wal- 
lack & Co. check came back from the Wesiern 
National Bank bearing the indorsements otf 
Pell, Wallack & Co. and Meyer, Moore & Co. 
This latter irm-is composed of Arthur L. and 
Philip L. Meyer and John Moore. Philip L. 
Meyer was a large stockholder and Director in 
the Lenox Hill Bank, and Arthur L. Meyer is a 
stockholder in the Equitable Bank. They are 
the sons of Siegmund ‘I. Meyer, with whom 
they are in partnership in the real estate bwal- 
ness at 7 Broadway. 

No authority was formally conferred by the 
Board of Directors on Claassen or anybody else 
to assign the securities of the Sixth National 
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the National Park Bank. 
authority was so given Mr. Colson did pot 
know. He did not Know whether Claassen re- 
ecsived any of the proceeds of the three sixty- 
thousana-dollar checks. 

“Now, Mr. Colson,” asked Gen. Foster, *‘ you 
examined the securities that were handed you 
by Mr. Ciaassen with these notes and remarked 
that they were sufficient, did you not?’ 

“No, Sir,” was the emphatic response. 

“Did you not say after looking them over 
that they appeared to be all right?” 

“No, Sir.” 

“Did you not in some way express an opinion 
to the effect that the securities were sautisfac- 
tory ?”’ 

*T did not.” 

Bank Examiner A. B. Hepburn told the story 
of his doings on tbe tirst day of bis connection 
with the atlair. He first examined the state- 
ment book, which showed what the bank’s as- 
sets should consist of on that day. It called for 
stocks and bonds of the par valusof $1,355,000. 
Ot these $1,000 in stocks and $40,000 in bonds 
were in the Dauk; the balance was said to be in 
the vaults of the National Park bank. Leaving 
his assistant to count the cash and examine the 
otber assets in the bank, he went with Cashier 
Colson to the National Park Bank, where they 
found $56,000 in stock and $636,000 in bonda, 
leaving $622,000 of seourities missing. These 
were accounted for by the receipt of Pell, 
Wallack & Co. Claassen was sent for, and after 
a time he came to the vauit, and wituess told 
him there were $622,000 of the Sixth National’s 
securities missing. Turning to Colson, Claassen 
asked: 

* You have shown him the receipt, have you 
not?’ Colson replied that he had, and witness 
said to Claassen: “This is a large umount of 
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very valuable securities, and the tirm whose re- 
ceipt you hold for them has notavery good 
financial reputation. I cannot accept their re- 
ceipt 48 a good asset. You will have to recover 
the securities or turn over the cash equivalent 
of them right away.” They went to Pell, Wal- 
lack & Co.’s, where Pell said abouts $400,000 vo? 
the stock had been sold and checks for $382,000 
had been sent to the bank. The balance, he 
said he would get and return. Hepburn offered 
to go with him and get them, but to this Pell 
objected, saying that Kilduff had the memeoran- 

um of them, where they were and what they 
were, and he would secere them. They (Hep- 
burn and Colson) went to lunch, and on their 
return to the National Park vaults were met by 
Claassen with some of the bonds, and after a 
time Pell came ir with more.

THE CHARTER ADOPTED BY A GOOD 
MAJORITY. 


PITTSFIELD, Mass., Fen. 11.—Pittsfield voted 
to adopt the gity charter to-day by 146 major- 
ity. The vote stood 932 in favor of it to 786 
against it, making 1,718 votes in all, whieh is 
only a few more than half. tho number of legal 
votersintown. The best friends of the charter 
wero greatly surprised at this result, for they 
had expected that it would be defeated. The 
enemies of the charter blame theinselves be- 
cause they did not work harder. 

Thera were scores on the strect peddling 
ballots, and the charter, which is printed in 
pamphlet form, was thoroughiy discussed. A 
little after noon the discussion became cxceed- 
ingly warm between the opposing factions, but 
there was no trouble, either on the street or in 
the hall. 

The charter is considered by leading Demo- 
crats as a@ partisan document in favor of the 
Republicans. It was found, however, that the 
Democrats, who have a majority 1n the town of 
about four hundred, in many cases voted for its 
adoption. The operatives in the woolen mills 
of Russell & Co., the Pontoosuc Mill, Bel Air, 
and at Barkerville voted for it almost unan- 
imously. This was @ great surprise to the 
Democratic leaders. it is claimed to-night that 
the heaviest taxpayers voted against the 
charter. 

The opponents of the charter issued a fiam- 
ing circular yesterday, which had at the head 
“Vote Against the City Charter.” It stated 
that a City Government would increase the bur- 
den of taxation; thatthe citizens would have 
to give up control of the finances, and that is 
would be of no benefit to the laboring men. 

The present Board of Selectmen will immedi- 
ately divide the town into seven Wards, a!- 
though the charter does not go into ellect until 
next January.

With a unanimity that was romarkable in 
view of the charges of partisanship existing in 
the composition of the Worla’s Fair Committee, 
the General Committee, at its mecting yester- 
aay afternoon in the Chamber of Commerce, 
without one dissenting voice or the shadow of 
B single protest, adopted a report and resolu- 
tions that indubitably fix the responsibility for 
the injection of partisan politics into World’s 
Fair matters on Thomas C. Piatt.

er the subject were appointed by the Senate and by 
the House. 

“On the llth of January there was a public 
hearing at Washington before the Senate com- 
qmittee, which was attended by nearly one hundred 
leading citizens of New-York. The reasons why 
the fair shoulda be held In New-York were ably 
and forcibly presented, and, among other things, 
the committee was assured that, in addition to 
the private subscriptions of over $5,000,000, the 
city of New-York was willing to expend $10,000,000 
in providing a site and bulidings for the fair. 

“On the same day the first draft of a bill prepared 
by the Committee on Legislation for introduction 
in the New-York Legislature was given to the 
public through the New-York newspapers. This 
pill was so framed as to authorize the expenditaore 
of $10,000,000 by the city through the agency of a 
gi of Exhibition Commissioners named in the

“This bill was afterward submitted to the heads 
of all the oy departments, and was perfected in 
pursuance of sucgestions from them and from the 
Counsel] to the Corporation, and from numerous 
other gentlemen familiar with similar legislation. 
It was introduced in both houses of the Legis- 
lature on the 24th of January. It was passed by 
the Assembly without amendment, but was amena- 
ed in the Senate by the addition of twenty-two 
other names to the list of Exhibition Commission- 
ers, The Assembly refused to concur in the amend- 
ment, apd a conference committes has been ap- 
pointed which has not yet reported.

“The same opinions wero expressed in the other 
metropolitan journals and by t a ee throughout 
the State, irrespective of party. No public dissent, 
aud, 48 far a3 We know, Do private disseut was ever 
heard. The same names were incladed as corpo- 
rators in the bill introduced in Congress, which was 
made public early in December, and no one of any 
party dissented from their appointment. The same 
names were published in the first draft of the bill 
for the State Legislature on the 11th of January, 
and in that respect the bill which actually came be- 
fore the Legislature a fortnight later remained pre- 
cisely the same. During that fortnight not a word 
of objection was heard to the constitution of the 
cominission.

“That the interests of the Republican Party can- 
not suffer from the commission thus congtituted, 
we have had, and still have, the public and privato 
testimony of Chauncey M. Depew, who was the 
choice of the Republicans of New-York for Presi- 
dent in the last National Convention; of Warner 
Miller, who was the last Repablican candidate for 
Governor; of Cornelius N. Bliss, who was untila 
fow months ago the Chairman of the Republican 
State Committeo; of Alonzo B. Cornell, who was 
once the Republican Governor of New-York; of 
Joel B. Erhardt, who was the last Republican 
candidate fot Mayor, and is now Collector of the 
Port, an@ of Klihu Root, who was lately the Presi- 
dent of the Republicaa County Committee; aud not 
one Republican of the city of New-York has ever 
been heard to say a word to the contrary. 

“We now aflitm for ourselves, and representing 
the expressed opinions uf your Committee on Legis- 
lation and your Executive Committees, both Repub- 
licans and Democrats, that the commission named 
in the original bill, aa passed by the Assembly, is a 
fair, non-partisan, and representative commission; 
that itis by its constitution, and by the character 
ot the men who compose it, gbdsolutely incapable of 
perverting the great trust with which it would bo 
invested to partisan purposes, and that it is by in- 
telligence, experience in affairs, and personal in- 
tegrity beyond and above the reach of any partisan 
scheme. 

“Weare satisfied that neither the Republican 
nor the Democratic members of that commission 
would be willing to serve as members of a body de- 
voted to the purposes of either pariy. 

“We are of the opinion that to chango the com- 
mission thus constituted from a non-partisan toa 
Repubiican Commission, would be a violation of 
the rights of the citizens of New-York who have 
contributed their money and their efforts to this 
enterprises without respect to party, would bea 
violation of the principles upon which the onter- 

tise Ought to be conducted, and would and should 

e fatal to New-York’s prospects of success in 
obtaining the necessary legislation by Congress. 

‘“‘Wethink that if the people of Now-York aro 
satisfied with the conduct of the men who have rop- 
resented them thus tar and who have litted the en- 
terprise above tho plane of partisan politics—if the 
people consider that these men fitly represent them 
and wish that representation and that method of 
transacting their business to continue—they should 
now express their wish through you an call upon 
the Legislatare of the State to permit them to ex- 
pend their own money for their own purposes 
through the agents of their own selection, 

“It may wollbe that tne true facts have been 
misrepresented to members of the Legislature, 
that the differences which existin that body may 
have resuited, in a great measure, from misappre- 
hension, and that a clear and unmistakable expres- 
sion of the opinions and wishes of the people of the 
eity may produce harmonyin Albany and meet 
with ready acauiescence. 

“This committee havein their deliberations ap- 
proached the subject intrusted to them impressed 
with the gravity of the situation with which they 
were called upon to dea}, and with overy dispoai- 
tion to do allin their power to relieve the oxisting 
situation of affairs. The fullest consideration of 
the matter has resulted in the tirm conviction that 
to depart from the safe line upon which the enter- 
prise has thus far proceeded, not ouly would not ad- 
vance the prospect of success, but would result in 
absolute and merited failure.” 


NO USE FOR PARTISAN POLITICS. 

As Mr. Root finished reading this report the 
enthusiasm of the mecting, which had been 
gradually increasing, burst forth in earnest ap- 
plause. When he conid make himself heard 
again Mr. Root stated that the sub-committee 
had prepared the following resoiutions, which 
he submitted to tho meeting: 


Resoltved—First, that the statement presented un- 
der the direction of the Execative Committees bo 
and is adopted as setting forth tho views and opin- 
ions of this committees and of thé people of the city 
of New-York, whom we represent. 

Seoond—We protest against the injection of par- 
tisan polities ibto the conduct of the great enter- 
prise to whioh our citizens of all parttes have con- 
tributed their money and their labor for public 
good and not for party use, 

Third—We call — the Legislatureof the State 
to permit the city of New-York to expend its own 
mouey for this, its own public purpose, through the 
agents in whose selection its citizens of all varie- 
ties of political opinion are agreed. 

Fourth—We reguest every represantative of the 
city of New-York 1b the Senate and m the Assem- 
bly faithfully and earnestly to present these views 
and opinions to the Legislature, to insist upon 
them, and to vote in accordance with them. 

Fitth—Th Secretary is instructed to print and 
seyd to each member of the Legislature a copy of 
thése resolutions and of the statement mentioned in 
and adopted by the trst resolution. 


WARNER MILLER INDORSES THE REPORT. 

These resolutions were received with still 
greater enthusiasm, and a motion was at once 
made that they and the report be adopted by 
the meeting. A half dozen seconds brought the 
question up for discussion. Mayor Grant in- 
vited remarks and ex-Senator Warner Miller 


addreased the meeting. There was a general 
hush of expectancy, but the first sentence ut- 
tered by Mr. Miller struck such a responsive 
chord that it was greeted with shouts of ap- 
proval that were repeated at intervals through- 
out the speech. Mr, Miller said: 


‘*T have but a very few words to say in regard to 
this report, for it fully meets my approval. Lama 
member of this commission and of the World’s Fair 
Committee, chiefly, 1 suppose, because of the pett- 
tion which was circulated in mv trade and which 
was signed alike by Republicans and Vemocrats. 
When that petition was sigued by the gentlemen in 
my trade, both Republicans/and Democrats believed 
that I could be trusted upon that commission 
without regard to party or partisan lines. I 
believe that it is possible for a man to be 4 party 
man, ayo and a bitter partisan in all matters per- 
taining to party politics aud to party government, 
and at the same time to be capable of taking hold 
of watters outside of party lines and conducting 
them in such @ Way that party affiliations or party 
associations shall la ne way influence or bias his 
judgment or action. 

“IT went to Washington as a member of the Com- 
mittee on Legislation to urge upon Oongress the 
location of thisfairin the city of New-York. I 
went there owing it asa duty to the citizens of 
New-York who put me on that committee. 
did not go there to assure a Kepablican Congress 
that, if the tair was located in the city of New- 
York, it was to be run as an aajunct to the Repub- 
lican Party and measures at all I went there to 
assure Congress, Republicans and Domocrats aliko, 
that if they should locate the fair here it should be 
mavaged 2bsolutely outside of politics and above 
politics. I gave my personal assurance that this 
committee as constituted would do that very thing. 

** I have studied that list very carefully since, and 
I have seen no reason to change my opinion or to 
reverse the judgment and the promises that I then 
gave. I believe that the commission, as named in 
the bill, would manage the fair outside of anc above 

artisan considerations. If I had not believed that 

would not have gone to Washington, and I would 
not have © ones: to remain a member of the com- 
mittee. Above all other things, I desire a World’s 
Fair held in 1802, and to see it held in thie city, but 
I do not want to serve upon any committee or com- 
mission if it should De made a Republican commis- 
sion in advance. I still have confidence enough in 
the patr: ‘em, in the of tho a and In the honor of 


the leading citizens of the olty of New-York who 
are on this commission to stake my reputation upon 
the pledges that I made at Washington, and which 
I do not now retract. 

“Y know that there has been scattered broadcast 
over the country not 7. in New-York, but in 
other States, a statement that if the fair should be 
held in this great democratic oity in 1892 it would 
necessarily become an xdjunct of the Democratic 
Party, and that it would be used for party pur. 
poses. Jt was ono of the questions that had to be 
met 1p Washington. I believe that the committes 
substantially convinced the leading mon in Wagh- 
ington that they could afford to place this fair her 
and that it would not be used for party or politica 
purposes. These p , were given, and if the 
measures desired h een passed at Alba 
week ago, I believe the question woald be sett 
at Washington to-day, and that New-York would 
have been named a8 the piace for hoiding the fair.

NOT A VOTE FOR PLATTISM. 

The demonstrations of approval which had 
been givon throughout this speech were re- 
newed at its close. Opportunity for other 
speeches was given, but no ono else had any- 
thing to say. Cries of “Question!” led the 
Mayor to call for a voto by yeas. and nays. 
Some one suggested that the vote be taken 


standing, and the meeting clamoring for that 
method the Mayor requested all those tn favor 
of adopting the report avd resolutions to rise. 
Instantly évery man wus on his feet. When 
they had resumed their seats tho Mayor asked 
those opposed to the adoption to rise. Not a 
man stirred. Even Brother Shepard had voted 
for the report and resolutions. So had Mr. 
Chauncey M. Depew. The question was declared 
to be carried unanimously. 

At this point the enthusiasm was tumultu- 
ous. When order had been restored a curiously 
amusing incident occured. Mr. A. B. De 
¥rece gained the floor and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, I move that this meeting 
send a mossace of condolence to—” 

At this point in bis motion Mr, De Frece was 
startled into silence by a storm of hisses. The 
meeting thought that he was going to say 
to Thomas Cc. Platt, and it was 

nxious to. avoid such a faux as. 
fr. De  Frece had beon misunder- 
stood, however. He looked helplessly around 
@® moment and then shouted out desper- 
ately “to the widow of Charles Hauselt.” 
Mr. Hauselt had been a prominent member of 
the committee until his recent death, but the 
Ohairman ruled Mr. De Frece’s sympathetic 
motion out of order, and the matter was 
dropped. 

Mr. Charles A, Moore then moved that a 
grand Mass meeting be held in this city and in 
Brooklyn to indorse the action of the commit- 
tee. Mr. John Bogart opposed this motion on 
tho ground that it would complicate matters 
and might my er progress. Ex-Mayor Cooper 
and Mr. J. I. C. Clarke supported Mr. Bogart 
and then Mr. John M. Bowers settled the mat- 
ter by offering au amendment that the matter 
be referred to the Exeoutive Committee with 
power to aot. This was accepted and thon the 
meeting adjourned subject to the call of the 
Chairman. 

The wembers of the General Committee lin- 
gered long, however, to congratulate each other 
and to discuss the probable result of the meet- 
ing. There was but one sentiment expressed— 
they had refuted the charge of partisanship and 
they were happy in the fact thatif the ship of 
the World’s Fair must sink she would go down 
with her original celors flying ana with every- 
body in full possession of the knowledge that 
the man who scuttled her was Thomas C. Platt. 





COLUMBIA’S LAW SCHOOL. 


PROF. DWIGHT OUTLINES THE PRO- 
POSED THIRD YEAR’S COURSE. 


Prof. Theodore W. Dwight, warden of Colum- 
bia Law School, has just issued a circular out- 
lining the projected third year’s course in that 
division of the institution. The object of this 
course, Which will go into effoot the first Mon- 
day of October, 1890, will be to establish 
elective courses, and in the department of pri- 
vate law, where that is elected, to broaden and 
make more definite the knowledge obiained in 
the first two years. 

The subject will from these points of view 
be considered under two divisions. Tho first 


division, or what may be distinstively termed 
the third year’s course in private law, will in- 
clude these topics: 


I, Elements of our jurisprudence, with the rela- 
tions of the law of the United States and of the 
various States of the Union to the common law of 
England in its various branches and systems. LI. 
The law ot private corporations. III. The law of 
wills, with referonce to questions of interpretation 
and construction. IV. The law of negotiable paper 
and of insurance in greater detail than in the first 
year’s course. V. The develeupment, with greater 
fulineas of certain common law writs. VI. Lect- 
uresupon the Constitution of the United States; 
also, Federal jurisprudence in reference to the juris- 
diction of courts, a3 well as tho removal of causes 
trom a State to a Federal court, and the remanding 
of them. VII. International private law, with 
special reference to the law of domicil., VIII. Pro- 
ceedings in veni. IX. Patent law. X. Practice 
court, 

The second division will be termed tbe altor- 
native and elective course on International and 
public law and comparative jurisprudence, and 
willinclude constitutional and administrative 
law, history, aud treatment of European law 
and comparative jurisprudence, diplomacy, and 
international law and common law. 

The special lecturers and professors will be 
announced hereafter. 
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SUFHFOCATION. 


THE PAINLESS DEATH OF A BEDRIDDEN 
OLD LADY OF BROOKLYN. 


Mrs. Catherine Spellman, a feebic old lady 
s6venty-five years old, Who was so near death 
on Sunday thata priest was called in and the 
last rites of the Catholic Church were admin- 
istered, was suffocated to death about 3 o’clock 
yesterday morning. She lived with her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Fitzeerald, at 3 Fourth-street, 
Brooklyn, and the latter and her husband sat 
up with the invalid until nearly midnight. 


When Mra. Fitzgerald went to her room she 
left a lighted candle on a table beside ber 
mother’s bed, so that the latter could see to 
get some medicine, aiso on the table. 

About3 o’elock Mrs, Fitzgerald was awakened 
by the smell of smoke, and she and her husband 
went at once to Mra. Speliman’s room. When 
the door was opened the smoke rushed out ina 
volume, but Mr. Fitzgerald got to the bed and 
carried his mother-in-law to another room. By 
this time enyines had arrived and the fire, 
which was confiued to the bed clothes, was ex- 
tungujshed. Mrs. Spellman was dead from 
suffocation. 

There was not a burn on her body and even 
her night dress was unscorched. Several physi- 
cians tried to restore her, but failed. It 1s sup- 
posed that in reaching for something on the 
table she knocked the candle over and sec fire 
to the ved clothes. It is more than probable 
that she did this when half asleep and never 
knew it, for no cries were heard from her and 
her position inthe bed showed that she had 
made no struggle to escape.

TO ERECE NEW MUSEUMS 





HANDSOMK BUILDINGS 

PROSPHOT PALK. 

NEW INCORPORATORS FOR THE BROOK- 

LYN INSTITUTE AND A MILLION~- 
DOLLAR FUND IN PROSPECT. 


A bill introduced in the State Senate yester- 
day by Senator James W. Birkett provides for 
the incorporatioa of the Brooklyn Lustitate of 
Arts and Sciences, and also for the transfer of 
all property now owned by the Brooklyn Insti- 
tute to the new corporation. The latter is au- 
thorized to purchase, hold, or lease real or per- 
sonal property, provided that the annual in- 
come of such property shall not exceed $200,- 
000. No opposition to this measure from local 
or other sources is anticipated. 

Tf it becomes a law it means the erection of at 
least two haudsome new buildings on the un- 
used.east side lands at Prospect Park, and the 
establishment of a Museum of Arts, a Museum 
of Sciences, and a large Botanical Garden, ata 
point accessible to the whole population of 
Brooklyn, and where the new structures will 
overlook the sea and Sound, on tho highest land 
in Kings County, and the addition of a feature 
of attraction in which Prospect Park has been 
utterly doticient in the past. 

This project is the result of a movement set 
on foot by a mass meeting held at the Brooklyn 
Institute a little over ayear ago. In pursuance 
of the sentiment expressed at this meeting 
Sonator Eugene O'Connor secured the passage 


of a bill to exempt those east side lands 
bounded by the Prospect Hill Reservoir reserva- 
tion, the Eastern Parkway, Washington-avenuo, 
and the boundaries of thetown of Flatbush. 
This measure continues: F 

“Tho Mayor and Park Commissioners of the city 
ot Brooklyn are horeby authorized to designate and 
set apart such parts of the land mentioned in the 
lirst section of this act as are not required for the 
maintenance anu enlargement of the said reservoir, 
and as they may aeem proper, tor building sites for 
museums of art and science and libraries, and may 
lease such sites, at # nominal rent and for terms 
not to exceed 100 years, to any corporatiou or cor- 
porations now existing, or that may hereafter be cre- 
ated, for educational purposes, on such couditions as 
may be expressed in such leases; provided neverthe- 
less, that no buildings shall be erected by the lessees 
upon such sites until saitable plans and specifica- 
tions therefor shall have been submitted to and ap- 
proved by the said Mayor and Commissioners; and, 
also provided, that such museums and libraries 
Shall at all reasonable times ve free, open, and ac- 
cessibie to the pablic and private schools of the 
said city, and oven and accessible to the general 
public on such terms of admission as the said Mayor 
and Commissioners shall approve, and shall also be 
subject tothe visitation of tho Board of Regents of 
the State of New-York.” 

The terms of incorporation of the existing 
Brooklyn Institute made it advisable, in view 
of an attempt to take advantage of the provis- 
ions of the law above quoted, that a new cor- 
poration should be formed. ‘he transfer of 
the old Institute property will follow as a mat- 
ter of course. This consists of $125,000 in real 
estate, $48,000 in bonds, and $30,000 in mova- 
ble property, in which is iacluded a number of 
paintings, among them Guy’s snow picture of 
brooklyn In 1818, valued at $10,000. This will 
give the new corporation over $200,000 to start 
with, an amount which would, of course, be eu- 
tirely inadequate to the magnitude of the objects 
aimed at. It will be supplemented by a sub- 
scription fund of $1,000,000, and the men _ in- 
terested in the scheme have no doubt of their 
ability to raise that amount.

Last Spring a careful examination was made 
of the lands under consideration by Prof. 
Franklin W. Hooper and a number of other 
gentlemen interested in the project. It was 
decided that the lauds fronting on the Eastern 
Parkway would be best sulted for a museum of 
arts, and the adjoining section on the south 
would do admirably for a museum of science, 
to be backed by a boturical garden extending 
almost down to the Willick entrance of Prospect 

ark, through whioh 75,000 persons pass every 
Sunday, and whichis the most geuerally used 
of all the Prospect Park entrances. 

The Vanderbilt-avenue, the Franklin-avenue, 
the Nostrand-avenue, the Brighton Beach, and 
the Flatvush-avenue lines of surface cars now 
run within two blocks of the lands which itis 
proposed to use for the museums. The Kings 
County Elevated is soon to run a branch from 
Fulton-street to Bedford Station, which will 
bring it within reach of the projected iustitu- 
tions. The Brooklyn Elevated or Union Elevat- 
ed is almost Certain in the near future to throw 
out aspur from the peint where it turns from 
Fiatbush-avenuoe into Fifth-avenuo, striking the 
surface at Sixth-avenue, and then plunging 
under the Plaza by tunnel, emerging opposite 
the east side lands and the east side entrance of 
Prospect Park. Thus the accessibility of the 
site at present and its still greater accessibility 
in the near future can hardly be auestioned. 

During the paat year the Brooklyn Institute 
haa bern rapidly extending the scope of its 
work, It has now seventoen departments— 
archeology, architecture, astronomy, botany, 
chemistry, engineering, entomology, geography, 
geology, segs ct rad pay philology, 
photography, physics, political and economic sei- 
ence, and zoology. A very large number of 
young men have been taking an active interest 
in various branches of the work, and the insti- 
tute has received the hearty support of the 
most prominent citizens of Brooklyn. As soon 
as the new buildings contemplated by the pres- 
ent project arein shape to be occupied the 
ideals to transfer the classrooms which form 
a centre of operations for these departments, 
together with the library, collections of vari- 
ous sorts, and paintings, to the new place. 

It is not intended to interfere with any of the 
privileges of membDors now connected with the 
institute. As Brooklyn already has a large 
general library and an excellent historical one 
in the rooms of the Long Island Historical So- 
clety, the library facilities of the new institute 
will chiefly be confined to collections of books 
of reference in connection with the depart- 
nents of the new muscum. The city autnhori- 
ties are in full harmony with the project, and 
active operations Will be begun as soon as the 
bill of incorporation has been passed by the 
Legislature aud has received the Governor’s 
approval.

The game opened with the Ruy 
Lopez gambit, und lasted seven hours and 
twenty-three minutes. The result of to-day’s 
play gives the victory to Tsohigorin by ono 
game, the score for the series being as follows: 
Tsohigorin, 8 games; Gunsberg, 7; draws, 5. 

The match was arranged by the Havana 
Chess Club. The winner of each game received 
$20 and the loser $10. In drawn games the 
money was equally divided. In addition to 
these suing each contestant receives $250 and 
his traveling expenses. Tschigorin also takes 
the stakes of $600 which was put up by the 
players themselves.

A RESIGNATION ACCEPTED. 

B. Galvin, who has been Complaint Clerk 
in the Street-Cleaning Department, has a way 
of writing letters that is unsurpassed for terse- 
ness and brevity. He sent the following to 
Chief Clerk Beardsley yesterday: 


I do not feel well enough to-day to go to tho office.

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THE BALLOT-BOX INQUIRY. 


HADDEN TELLS OF HIS'7 FINANCIAL 
TRANSACTIONS WITH MRS. WOOD. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The cross-examina- 
tion of Lowis Hadden was continued this morn- 
ing before the House committee investigating 
the ballot-box forgery. Witness admitted that 
he paid money to Mrs. Wood. About the middle 
of last October Wood wrote that he was en- 
gaged in looking up the gun contract; that he 
had secn McLean, who was anxious that Hal- 
stead should not be elected Senator. Ho asked 
for $100 for himeelf and $50 tor his wife, say- 
ing that he could not reach “his royal high- 
ness,” who was travellog over the State. Wit- 
ness did not feel called upon to give the money, 
and did not reply. Then Mrs. Wood came to 
his house aud gave him a letter from Wood in- 
closed in a letter to herself. He told Mrs. 
Wood he would consider the matter. The next 
morning he showed the letter to Dr. Graydon, 
saying ho did not feel like taking tho responsi- 
vility himself. Graydon said he had better give 
her the money, and handed him $150, whicn he 


gave to Mrs. Wood. Graydon was looking after 
the intorests of the party in Hamilton County, 
but was not a member of the committee, 

Some days after the first payment to Mrs. 
Wood she calied at bis house and left word for 
him to come to her house. He went to seo Gray- 





“don, and told him he presumed she wanted 


more monoy. It was near the close of the cam- 
paign, and Graydon gave him $50 for Mrs. 
Wood. Witness went to her house, saw Wood’s 
letter, and gave her theo money. He told her he 
was not 2 national bank, and she must not eall 
tor more financial assistanve. She showed bim 
a letter from ‘. C. Campbell, written In an 
angry tone, in answer to something she had 
written about “ people living in glass houses.” 
Witness had told Mr. Kurtz about the payment 
of $150. He believed Graydon reimbursed him- 
self out of the campaign funds. The night of 
Wood's arrest Mrs. Wood called with her son 
Fe witness (about midnight) and said that 
ood wanted to see him at the station house. 
She insisted on his coming, and said that T. C. 
Campbell had a man there (at the station huuse) 
who promised Wood that he would set him free 
ifhe would give up certain letters; did not 
want todo this, and wanted to consult with 
wituess. Witness refused to go after she had 
appealed in vain for money. Lhe next day he 
saw Graydon, who told him to use bis own 
judgment; that it was a matter of giving it 
away; that the campaign was over, and they 
were not responsible for Wood’s tronble. 

That night Wvod’s son came to his house. He 
was in great distress about nis father’s arrest 
and bis mother’s worry and lack of money. He 
asked for money, saying his mother had no 
place te go, and that his mother would not 
bother him agaim. He felt a great deal of sym- 
pathy for the boy, gave him “B40, and, to com- 
tort him, said that his father would probably 
soon be out of jail. Graydon paid witness the 
$40 next day. He toid Gov. Foraker all about 
thi: on Jan. 9, and believed, but was not sure, 
that he had spoken to Kurtz aboutit. He never 
paid money to Charles Blackburn or any one 
else to go on Wood's bond, 

Mr. Graydon, the witness thought, paid money 
to Mrs. Wood presumably to keep Wood, who 
was a dangerous man, from making other state- 
ments. In concluding his testimony the wit- 
ness, at his own request, based upon his state- 
ment that he had really been upon trial here, 
was allowed to make astatement. He said that 
he had not gotten up a paver to offset the Topp 
letter, as Was evident from the fact that Gov. 
Foraker had the forged paper on Sept. 11, and 
the Topp latter was not published until Oct. 11, 
John R. Thompson (a preceding witness) was 
tT. C. Campbel!’s hanger-on; and, in Cinoinnatt, 
where all of them were known, witness would 
be willing tolet bis word stand with the public 
x8 against T. C. and George Campbell and John 
i. Thompson. Mr. Howser (another witness) 
was mistaken tn his recollection of the conver- 
sation between bimeelf and witness; he (wit- 
ness) had not said that the paper should not 
be published, but only that it was unfortunate 
that Halstead had published it. 








PINING IN EXILE. 





HEMINGWAY, THE RUNAWAY BANKER 
OF WHITNEY’S POINT, HEARD FROM. 
MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Feb. 11.—Eugene B. 

Hemingway, the private banker at Whitney’s 

Point, Broome County, who disappeared on the 

night of Dec. 7 last, leaving only $30 in cash 

in his safe and about $5,000 in real estate to 
satisfy nearly $60,000°0F Tlabilities, has just 
been heard from for the first time since he de- 
camped. It was alleged that he carried off 
with bim in his flight the money intrusted to 
him by scores of confiding depositors, farmers 
and business men of the village and neighbor- 
hood. He took an Erie Kaitlroad train to Bul- 
falo, and as he hag an unele living in Hamil- 


ton, Ontario, and would be beyond the reach of 
justice there, it was thought that he had fled to 
Canada 

The letter now received bears the Buffalo 
postmark, but gives no otber clue to his hiding 
place, and is obviously intendod for publication 
in the loval newspaper as # plowin exteauation 
of his conduct. He denies that he carried off 
any considerable amount of money belonging 
to his depositors, and adds: ‘tl am a wanderer 
and a culprit, but there are those in Whitney’s 
Point who are to blame forit.” He gives the 
names of several prominent business men of 
village who, he intimates, imposed upon his 
contidence and contributed to hisdownfall. He 
alleges also that he lost a portion of the money 
deposited in bis bank in speculations in real 
estate, 

. Hemingway left behind when he fled an in- 
valid mother and a wife and blina daughter, to 
all of who he had beca much devoted. 

The interpretation generally put upon his 
letter is that he is sick of exile and outlawry. 
aud wants to effect a compromise with his 
ereditors on terms that will permit him te re- 
turn home to his family relieved of fears of 
criminal prosecution. 





CANADA IS NOT ALARMED. 





THE MOTION REGARDING THE EXODUS 


OF CANADIANS VOTED DOWN. 


OTTAWA, Fob. 11.—Canada does not seem 
afraid of the exodus of Canadians to the United 
States, at least, so said the House of Commons 
last night. Mr. Charlton, member of Parlia- 
ment for North Norfolk, moved for the 
appointment of a select committee to 
inquire into the exodus of natural-vbora Cana- 
dians or settlers in Canada of foreign birth to 


the United States. He said the exodus was 
very alarming. He wanted the Government to 
explain to what it wus due. 

Tiere was no wantof room in Canada for 
seitiors. There was no less energy or inteill- 
gence in this country than in the United States, 
Canadians were, in fact, @ more energetic and 
@ pronounced hardier race, and they were capa- 
dle of greater things thau their neighbors 
aorosas the line. 

The resources of Canada were unlimited, 
while those ot the United States were limited. 
What was wanted in Canada was a growth in 
population whicn naturally belongs to the 
country. The number of Canadians now resident 
ip the United States was over 2,500,000. 

By the statistics of the Emigration otlicers it 
was shown that over 28,000 people nad lett 
Canada during the last yeur. This, with the 
small population existing at presentin this 
country, Was Vory alarming. 

The Government, however, did not quite se 
the drift of Mr. Charlton’s remarks, and di 
not believe in his figures. They thought that 
Cauada was getting ahead in population fast 
enough, and that tne few Canadians or immi- 
grants who went over to the United States were 
of no consequence. 

The House divided, and Mr. Charlton’s mv- 
tion was lost by a majority of 21. 





TYPHUS FEVER ASTRAY. 

Fred Gunther, a lad of thirteen, arrived in 
the steerage of the Red Star steamship Waes- 
land on Feb. 3, and went to the house of a 
friend named Massmaa at 148 Orohard-street. 
He was apparently well, but two days ago hoe 
developed blotches, which led his triend to 
think tnat he might have the smallpox. 

Yesterday Massman took the boy to Castlo 
Garden, where Dr, Vinton pronounced his case 
one of typhus fever. He was speedily removed 
to.the hospital on North Brother Island. The 
Board of Health wiil take precautions to pre- 
veut the spread of tho disease among those 
who have come in contact with Gunther since 
his arrival. Tnisis the second case of typhua 


which hus appeared among the Waesiand’s 
passengers, 





DEPRESSED OR NOT DEPRESSED. 

The prospect of a depressed road on Atlantic- 
avenue, Brooklyn, brightened considerably 
Yesterday, when Congressman Felix Campbell 
went before the Ninth Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion and offered to build just such a road. He 
would get up a syndicate with plenty of capital 
and would lease the road to any company Tfe- 
quiring it. 

He made a long argument showing that such 
a road was the only ono that should be built on 
Atlanutie-avenue, and pointed out just how it 
would benefit adjoining property owners. Ed- 
ward Kane, a property holder, spoke in favor 
of a light two-track elevated, but in case such 
a road could not be obtained, he wanted a de- 
pressed road.

FISH TALKED AND EATEN. 





THE MONTHLY MEETING OF THE STATE 
COMMISSIONERS. 


The monthly meeting yesterday of the State 
Commissioners of Fisheries consisted mainly 
of business more serious than the perfunctory 
affixing of signatures to applications for-drafts 
on the various: hatcheries. Owing to the ab- 
sence of Commissionér Bowman—his researches 
in the Scotch Highlands into the comparative 
merits of Scotch trout having begun since the 
former meeting—the Commissioners were dis- 
posed to keep pretty close to hard facts. Yet 


the proceedings were not altogether juiceless. 
Commissioner Blackford had ordered up from 
the market a fine batch of ish which were wait- 
ing patiently for the luncheon hour in the stew- 
ard's box at the Fulton Club. 

Frequent allusion was made tothe Adiron- 
dack hatchery, the good work of which has won 
forita strong attachment and pride on the 
part of the Commissioners. They were specially 
inclined to talk about it yesterday, because 
since the former weeting James H. Marks, its 
Superintendent, bad died. Mr. Marks was a 
great favorite with the Commissioners. They 
passed a touching resolution as a tribute to his 
fidelity and capacity. 

Boss MoLaugblin of Brooklyn wrote to the 
Comwissiouers to ask for black bass for Lake 
Pleasant, Sullivan County. He was joined 
in the application by a Mr, Lewis of Brooklyn, 
who has aSummer homethere. During his last 
campaign Gov. Hill went to Lake Pleasant to 
spend Suudays. He a at Mr. Lewis’s 
house, and Mr, McLaughiiu helped to entertain 
him. They failed to got even a nidble. It was 
such a sore disappointment that Lewis aud 
McLaughlin decided that raftical reform was 
needed. The Commissioners chuckled over 
the Boss’s apparent intimation that the 
Comniissioners hatched biack bass and could 
thus stock the lake at once. Commissioner 
Sherman thought that with proper protection 
from illegal fishing there ought to be abundant 
sport with rod and line on the lake, If by im- 
proper means the lake had been despoiled 16 
might be well to send up a few black bass, pro- 
vided the people there could furnish reasonable 
assurance that the fish would be allowed to 
propagate before they were disturbed. Mr. 

jaokrord was authorized to look into the mat- 
ter by sending some one to the lake to examines 
and inquire about it. 

The Chief Game and Fish Protectors’ month- 
ly report showed promise of the organization 
of game clubs in Various parts of the State and 
detalled arrests and convictions, which, in his 
opinion, would bring abuut & much better ob- 
sorvance Of the tisbing and game laws in coun- 
ties where violations have heretofore been dis- 
regarded. By resolution the Attorney General 
was requested to give an opinion upon the com- 

etency of the Commissioners to sign grants 

or franchises for oyster lands, and to say if the 
signatures of a quorum of the Commissioners 
would be sufficient for tne validity of such 
grants. It was decided also to issue biank cards 
for messengers, which should serve as vouchers 
tor the expenses of delivering fish. There is 
now no separate account from which can be 
definitely determined the cost of distribution. 
John G. Roberts was appointed Superintendent 
of the Adirondack hatchery. 

Applications for fish were next in order. The 
applicanta for brook trout far exceeded those 
tor any other kind of fish, and were also greatly 
in excess of the supply. Applicants asked for 
7,000,000. The supply is 2,830,000. Among 
the applicants were the New-York, Ontario and 
Western Railway Company aud individuals 
aloug that line who asked for 346,000. It was 
decided to examine oarefully the applications 
in the hope of supplying really urgent needs in 
full, and to apply a scaling process to others on 
the average basis of granting two-sevenths of 
the quantity asked. Demands for otner fish 
will probably be met in full. Bolore the lists 
could be passed upon, word came from the Ful- 
ton Club that Mr. Blackford’s fish were on the 
broiler. The Commissioners thereupon ad- 
enon until to-day, when the grants will be 
made, 

The Commissioners have at the present time 
18,545,000 fish of the various kinds ready for 
distribution; 13,129,060 of this number have 
already been applied for. 





FOREIGN SERVICH NOTES, 





The following accouns of an experiment of 
an Italian oliicer has recently been forwarded 
to this country. It assures, itis alleged, a sue- 
cessful mode of using pigeons as messengers in 
time of war which will add very much to their 
utility. Hitherto it has been necessary, in or- 
der to establish a communication by means of 
carrier pigeons between two points, to have 
two sets of birds, one ateach end. Each set of 
pigeons only traveled one way, and thus a 


great deal of time was lost, and it 
was necessary to have a large num- 
ber of pigeons. Capt. Malagoli’s method 


will, if found practicable, obviate this by en- 
abiing the same set of pigeona to carry mes- 
sages in both directions, His experiments, 
which lasted for several Months, were made 
between Civita Vecchia and Rone, forty miles 
apart, and he began by taking fifty pigeons to 
the former place, where he put them in a dove- 
cote and let them out, a few at a time, teaching 
thein to find their way back from the outskirts 
of the town. He then taught them to know 
the way to Rome by successive stages, 
letting them fly back at each stage to Civita 
Vecchia. When they reached the last stage 
on the road he took them on to Rome, keeping 
them in confinoment for several days. and when 
released they at once flew back to Civita Vece- 
chia. He repeated the experiment several 
times, and then kept his pigeons in Kome for 
six months, so that this dovecote became tieir 
home, and they built their nests 1n it. 

in order to teach them the road from Roma 
to Civita Vecchia he put in practice in tne re- 
vorse sense the plan ue had adopted in the 
journey from Civita Vecchia, but—and this is 
the ingenious point in his method of training— 
he kept them without food at Rome for several 
days during this course of training, feeding them 
only on their arrival at Civita Veceohia. Thus 
the pigeons were, upon the one hand, brought 
to prefer their dovecote at Rome, where 


they had staid for several mouths 
and had built their nests, and, upon 
the other hand, to know that, once 


set at liberty, their food would be at Civita 
Vecchia and not at Rome. The training being 
thus completed, Capt. Malagoli put it the 
other day to a practical test. He kept his 
pigeons shut up at Rome for three days 
without food ana then let them loose. After 
hesitating for a few seconds they took their 
flight, and in two hours’ time he received a 
telegram announcing their arrival at Civita 
Vecchia After the lapse of only a fow min- 
utes from tho receipt of the telegram the 
pigcons were back in Rome, having beon fed at 
Civita Vecchia. Itis said that the Ministers of 
War in Germany and Austria are both going to 
bave experiments made in the same direction. 

The United Services Gazette says: ‘The Nile 
has had her turrets armored recently at Ports- 
mouth, and is to be ready for her guns by July. 
The Trafalgar will proceed on her gun trials 
early next week, and will, if successful, take 
about five weess to complete from that date. 
These vessels, in common with the Admiral 
class, lack a perfect system of ventilation. ‘Ihe 
American constructors have evidently studied 
the question with better results than ourselves, 
for their new cruisers are warvelously cool 
compared with British vessels of the same 
elasses, and a3 regards cabin iittings and mess 
furniture the American vesseles are more like 
yachts than men-of- war.” 

Tne British battle ship Rupert is to be re- 
engiued and given new boilers. Itis expected 
that when again commissioned her new engines 
will develop 6,000 horse power under forced 
draught and will propel her at a speed of 14,23 
knots. The natural draught power will be 4,500, 
with a speed of 13.5 knots. The twenty-tive- 
ton muzzic-loading guns in the Rupert’s turrets 
are to be removed and replaced with two 
9.2-inch breech-loading guns of the newest 
type. She will also carry two six-inch broech- 
loading guns and ten three-pounder quick- 
firing suns. 

Two more vessels of the Rattlesnake type 
are to be immediately commenced at Sheerness. 
They are to be called the Circo and Hebe, and 
will be builtin the docks used for the Gleaner 
and Gossamer. The experience acquired by 
the many irials of the Seagull will be utilized 
in the construction of these vessels. The ar- 
mament of these torpedo gunboats is two 4.7- 
inch quick-tiring guns, four three-pounder 
quick-firing guns, and five torpedo tubes. 

The recent accident to the British warehip 
Amphion, it is said, throws a curious light on 
the foundering of the Sultan, and shows that 


the position of the main drainpipe in the double 
bottom of any ship is a source of danger rather 
than of security. Itis now considered provable 
that the authorities will not dnd the condition 
of the Sultan such as to justify large estimaics 
for renovation. 

According to the official report the ordinary 
expenditure of the German Navy for 1890-91 
1s estimated at £1,914,379 and the extraor- 
dinary at £2,524,679. The latter item incluces 
allexpenditure on new ships of war, inoluaiz 
a new imperial yaciit, the rearming, &o., of ol 
ships, torpedoes, and the construction and re- 
pair of naval establishments, docks, and mag- 
azines. 

The Admiralty, itis said, has again issued in- 
structions to survey the Shab. ‘The Australian 
Navy requires a training veseel, and this ship, 
which, launched in 1873, has only seen three 
years’ active sorvice, and is looked on as almost 
useless for the !mperial fleet, is to be probably 
turned over to the colonists. The complement 
of the Shan is 600 officers and men. 

The Zolus, Astrea, and Bonaventure, British 
cruisers of 3,400 tons displacoment, will, it is 
said, be begun almost immediately at Devon- 

ort, Engines for one of them will be built at 

eyham. The olus, the first of the three to 
be laid down, is to be finished In October, 1892. 

The new British cruiser Scout was recently 
given atrial of engines, when she developed a 
speed of seventeen knots an hour, her ma- 
chinery working without a hitch. It is thought 
that the Scout will be among the most comfort- 
able of the newly-built cruisers, 











MACHINES THAT WILL KILL 


THE PRISONS EQUIPPED FOR 
EXEOUTIONS. 
OFFICIAL REPORT ON THE STATE Dy- 
NAMOS— GROUND FOR [CRITICISM, 
BUT THEY WILL BE EFFECTIVE. 


ALBANY, Feb. 11.—The committee appointea 
by Prison Superintendent Austin Lathrop to 
test the efficiency of the electrical appliances 
and dynamos placed in the Stato prisons for 
the execution of condemned murderers has 
made its report to the Superintendent. 

The contract which Superintendent Lathrop 
made with Harold P. Brown called for “ono 
650-light alternating-ourrent dynamo with 
electro-motive force variable at will from 1,000 
to 2,000 volts in each of the three State prii- 
ons; each dynamo to be furnished with an ex- 
citer and theostote.” A Cardew voltmeter and 
some other apparatus were aise to to be placed 
in one of the State prisons which the Super- 
intendent might specify. 

The method employed by the committee to 
determine the electromotive force of tho 
dynamos was to measure, by means of a Cardew 


voltmeter, the fall potential along a resistance 
of German silver wire. The committee says: 


“With this end in view were constructed four 
frames, each holding 100 ohms of No. 15 Ger- 
man sliver wire. The 100 ohms were divided into 
portions of ten ohms each. In parallel with each 
of theso portions was put a@ fifty-volt lamp of 
twenty-candle power. The object of the wire was 
to maintain the potential when the Cardew voit- 
meter was applied to the lamps. The voltage be- 
tween each lamp was taken with a Carlew volt- 
meter, which had been previously calibrated. 

“ This method furnished a ready though inexact 
means of observing the potential from the candle 
power of thelamps. The exact measurements were 
made with the Cardew voltmeter applied suc- 
cessively.” ! 


The committee says that ‘‘the term electro- 
motive force as used to express potentials on 
an alternating current needs definition,” and 
these definitions are given: 


“1. Acommercial voltage of, say, fifty volts is such 
an alternating voltage as will upon an incandescent 
lamp or Cardew voltmeter produce the same light 
and heat eifects as fifty volts in the case of a con- 
tinuous carrent. i 

“2. In alternating-current dyuamos the electro. 
motive force undergues rapid periodic changes be-' 
ing atone instant zero, increasing toa maximum, 
diminishing again to zero, then ae in direc. 
tion it again rises toa maximum, to fall again to 
zero. This cycleof changes is usually repeated 
many times in a second. ‘The average of these rap-; 
idly changing strengths is sometimes called the 
electromotive force of the dynamo. 1 

**8. Sometimes the maximum of electromotive 
force obtained in the cycle of changes is called the 
electromotive force of the dynamo; hence the 
figures will vary according as the electromotive 
force acting in any apparatus is expressed in ac- 
cordance with one or the other of these definitions.” 


The committees adds:

The committee says that it found tho 
dynamos notin readiness to be tested, and sv 
much time was consumed in arranging pulleys, 
belts, wires, &e., that but little was left ior 
actual tests. It adds that evep now the appii- 
ances are not in good condition. “The shxft- 
ings should be adjusted and put in line, the 
pulleys balanced, and the engines adjustel to 
produce a uniform motion and necessary spore. 
With these changes the dynamos cau be mado 
to fulfill the contrast.” 

The report concludes as follows: 


At Auburn Prison the committee tosted the 
deadly energy of the current on a calf and alsv ou a 
horse, the latter weighing about one thousand 
pounds. Placing one electrode on the forehead of 
the horse and the other on the outer aspect of the 
hind leg just above the gambrel, a current of elec- 
tromotive force of 1,200 volts was passed. Death 
was instantaneous. 

In order to throw light upon the question as to 
the possibility of resuscitation after apparont dealt: 
by electricity, Dr. George E. Fell of Butfalo was in- 
vited to be present with an apparatus devised by 
him for this purpose. [Immediately after the caift 
had received the electrical stroke Dr. Fell opened 
the windpipe and iuserted the tube of the app:- 
ratus, and for half an hour kept up forced respirm- 
tion, but failed to elicit any evidence of life. This 
demonstrated that the condition was not one of sus- 
pended animation, but of death. 

At Clinton Prison ayonng bult weighing about 
six hundred pounds was iastantly killed by a cur- 
rent of 900 volts. On receiving the full force of 
the current, 900 volts, the animai fell and instantir 
the muscles relaxed, owing to a drop in the voltaxe 
from 900 to 400. The period af contact was con- 
tinned, however, for ten seconds, but as experi- 
ments have shown that a current of 400 volts is; 
hardly suilicient to kill one of the larger animals, 
the conclusion that the bull was killea Dy the in- 
stantaneons impact of 900 volts is inevitable. 

Drs. MacDonald and Rockwell of the commitiea 
had previously experimented on various animals, 
including dogs, calves, and horses, and had found 
that a current of 1,000 volts was sufficient to in- 
stantly kill a horse, while one of 500 volis was all 
that was necessary to kill dogs and calves weigh- 
ing as high as seventy-five pounda. ' 

In all these experimonts the oontact varied 
from ten seconds at the lowest to twenty seconds 
at the highest. The minimum time necessary to 
effect death was not accurately determined. 

From the tests of the (dynamos, as described, to- 
gether with tho experiments on animals, which 
were regarded as satisfuctory, the committee enter- 
tains no doubt as to the etfiiciency of the three 
dynamoes at Sing Sing, Auburn, and Dannemora te 
accowplish the work for which they aro intended.
